requiring deliberations to be held in 
public session. Earlier on Monday, The 
Times ran a story quoting the Middlesex 
County District Attorney's office as 
saying the proposed session would 
prqbably be illegal. 

After the selectmen noted the ob¬ 
jections and failed to exclude the public, 
the assessors George Andersen, Sumner 
Beal Rnd Werner Carlson, adjourned to 
their own offices. They proceeded to vote 
unanimously to conduct their 
deliberations in secret. 

Winchester Star Editor David Lceco 
objected to this dosing of the meeting on 
the same grounds as staled in the Star's 
written statement to the selectmen, but 
to no avail. 

Star Publisher C. Peter Jorgensen 


said lhat “excluding the public from a 
meeting where decisions are reached on 
public policy which affects every Win¬ 
chester property owner is improper, 
illegal and unfair.“ 

He added “It is particularly im¬ 
portant to know what considerations 
made up the assessor's recom 
mendatlons on tax classification and 
exemptions because of the current public 
uproar over the recenl properly 
revaluation and the reported inequities.’’ 

Jorgensen said "It is unfortunate that 
some elected officials lend to forget who 
elected them, why they are in office and 
whose business they are conducting. ’ 
“Town Hall is not an extension of the 
corporate board room or the lawyer’s 
private suite," he said. “It was built to 


conduct the public's business in public 
and in accordance with state law 
requiring public meetings of local of¬ 
ficials.” 

Jorgensen added “We will ask the 
Superior Court to invalidate the 
Assessor's action of Monday night and 
require them to hold public meetings in 
the future. While this may not have any 
immediate practical effect, we hope it 
will drive home a matter of principle and 
show that this newspaper won't stnnd by 
while major public policy decisions are 
made behind closed doors

The Winchester Star will appeal to 
Middlesex Superior Court to invalidate 
action taken at a secret Board of 
Assessors meeting on Monday. 

The newspaper will also ask for an 
injunfctlon to prohibit the assessors from 
holding closed sessions to deliberate 
matters of public policy in (Ik* future. 

The assessors’ meeting came right 
after the Board of Selectmen refused to 
vote for a secret “executive" session to 
discuss classifications and exemptions 
during a joint meeting with the 
Assessors. „ 

Under the law, the selectmen, alter 
consultation with the assessors, may vote 
to “classify" commercial, industrial and 
personal property differentlv than 


taxes on higher value homes. The also 
voted unanimously to creute the separate 
tax rate classification for commercial, 
industrial and personal property. 

The arguments and considerations 
which went into these decisions cannot lx* 
reported as they were conducted in the 
secret session. Star Publisher Jorgenson 
said. “We can't say for sure lhat two to 
one vote wasn’t carried by the flip of a 
coin. It is just unconscionable for such an 
important decision to he reached out of 
the public eye " 

When the assessors returned to the 
selectmen's meeting Chairman 
Andersen rcimrled their decision and 
acknowledged that lie had east the

Agony Over Assessments 

• Selectmen Plea For Public Meeting

After listening to some of the IB people 
who came before the Board of Selectmen 
Monday night to voice their 
dissatisfaction with the recent 
revaluation of Winchester, Selectmen 
Chairman Edward F. O’Connell 
recommended that a public in¬ 
formational meeting l>e scheduled to 
discuss the assessment process. 

The request lor an informational 
meeting was put to the Board of 


Assessors who met jointly with the- 
selcclmen to decide on classification and 
a residential exemption, (see related 
stories.) 

O'Connell said the informational 
meeting should be held with represen 
talives from Patten Associates and the 
Board of Assessors present. 

“There is a common attitude in town 
that people don’t mind paying their bill 
as long as it’s fair, O’Connell said. "But 
how do you convince people it’s fair? An 


informational meeting would he helpful 
because some people are afraid to ask 
questions or don't quite know how to go 
about it." 

Board of Assessors Chairman George 
Andersen said he would look into the 
possibility of such a meeting hut no 
definite commitment was made. 

Angry residents told the selectmen 
they tell the assessments were unfair and

Andersen said lhe increases will be 
made regardless of whether or not the 
person sought a hearing," said Assessor 
Sumner Beal. 

Rather, they seemed to have been 
made after residents alerted Patten 
Associates to homes they believed were 
under-assessed. 

"People have been coining and asking 
‘Why is my house assessed at $110,000 
when my neighbor is only assessed at 
$60,000?’ explained Richard Mirick, a 


supervisor at Patten Associates, the firm 
that revaluated Winchester. 

“We look not only at the one house 
(the $80,000 home in this example) but at 
the neighbor’s house as well. 

“The question is which house is in 
error," he continued. “Is it the house 
they're complaining about or the one it’s 
being compared with?"

Appraisers Extend Hearing Hours 


Callers to Town Hall wishing to make 
an appointment with Patten Associates 
fora valuation hearing got an unwelcome 
answer Wednesday morning, the last day 
to make such appointments. 

Callers were told that Patten was 
booked up for the rest of the appointment 
period, which is scheduled to end March 
12 . 

If you want an appointment, callers 
were told, you would be put on a waiting 


list, and if someone else cancelled a 
hearing with Patten, you would be called. 

The reason no more appointments 
were being made, callers discovered, 
was that Patten’s contract with the town 
only called for three weeks of hearings, 
and that three weeks was booked. 

After The Star confronted Patten 
appraisers with this information, the 
appraisers said that since they were 
getting five cancellations a day, most 


who called and were put on a wailing list 
would be able to gel appointments. 

And a few minutes later, Patten ap¬ 
praiser Mike Hamlin called The Star to 
say that Patten hud decided to extend the 
hours of the hearings, in order to fit in 
more people. 

Hamlin said that for the rest of the 
week, Patten would begin the hearing

And a house at 282 Main st. was 
assessed at $112,100 in February, even 
though it had sold for $86,500 six months 
before. 

In 12 of the homes studied, the dif¬ 
ference between the selling price and the 
assessment exceeded the 10 percent 
deviation allowed by the state. To 
check the assessment against sales 
price, The Star randomly selected 24 
homes sold during the period Patten was

“Full and fair market value" ap¬ 
parently does not mean market price in 
Patten Associate’s appraisal of the 
town’s properties. 

A check by The Slur of 24 homes sold 
within the last year showed that few of 
the sales prices hod any relation to the 
assessment. 

For example, a Cabot street home 
which sold for $189,000 last August was 
assessed ut $126,500 when the valuation 


The 24 addresses, 
and the sales prices, came from the 
Middlesex County Transfer Directory. 

Then those sales prices were com 
pared to valuations listed in the 
assessor's office. 

Only five of the assessments came 
close to the sales price — within $5,000. 
Nine of the assessments were higher than 
the selling price, and the remaining 10

• Tax Burden Shifts To Businesses 
And Larger Property Owners

Tax payers who thought they had 
(heir tax bills all figured out will have to 
take out their pocket calculators and 
start pushing buttons again. The 
assessments and the tax rate are now 
different from last week's information 
mailed out by Patten Associates, the 
Maine firm that just completed a $718 


million revaluation of Winchester. 

The estimated lux rale is now ap¬ 
proximately $21.80 for residents and 
$25.20 for businesses instead of the $23 
townwide tax rate listed in the 
revaluation notices. 

And the residential assessments 
themselves changed. Lower-priced 
houses got a five percent break in their 


assessments and the value of higher 
priced homes was pushed up by the same 
five percent. 

These changes came about after the 
Board of Selectmen Monday night voted 
to adopt two measures to shift the tax 
burden in Winchester. One shift favors

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Scores Want To Call Noonan 
Elderly Housing Project Home* 


So many people want lo move into the 
Noonan Glen elderly housing project, 
lhey could fill the converted school five 
times over. 

Over 100 people have already applied 
for one of the IH apartments now being 
constructed in the former Noonan School, 
according to Julie Tejeda, management 
analyst for McNeil Associates, the firm 
doing the renovation, 

And McNeil is still taking applications 
until March 5. the final day residents can 
get in line for the housing, 

"We’ve had substantially more ap¬ 
plications than units, so certainly anyone 
with an interest in living there should 
apply,’’ said William Roop of McNeil. 

Hoop said he wasn't surprised by the 
high number of requests for apartments 

‘‘There is definitely a tremendous 
need in Winchester for this kind of 
thing," he said. 

’’There are an awful lot of people out 
there who want to stay in town but can’t 
afford their houses," he said. “Most have 
larger homes which cost a lot to heal and 
maintain, and mean paying taxes. And 
there aren't many alternatives if they 
want to stay in town.” 

Roop pointed out that Noonan Glen 
will provide a type of elderly housing not 
available to residents, even in the 
Winchester Housing Authority's two 
complexes. 

"This is not like Ihe housing authority 
w here people must have limited assetts,” 
explained Roop. "There is a need in 
Winchester for housing for people over 
the income limit of the Winchester 
Housing Authority. 

"Some people want to sell their house, 
hut can’t go to the housing authority 
because when they sell the house, it puts 
them over the income level,” he pointed 
out. 

Residents may apply for *he one and 



two-bedroom apartments available at 
Noonan Glen by calling 326-5800 before 
the March 5 deadline. However, ac¬ 
cording to Tejeda, those who are suc¬ 
cessfully apply must meet certain 
criteria, 

First, the head of each household 
applying for an apartment must be at 
least 62 years old. Roop pointed out that 
under that guideline, a couple where the 
husband is 62 and the wife is 56 could still 
apply. 

However, the handicapped may apply 
for an apartment regardless of age. 

At least 70 percent of the apartments 
must be rented to persons in the “low” 
income category, according to Tejeda, 
with the remaining 30 percent going lo 
those in the “very low” income category. 

To qualify for the “low” income 
designation, a single person must earn no 
more than $15,250 per year. A couple in 
the “low” category may earn up to 
$17,400, according to Tejeda. 

The "very low” income category 
includes single persons earning up to 
$10,150 per year, or couples earning less 
than $11,600. 

Everyone who applies for space at the 
elderly housing project will be in¬ 
terviewed by McNeil's management 
team, according to Tejeda. When all the 
interviews are completed, 18 residents 
will be chosen according to need. 

Need is determined according to a list 
of priorities established by the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency, 
which provided funding for the project, 
according Lo Tejeda. 

Once the new apartment-dwellers are 
selected, it won't be long before they can 
move into the converted school 

According to Roop, construction on 
the project is 70 percent completed, and 
within three months, it will be ready for 
occupancy. 

Because the project is a recon¬ 
struction, every one of the 18 apartments 
“will be a little bit unique", said Roop. 

Rents will be based on 25 percent of 
the occupants’s income. 

The project will be managed by 
McNeil’s own management company, 
with the management offices located in 
Cedar Glen, a similar project in Reading. 

However, Roop said, McNeil will set 
up agreements with local contractors to 
make sure problems at the project are 
taken care of quickly. 



FinCom Hangs Up On Phones 


Town Hall won't he getting a new 
telephone system next year 

Monday night, the Finance Com¬ 
mit (ce voted to cut $18,430 slated to pay 
for a new Town Hall lelcphone system 
from Town Manager 1’om Groux's 
budget. 

The telephone system was intended to 
replace Town Half’s 20-year-old phones, 
improve efficiency, and cut down on 
costs, according lo FinCom member 
Lorna Tseckarcs. 

Tseekares said she had looked at a 
similar “Horizon” system tn’ing used in 
the Belniont Police Department, and said 
the police were “very happy” with the 
system 

The Horizon system would allow all 
culls to come into a central swit 
chboard, allow intercom calls between 
town offices, and could ho programmed 
to cut off out-of-town calls, Tseekares 
said. 

Tseekares pointed out that without an 
intercom system, town employees 
wishing to call another town office had to 
call on an outside line, which cost the 


town money 

’The telephone company estimated 
tlu* town would save $**76 dollars every 
year because the Town Clerk would not 
have lo call outside to talk to the 
assessors, or the Engineering Depart¬ 
ment wouldn't have to call the DPW.” 
Tseekares said. "And (Comptroller AD 
Farggiano feels that's a conservative 
estimate." 

Tseekares added that depart¬ 
ment heads she had spoken with "feel it 
would save them time although 1 guess 
we have to ask time for what?" 

But once Tseekares started ex¬ 
plaining the cost of the system, FinCom 
members balked 

It would cost between $2,912 and $5,640 
to install the phone system, she said, 
depending on how much wiring in town 
hall could he reused. 

Then there would he a yearly cost of 
$6,690 for tlu* phones, and another $5,590 
lo hire a part-time person in the Town 
Clerk's office to man the central swit¬ 
chboard. she said 


And that was loo much for the F in 
com. 

"The only tangible financial benefit 
would be saving $576 a year." said 
member Eli Bortman. "Even if that 
estimate is too low by half, that's still 
only $1,000 " 

“It’s ludicrous lo spend $7,000 m 
annual charges, $5,000 in manpower, and 
another $3,000 for installation lor 
something that is only going to save 
$1,000." he said. 

FinCom member Paul Stoller ob¬ 
jected that it was just as ludicrous to 
have a Town Hall with a 20-year-old 
phone system, 

“It seems totally antiquated." he 
said "It can't possibly do Ihe job." 

But despite Stoller's objections, and 
Tseekares* statement that the Horizon 
system would provide “a phone system 
that is truly a communications system, 
when the one we have now is cum¬ 
bersome and causes a loss of time”, the 
FinCom voted H-5 to hang up on the 
phones

“Let's say someone has a problem 
with the electricity," Hoop explained. 
"We will have an arrangement with a 
local electrician. And the same thing for 
the heating system or maintenance — 
there will be a local number people can 
call." 

McNeil will also work with local 
organizations to set up activities for the 
residents of Noonan Glen. 

“In other towns, we’ve worked with 
the Councils on Aging for programs, 
we've worked with the libraries to get a 
certain number of books placed in our 
library rooms." Roop said. “But we 
haven’t gotten far enough along yet to 
say what Ihe details are.”

On the state level O’Connell has been 
a legislative lobbyist for the 
Massachusetts Municipal Association 
and a frequent contributor to the 
Association’s publications “The Beacon” 
and “The Forum." 

His governmental service has been 
complemented by major appointments in 


the academic world, lie has been 
Assistant Dean ol the Fletcher School of 
Law and Diplomacy, the nation’s oldest 
graduate school of international affairs, 
and a long-time member of the faculty of 
Tufts University, He has had two books 
published in Panama and one in the 
United Slates 

On the local scene O'Connell has been 
active in Town allairs since he and his 
family came here irom Washington in 
1967. Elected to the Board of Trustees of 
Winchester Public Library in l%9. lie 
was twice re-elected to the Board and 
served three years as its Chairman. A 
Town Meeting Member since 1974, he has 
also served in a number of appointed 
committees and been a member of the 
Winchester Historical Society. 

O’Connell is a graduate of Tufts 
University, where he earned his un¬ 
dergraduate degree with honors while 
simultaneously being captain of the 
cross-country team and holder of the 
college record for the mile. He holds a 
master's degree from Boston University 
and certificates of advanced graduate 
studies from Oxford University in 
England and from the School of 


Advanced International Studies of the 
Johns Hopkins University. He is also a 
graduate of the Senior Inter 
departmental Seminar of llie Foreign 
Service Institute of the Department of 
State, the think tank for senior foreign 
policy officials 

Ed O’Connell’s avocation has been 
track and long distance running. A 
former U.S. national champion and 
former two-term President of the Road 
Runners Club of America, he has also 
been an author of many articles for 
“Runner’s World," the nation's leading 
magazine on running. He still competes 
in long distance running events, 

In commenting on his commitment to 
seek a third term. O'Connell observed. 
"After 13 years of elected Town service, 
the people of Winchester surely know 
what I stand for My goals have always 
been the exercise of objective and in¬ 
dependent judgment and the assurance 
of fair treatment for every citizen My 
reputation is the most precious asset that 
I have and I am comfortable putting it on 
the line with the voters of Winchester."

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Action Defines Past Year For Chamber

Answer: Action 

Question: VVliat separates Win¬ 
chester's Chamber of Commerce from 
those in other towns? 

Almost a hundred members of the 
Chamber ot Commerce met hist Thur¬ 
sday night and discussed what they have 
accomplished and what they plan for 
Winchester's future. The occasion was 
the Chamber's third annual meeting held 
this year at the Winchester Country Club, 

What emerged Irom the meeting was 
the impression that these businessmen 
are quite serious about action and results 
that will be to improve fortunes of local 
businessmen and professionals. This is 
no lupperwarc party. 

What also emerged was optimism and 
the plans to base that hope on. 

"I think we have a bright future and 1 
think Winchester stands on the threshold 
ot a bright future." commented Chamber 
I’resident Henry Quill in his opening 
remarks. 

Quill milled that in three years the 
Chamber has grown from its original 12 
members to over 2(H) representing the GOO 
businesses and professional firms in 
town 

Kxceulive Director of the Chamber 
Kita Spence emceed the night and began 
with a list of this year's accomplishments 
which include the Center Area 
Kevitalizal ion District (CAM)), 
Discover Winchester Day. and the 
Christmas tree lighting. She noted that 


the Chamber is funded solely from 
members dues. 

Slate Kcp. Sherman (Whip) Salt- 
marsh, who gave some closing com¬ 
ments, remarked that the CARD action 
of the summer was a significant ac 
complishment, Saltmarsh pointed out 
that because of Purity Supreme’s ability 
to secure a low interest loan from the 
stale through the CARD program, Purity 
was able to make a much larger in¬ 
vestment in its new Main st. property 
than it originally could afford. 

Saltmarsh noted that among other 
benefits, such investment brings the 
town needed tax revenue, 

Bui the focus of the night was on the 
brainchild of Economic Development 
Coordinator John Connery, five warrant 
articles which are to be presented to 
Town Meeting. Connery’s year long 
tenure is funded by $16,600 given by the 
town and more than $20,000 which has 
been raised by the chamber, explained 
Daniel LaGatta, chairman of the 
Economic Development Committee, 

“There would be no economic 
development coordinator without the 
chamber,” LaGatta remarked. 

The first of the articles that Connery 
and the chamber will present to TM is for 
the purchase of a lot of land on Waterfield 
rd. near the Winchester train station to 
be used for off-street parking. Connery 
said that the commuters and local 
business that are presently forced to 
park on the street during the day are 


strangling downtown stores, 

“If we improve those turnover rates, 
ladies and gentlemen, we can improve 
those businesses,” he said. 

The second article discussed is a 
zoning amendment to allow special 
permits for multi-use in the central 
business district. 

The last three articles Connery 
presented to the chamber relate to the 
multi-use proposal. They include a 
zoning amendment to change the area 
along Main st. from Vine si to Park st. 
from a residential to a business district; 
a zoning amendment to allow five stories 
to be built instead of three inside the 
present 45-foot height requirements; 
and, another zoning by-law to require 
new CBD construction to provide 
parking, something they are not 
presently required to do. 

Representative Saltmarsh said these 
proposals represented constructive steps 
and lent some political wisdom to the 
meeting. 

The evening also featured presen¬ 
tations from the chairmen of the five 
chamber committees. Richard Malcolm 
spoke first for the Center-Retail 
Development Advisory Committee. 
Malcolm said his committee is planning 
a Town Day with the Jaycees that will 
run the course of a weekend and be 
similar to Discover Winchester Day. 

A) Vanderbilt, chairman of the 
Industrial Division, said that although it 
is “easy to forget the stake we have in 


town,” industry is and could be an im¬ 
portant part of the town. 

Mike Sarno. chairman of the 
Telephone Study Committee said his 
committee happened “because of the 
discriminatory practices of the telephone 
company." The committee has been 
working with stale Sen. Samuel Rotondi, 
representative Saltmarsh. telephone 
experts, and government officials to get 
a bill passed for flat-rate service that is 
scheduled to appear in the stalehouse on 
March 10. He asked businessmen to save 
their phone bills as the “ammunition for 
the battle to lower your telephone bills.” 

Chairman of the Membership Com¬ 
mittee, Salvador Porras, appealed for 
continued support and growth and ex¬ 
plained that “certain projects could not 
have been implemented without the 
support of the chamber.” 

LaGatta came last and spoke for his 
Economic Development Committee 
saying that his aim has been to “take 
advantage of its (the town’s) natural 
characteristics.” LaGatta also noted that 
the town government has been very 
responsive in the efforts to revitalize the 
downtown area. 

“We want it to be a credit to our town 
as a whole and more of a viable area for 
the businessmen of Winchester,” he said. 

“When I became chairman I vowed 
that there would be some action," 
LaGatta remarked, 

And action there has been.

The law prohibits persons from 
selling, possessing with the intent to sell 
or manufacturing with- the intent to sell 
drug paraphenalia. 

“If they're just selling rolling papers, 
it's not necessarily forbidden because 
you can use them lor tobacco,” Crawford 
explained. “But if they’re selling 
heavier, larger paper than regular 
tobacco paper, that’ll be classified as 
paraphenalia.” 

However, Ci awlord noted that the law 
will have little effect in Winchester since 
the town did not have any stores which 
catered to drug users, 

“I don'l know of anyone in town in the 
business of selling or distributing 
paraphenalia. but if I do find them, the 
jaw- will be strictly enforced.” he 
Stressed. '

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Board Of Assessors Wrong To Go Into Secret Session Over Tax 


The Winchester Star’s 
decision this week to ask the 
Superior Court to Invalidate 
action taken Monday at a secret 
session of the Board of Assessor 
was not made lightly. 

When a board closes Its doors 
to the public and the press, it 
obviously has something to hide. 
In some cases, that Is justified. 
The state Open Meeting Law 
provides certain exemptions 
which permit closed sessions. 

Some of those exemptions 
cover such things as discussion 
of disciplinary procedures 
against an employee, collective 
bargaining strategy and 
deployment of security per¬ 
sonnel or devices. None of those 
obvious exemptions apply in this 
case. 

The Assessors' readily ad¬ 
mitted the purpose of their 
meeting was to formulate their 
recommendations to the 
Selectmen on creating a 
separate classification for 
commercial and industrial 
property, and whether or not to 
recommend a residential 


exemption policy which is now 
allowed under state law. 

The exemption policy permits 
a reduction of residential 
assessment on lower valued 
houses up to 10 percent and a 
corresponding increase in 
assessment on higher valued 
houses. 

The Assessors were Invited to 
meet with the Selectmen In 
private session on Monday to 
discuss their recommendation 
on this proposal. Intlally the 
Selectmen claimed such a 
session was permissible under 
the "litigation” exemption to the 
Open Meeting Law which per¬ 
mits private sessions. 

After hearing protests from 
The Star and The (WoburnI 
Daily Times, the Selectmen 
determined not to Invoke the 
exemption. The Assessors ad¬ 
journed to another room and 
proceeded to go ahead with a 
closed meeting The details are 
reported elsewhere in this 
week’s edition. 

The Star's action in seeking a 
court review of this arbitrary 


closure of public meeting is 
taken on an Important matter of 
principle. If a broad in¬ 
terpretation of the "litigation” 
exemption is allowed to stand, 
virtually every public meeting in 
town could be closed if a board 
decides "somebody might sue us 
for what we say tonight.' ’ 

After the meeting Assessors' 
Chairman George Andersen was 
asked what was discussed 
behind the closed doors. He said, 
"What we discussed in executive 
session is confidential.” 

We'd like to know what’s so 
confidential about determining 
the classification policy and the 
exemption policy — both of 
which will affect every property 
owner in Winchester. 

Asked about invoking the 
litigation exemption, Andersen 
said, "Anytime there is pending 
litigation there is no question of 
our right to go into executive 
session." 

He added "At anytime of the 
year, we have no less than 10 
cases before the board at some 
stage of appeal.” 

Asked if the Board’s 


discussion during the executive 
session concerned any of the 
specific pending cases, Andersen 
said, "I think that's our business. 
That's what confidentiality is all 
about. Matter discussed in 
executive session is privy to the 
members of the meeting.” 

The Star's position is that no 
pending legal cases were 
discussed. There was a serious 
disagreement between the board 
members over the question of 
recommending exemptions for 
lower valued homes and that 
discussion should have taken 
place in public. Andersen was in 
favor of exemptions and 
members Sumner Beal and 
Werner Carlson were not. 

In our opinion, granting 
exemptions within days of 
completing the revaluation of the 
entiretown is tantamount to 
admitting that there are major 
Inequities in the revaluation. 

Certainly the public ought 1 to 
have a right to know what 
considerations were involved in 
the deliberations. 

Following the meeting 
Carlson said, "We were 


discussing what our potential 
vote was going to be on 
classification and exemptions. In 
a way, It was kind of a mistake. 
We really didn’t have to go into 
executive session.” 

Sumner Beal said, "Since it 
was a discussion concerning past 
values and assessments versus 
the current percentage of value 
in relation to full value; I think 
that we felt that it was important 
that it not be exposed at that 
time.” 

It is for these very same 
reasons that The Star thinks the 
meeting ought to have been held 
in public. 

Both Carlson and Beal in¬ 
dicated that Board opened the 
door within five minutes after 
the newspaper reporter had left. 
Opening the meeting to the 
public after the public has left 
seems to us a new version of 
locking the barn door after the 
horse had fled. It makes as much 
sense and, in our view doesn't 
mitigate the circumstances. 

The state law requires a 


public body to clearly state the 
purposes for calling an executive 
session, name the exemption 
which permits that session, take 
a public vote on the motion, and 
then limit the discussion to that 
matter only. 

The law also requires that 
each public official must be 
provided with a copy of the Open 
Meeting Law when he takes 
office and sign a receipt 
acknowledging it. 

Executive sessions are often 
abused and the newspaper bears 
the responsibility for not being 
more forceful in its objections at 
times. In this case, we feel the 
abuse is flagrant and ought to be 
redressed in the courts. 

We will ask that the Assessors 
be ordered to rehold their 
meeting in public, that the 
Selectmen’s vote taken under the 
law on classifications be en¬ 
joined until such new meeting 
and that the Assessors be or¬ 
dered not to violate the Open 
Meeting Law again.

Town Should Hold Hearing To Clear Air 


On Revaluation

People are upset, confused 
and just plain angry with the 
recent revaluation of the town. 

A cab driver walking down 
the street the other day muttered 
’It's a crime. It’s like Russia.” 

People standing in line at the 
assessor’s office, waiting to look 
at the valuations for their neigh¬ 
bors’ homes, complain they don't 
understand how Patten ever 
thought their house was worth 
593,000, when their neighbor's 
house "with a finished 
basement," is assessed at 
$39,000. 

The owner of a local store 
complained that he felt some 
people tn town were getting 
away with a tax cut while others 
payed extra. 


"I don’t want charity, I just 
want fairness,” he said. 

Patten Associates, the firm 
that revalued the town, feels 
fairness is what they gave the 
citizens of Winchester. 

Patten’s representatives 
point out that the method they 
used to assess the town was 
approved by the state, that their 
assessments have been spot 
checked by state officials, and 
that the state will do a thorough 
review before the revaluation is 
completed. 

They are only human, they 
point out — occasionally, an 
assessment form might be in¬ 
correctly filled out. And with 
7,100 pieces of property running 
through the computer, a glitch 
will show up here and there. 


But those human and 
mechanical errors are what the 
informal hearing process are 
designed to correct, they add. 

And if residents aren’t happy 
with the result of the informal 
hearing, they can always appeal 
the case to the Board of 
Assessors. Or take it to the state 
if the assessors don't give 
satisfaction. 

Patten feels that the system, 
from valuation to appeal, will 
result in a fair assessment for 
the town. 

But they have to prove it to 
the people muttering on the 
street, in line at the assessor's 
office, and in the homes and 
stores of Winchester. 


Perhaps people don’t realize 
that the system only begins with 
the valuation statements being 
mailed out, and doesn't end until 
the state has reviewed the 
overall assessment twice. 

Maybe they simply don’t 
understand how Patten arrived 
at the assessments on their 
homes. 

And perhaps they don’t 
realize that with a tremendous 
inflation in housing prices, their 
old assessment will have as 
much relation to their new 
assessment as a nlckle glass of 
beer has to today’s 90 cent 
drafts. 

Until Patten corrects those 
possible misimpresslons, the 
muttering Is going to go on. 


And the informal hearing 

process now going on in the Town 
Hall auditorium doesn’t seem to 
be correcting those ap¬ 
prehensions. People are still 
going away feeling unsatisfied. 

Some property owners may 
have not made the March 3 
deadline for hearing ap¬ 
pointments. More probably they 
went into the hearing blindly, not 
understanding which questions 
would answer the nagging 
feeling that their assessment 
was unfair. 

To clear the air, Patten and 
the town’s Board of Assessors 
should hold a joint public 
hearing, face-to-face with the 
angered citizenry, to explain just 
what went into the revaluation 


process. 

A public hearing has several 
advantages over one-on-one 
confrontation in a hearing. First, 
those who don't know quite what 
to ask will hear the answers to 
queries from those who un¬ 
derstand assessments. And 
everyone will hear more an¬ 
swers than they could get in a 
fifteen-minute hearing. 

Most importantly, a public 
defense of the assessment 
procedure could quell the 
growing opposition to the 
revaluation. 

But if the grumbling isn't 
stopped, Winchester could face a 
tax revolt that will upset the 
town's finances for months or 
even years.

Resident Recalls The Suffering And The

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

By now most Winchester property 
owners have talked to neighbors about 
their assessments and have compared 
values in (he Town Hall’s records. Many 
of those who feel they have been too 
heavily assessed have made ap¬ 
pointments with Patten Associates. 
Unfortunalely, they will not learn the 
outcome of those meetings until their tax 
hills arrive in five to six weeks. By then 
the state will have certified our 
assessment and our tax base will remain 
distorted. 

There are many town residents who 
feel thal their own properties were given 
’•full and fair market value,” but who see 
in the records significant numbers of 
parcels that were undervalued. These 
will never be reported by the owners to 
Patten Associates, so who will look into 
correcting Ihese errors? 

Residents who are voicing opposition 
to the assessment are nol merely 
“charging” bias, inequity and error. 
They do have grounds for their concerns, 
The following are but a few examples: 

Mr. Andersen said in last week’s Star 
that the state carefully checked Patten’s 
methodology and that "good standard 
appraisal techniques were used.” But

Do not expect to “be satisfied” after 
your “one-on-one” interview with a 
representative of Patten Appraisal 
Associates. You will not get answers to 
your just questions as to how your 
revaluation was arrived at. It seems that 
such pertinent information can not be 
made public and the appraisers will not 
divulge their “secret codes” or how they 
"weigh” the various factors that 
determine the value of your property and 
ultimately the taxes you will pay forever. 

My house, a traditional Gambrel Hoof 
Cape, was misidentified as to type and 
was thereby inappropriately compared 
lo four Dutch Colonial style houses. 1 
would not have known this without the 
interview and then only learned of it by 
studying the large format print-out sheet. 


ask five different homeowners and it’s 
possible lo find that each of their houses 
was inspected in a different manner — 
from not at all on the interior in one in¬ 
stance to attic and closets in another. The 
methodology may have been standard 
but its application was not. 

How many of the inspectors were 
licensed appraisers? How many are still 
with the Patten firm? 

If current selling prices as of January 
1, 1981 were a factor in determining fair 
market value, why should a house bought 
in November 1980 have been assessed at 
less than its sale price? 

I hope that all taxpayers who are 
dissatisfied with the manner in which 
this appraisal was conducted and its 
outcome will speak to the assessors. 
Start a petition asking them for a delay in 
final certification and a complete review’ 
of the assessment. It does not have to be 
accepted! Concord has applied for and 
received a-year’s delay from the state 
while they correct errors and inequities. 
Winchester can do the same. 

The attitude of Patten Associates is 
thal the burden of proof is on the 
homeowner. Many people are loathe to 
cite friends' and neighbors’ homes as 
examples in their own claims. Many 


This gave additional information about 
my property pnd brought to light more 
errors which did nol appear on the ab¬ 
breviated listing mailed to me. Then only 
by insistance was 1 shown a map that 
disclosed that my neighborhood had been 
incorrectly identified to a higher 
classification or seemingly a more 
desirable one. 

I did nol gel the feeling that the ap¬ 
praiser was at all concerned with these 
obvious errors. He seemed to convey the 
altitude, we have done our job, what are 
you complaining about? There is no 
doubt in my mind that every dissatisfied 
property owner MUST have a personal 
interview, if for no other reason than to 
check the data for accuracy.

What was surprising was the 
total lack of cooperation and preparation 
of the Winchester Board of Assessors and 
Winchester Assessors' Office to deal with 
the many citi 2 ens’ requests for in¬ 
formation. (If you remember, the 
Assessors 1 Office was one of the few 
offices saved from personnel cuts at the 
last Town Meeting in order lo handle this 
very event.) 

Like many Winchester taxpayers, l 
had to request a hearing to appeal my 
new valuation. That’s when the 
runaround began. 

Oh, there was no problem scheduling 
the hearing with Patten Appraisal, Their 
personnel were available after 5 p.m. for 
those of us who work for a living during 
the day. The problem was gelling to the 
Winchester Assessors’ Office for the 
information I needed. To do my 
homework to point out the inequity in my 
new assessment, I must retrieve the 
assessing records from the Assessors’ 
Office—open only between 8:30 a.m. and 
4 p.m. How could I gel the information I 
need if the office is only open when I am 
at work? The runaround began..,. 

I went first to the Board of Selectmen 
to request an extension in the Assessors’ 
Office hours lo make it easier for tax¬ 
payers to get the information they need 
— and are entitled to know With the 
exception of Mr. MacDonald and Mr. 
Saraco, my request fell on deaf ears. 
After all it wasn’t really THEIR 
problem. But they would mention it to the 


assessors apply for a delay and (hat they 
appoint a study group of several local 
realtors and citizens to determine the 
accuracy of this assessment. 

No one in Winchester would mind 
being assessed at his own “full and fair 
market value” if he saw that all property 
owners had been assessed likewise.

Last week Social Studies look on a 
new meaning for the Sophomores of 
Winchester High School. Acting as the 
United States Congress, the Sophomore 
class began to understand the 
machinations of the legislative branch of 
the American government, 

The Sophomore Model Congress idea 
was presented to the Social Studies 
department as an educational alter¬ 
native by the Model Congress Committee 
of the Student Union, This committee 
was formed twu years ago by students 
who were excited by Congresses they had 
attended in New York and New Jersey, 
With the support of the Social Studies 
Department and the approval of the 
School Committee, twenty students 
organized the Congress under the 
Chairmanship of senior Margaret 
Brown. 

It all began a week before February 
vacation when the Sophomores were 
informed of what was to happen. 
Members of the Model Congress Com¬ 
mittee juggled their classes„to explain to 
the 14 Global History 1 classes how to 
write legislation and how to use 
parliamentary procedure. 

Each student acting as a Senator or 
Representative, was required to write a 
bill, resolution, or amendment for a 
specific committee. From their ex* 


perience at previous Congresses. Brown 
and Model Congress advisor Randee 
Marlin decided on four committees: 
Armed Service, Space, and Science; 
Health, Education, and Welfare; Foreign 
Affairs; and Judiciary. 

Beginning last Monday, each period’s 
classes were divided into one, two, three 
or four committees depending on the 
number of classes which met during the 
period. Each committee was chaired by 
a member of the Model Congress 
Committee and supervised by a member 
of the Social Studies faculty. 

Chairmen included seniors Margaret 
Brown, David Champoux, Paolo Coppi, 
Alicia Mawn, John Roll, Adena Schutz- 
berg, Clare Shawcross, and James 
Wagner, and juniors Bart Mallio and 
Mark Sobkowitz. Clerks, who aided the 
chairmen were juniors Paul Shawcross 
and Rodney Ward, and sophomores Andy 
Mallio and Michelle Sowlow. 

Each committee began with an 
agenda of six to eight pieces of legislation 
chosen by the chairmen from those 
written by members of the committee; 
then debate began. Most chairmen 
reported that the first day of debate was 
difficult. 

“They were hesitant about expressing 
their ideas and somewhat unsure about 
how they would be received by their 


peers," said Clare Shawcross, chairman 
of fourth period HEW-Judiciary. 

But once parliamentary procedure 
was conquered, and the initial fear of 
speaking in front of one’s peers was 
overcome, debate flourished. First 
period Foreign Affairs argued whether 
or not to punish Soviet infiltration into 
other countries with embargoes; second 
period Judiciary attempted to institute 
the death penalty; third period Foreign 
Affairs tried to establish a working 
relationship with (he USSR, fourth 
period HEW debated the necessity of 
legalizing marijuana; filth period 
Judiciary attempted to ban handguns; 
sixth period Armed Service, Space, and 
Science searched for appropriate sites to 
dump nuclear wastes; seventh period 
HEW battled over setting up federally 
run day care centers for the elderly. 

On Wednesday afternoon the Model 
Congress closed with a joint session held 
during the sixth and seventh periods. In 
the Senate, Senator Pilar Pitas' bill to 
allow minors to obtain birth control 
devices and information about them 


without their parents consent prompted 
heated debate. 

Commented Margaret Brown. 
President of the Senate. “Only boys 
spoke against , the girls were inclined to 
vote for the bill." in the end the billed 
failed, the vote was 45 for 49 against. 

In the Mouse of Representatives. 
Representative Camille Duchnrme’s bill 
to ban food additives sparked much 
debate. James Wagner, the Speaker of 
the House felt that "at times the debate 
got overzealous." At the end of the 
sessions awards were presented to the 
best speaker in each committee as well 
as to Steven Doocev, the best speaker in 
the House of Representatives and to 
Raymond Miranda, the best speaker in 
the Senate. 

Tomorrow lhe Mode) Congress 
Committee continues its activities as a 
15-person delegation leaves for the 
Livingston Model Congress in Liv- 
ningston, New' Jersey. Included in the 
delegation arc several sophomores who 
are now adept in the art of debate.

Nowell Sisters Return From Speed Skating Trials With Gold, Silver Medals

Winchester has always been known 
lor one skating family Ihe Vinson 
Owens. Until now 

But this family of skald's dorsn'l go in 
for Ihe pirouettes of figure ska ling 
They're out for speed. 

Debbie and Beth Nowell of Nelson 
si reel have beer, working out at ice rinks 
since they were five years old. And for 
Debbie, 11. and her older sister Beth. 14. 
that practice has paid off. 

The pair jusl returned from Ihe North 
American speed skating trials in Lake 
Placid N.Y., one of Ihe iwo biggest speed 
skating competitions in the country. 

Debbie came away with a gold medal 
in her age group, and set a national 
record in Ihe of 1:011.1 in the 000 . Belli 
missed winning her division by one point. 

Although the North Americans and 
the Nationals, held earlier this year, are 
(he big events of the season, that doesn’t 
mean the girls practice the rest of the 
winter. 

Both skate in competitions nearly 
every weekend, driving all over New 
England with their mother to attend. 

“It's a lung season,’ 1 admitted Marion 
Nowell, a former speed skater herself 
“We went to Montreal in October and 
November, and after thal most of the 
eastern competitions were held in New 
York or Connecticut."

(hey enjoy the challenge of speed 
skaling. 

“l like it a lol bul 1 do gel really 
nervous at the big compelitums." said 
Debbie “In the local ones. I dnnt'l gel as 
nervous liecuuse you know (In* people 
you're skaling againsl.” 

The two young skaters practice twice 
a week, in addilion to their competitions, 
with Newton coach Kuth Moore And for 
more practice, Ixilh I ravel led to Ihe 
Midwest I his winter to practice on the

Beth said skaling in Ihe mid wesl was 
worlh making up six weeks of school 
work and leaving home. 

The two sisters don't compele against 
each other (and neither will adinil Ihe 
other is (aster i. They compete in dil- 
ferenl age groups, and at different 
distances. Debbie skates in ihe atm. loo.

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Board Of Assessors Holds Secret Session 


Minutes after the Board of Selectmen 
decided not to hold an executive (closed) 
session to discuss classification, the 
Board of Assessors shut their doors to the 
public to discuss the same matter. 

'Hie Board voted to go into executive 
session Monday night despite the protest 
erf The Star’s editor, David Leeco, who 
followed the assessors from the select¬ 
men's meeting room to the assessor’s 
office. 

Assessors Board Chairman George 
Andersen called the executive session 
because he said the board planned to 
decide on a recommendation to the 
selectmen on classification, under which 
commercial and industrial properties 
would be taxed at a higher rate than 
residential properties. 

Selectmen later voted 4-1 to accept 
classification, after the assessors 
recommended the tax-shifting measure 
(see related story). 

The selectmen and the assessors had 
originally planned to discuss 
classification in closed executive session 
during the selectmen’s Monday night 
meeting. 

However, after a written protest from 
The Star and a verbal protert from the 
(Woburn) Daily Times, selectmen 
decided to forego the closed-door 
meeting. 

When Selectman Chairman Edward 
O’Connell asked for a motion to go into 
executive Bession, Star assistant editor 
Susan Schneck handed the selectmen and 
the assessors a letter objecting to the 
move. 


Somoik's I Hut noted that she had 
been;uivis<*d hj the newspaper’s counsel 
and the counsel for I lie Massachusetts 
Newspaper 1 ublisher's Association that 
the projNiMHl executive session was not 
author! aim 1 under the state's Open 
Meeting I .aw. 

Responding lo the letter. Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall told the 
selectmen that the town could go into 
executive session, since there was "a 
potential for litigation" over the 
classification. 

“The substantial number of new 
evaluations has resulted in a number of 
scheduled hearings and everyone is 
expecting a substantial number of 
persons will file lor relief to the Board of 
Assessors,” said Randall. “There will be 
multiple appeals regarding the actions of 
the Board of Assessors. 

“This is a mntler which in ail 
reasonable likelihood will result In 
litigation,’' he said. “That's why I am 
advising an executive session under the 
Open Meeting Law." 

A section of the state's Open Meeting 
Law, Chapter 3(IA of the Massachusetts 
General Laws, states an executive 
session may be called to “discuss 
strutegy with respect lo collective 
bargaining or litigation if an open 
meeting may have a detrimental effect 
on the bargaining or litigating position of 
the governmental body." 

However, Schneck's fetter noted four 
reasons the Open Meeting Law would not 
apply. 

First, “there is no pending litigation 


relating to Ux classification of Win¬ 
chester real estate,” the letter said. 

Second, “the mere fact that some 
assessments might be litigated in the 
future does not justify invoking the 
litigation exception," the letter con¬ 
tinued. “If the possibility of litigation 
justified the closing of meetings of 
governmental bodies, virtually every 
meeting of a town board or committee 
could be dosed." 

Third, the letter stated, "the law 
permitting the town to enact 
classifications does not provide for 
deliberations to be held In executive 
session." 

Finally, “the obvious intent of the 
open meeting law . . . was that 
significant local decisions would be 
reached in the public spotlight and not 
behind closed doors in secret meetings." 

Schneck ended the letter by stating 
that if the board went Into executive 
session, she and The Star would be 
compelled to bring action in Middlesex 
Superior Court against the town. 

Whileselectmen decided not to go into 
an executive session, O'Connell noted 
that it was not because of the press’ 
protests. 

"Ihe press does not determine the 
operations of this board," said O'Connell. 
"Let us be mindful of that.” 

Selectman Alan MacDonald later told 
the Star he fell all views, including those 
of the press representatives present, 
should be taken into consideration when 
making a decision. He said, “as far as I 
was concerned, the statement set forth

exemption. 

"The exemption is an annua) thing 
and if it doesn't work this year, we can 
modify it," he added. 

Speaking in favor of 0 percent 
exemption, Assessor Werner Carlson 
argued that adoption of a residential 
exemption would be saying the 
revaluation needed to be corrected. 

"In essence It’s (residential exemp¬ 
tion) a graduated tax — a shift of the lax 
burden," he said. "For us to consider 
granting an exemption would be to say 
we did not do a good job in revaluating 
the town." 

"Assessor Sumner Beal said there 
was not one particular section of town — 
rich or poor — which seemed to feel they 
shouldered an unfair burden 

"That observation is based on just a 
cursory look at the locations of people 
with complaints but it did go into our 
thinking of why we should not shift the 
burden," he said. 

Selectman Alan Macdonald noted that 
the assessments were not made on the 
basis of income so that residents with 
large assessments cannot necessarily 
afford an increased tax bill. 

"For example, it doesn’t mean those 
people on Pierrepont rd. can necessarily 
pay more money," he said. "They think 
they were over-assessed and along 
comes a residential exemption which 
puts another $100 onto their tax bills and 
in their minds that would not be fair. 

"1 want to help peole on fixed incomes 
but I don’t want to add the burden on to 
do someone else who also does not have 
money to pay the Increase," he added. 
"The person with the $150,000 home may 
be no more able to pay his taxes than the 
person in the $50,000 home." 

Also speaking against residential 
exemption, Selectman Wade Welch said 
he did not believe the formula should be 
changed until the town has time to see the 
effects of the recent revaluation. 

"When we work on so many 
guesstimates, we should do as little 
tinkering with the formula as possible," 
he argued. 

After the issue was debated back and 
forth, H became clear that Selectman 
Chairman Edward F. O'Connell would 
decide the vote. The board was divided 
with Welch and Macdonald opposed to 
the motion for a five percent residential 
exemption and Saraco and Williams 
favoring It. 

O'Connell said he had been agonizing 
over his decision throughout the meeting 
but choee lo vote In favor of the exemp¬ 
tion when Andersen pointed out that the 
decision could be adjusted next year. 

The motion passed 3-2 with Welch and 
Macdonald opposed. 

Adoption of classification did not spur 
nearly as much debate as exemption did, 
with only Welch opposed to a 115 percent 
classification. 

The Board of Assessors unanimously 
recommended that the Selectmen adopt 
a 115 percent CIP classification. 

Macdonald said he favored the 
classification because it treated all 
residential property owners fairly. 

Williams noted that the town voted for 
classification in the 1978 elections. The 
voted was 44,000 to 42,000. 

"That’B not a large margin, but they 
did favor it," he said. 

In fact, the only peraon who opposed 
the classification was Welch "I’m not 
compelled philosophically to accept 
classification and it is my preference to 
keep it aB it always was at 109 percent." 
We have enough problems without ad¬ 
ding another factor." 

Andersen said the Assessors favored 
adoption of classification primarily to set 
a precedent. 

"Later we can review the 
ramifications, but I think it’s important 
lo vote some form of classification with 
percentage being secondary. 

The motion passed 4-1 with Welch 
opposed 


by the Star was very clear in its ob¬ 
jections to the executive session and 
certainly influenced my view that there 
was no need to close the meeting to the 
public." 

Selectman Michael Saraco noted that 
he would vole against executive session 
because, he said, "I don’t have anything 
to hide and I don’t want to give the im¬ 
pression I have anything to hide." 

The selectmen did not vote to go into 
executive session and the assessors left 
for their own chambers. 

When Leeco tried to follow the 
assessors into their office, he was told by 
Assessors Chairman George Andersen 
that his board would hold an executive 
session. 

Leeco told Andersen that if his board 
planned to go into executive session, he 
would make the same objection as 
Schneck had at the selectmen’s meeting. 
Andersen replied the board would still go 
into executive session. 

"The purpose of the open meeting law 
is that disucssions leading to any decision 
be made in an open session," said Leeco. 

‘‘We are going into executive 
session,” replied Andersen. 

A copy of Schneck’s letter was placed 
in the record of the Board of Assessor’s 
meeting. The Board then voted to close 
its doors.

procedure a half-hour earlier each day, 
beginning at 11:30 instead of noon. 

For the last week of hearings, he 
continued, Patten would begin 15 minutes 
earlier each day.

The selectmen in turn voted to follow 
(he assessors’ recommendations on 
classification, but voted 3-2 against 
following the split opinion on exemptions. 
The Selectmen then instituted a five 
percent reduction in tax for lower valued 
homes and a corresponding five percent 
increase for higher valued homes. 

Prior to going into their executive 
session to decide their position, Assessor 
Chairman Andersen said he would rely 
on an opinion by Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall which had been prepared for the 
selectmen in regard to the legality of the 
meeting. Randall had told the selectmen 
that they could invoke the so-called 
‘‘litigation” exemption to the Open 
Meeting Law in order to close the 
meeting. 

The Open Meeting Law, Chapter 30A, 
reads “All meetings of a governmental 
body shall be open lo the public and any 
person shall be permitted to attend any 
meeting except as otherwise provided by 
this section. No quorum of a govern¬ 
mental body shall meet in private for the 
purpose oi deciding on or deliberating 
toward a decision on any matter except 
as provided by this section." 

The litigation exemption to which 
Randall referred allows an executive 
session "to discuss strategy with respect 
to collective bargaining or litigation if an 
open meeting may have a detrimental 
effect on the bargaining nr litigating 
position . . 

The District Attorney’s office 
spokesman was quoted in the Daily 
Times as saying the litigation exemption 
would not apply if there is no specific 
case pending. The argument advanced 
during the controversy over a Select¬ 
men’s closed session was that some 
property owneis might find fault with the 
considerations involved in the board’s 
deliberations and later sue the town

they did not like the way the hearings 
were being conducted by Patten 
Associates. 

"I'm very displeased with what went 
on last week," said Margaret Schleicher 
of Lochwan st., referring to the hearing 
process. "1 would like to know where my 
five houses are before I go into my 
hearing and 1 was told I could not get that 
information until my hearing.” 

Other residents also voiced anger that 
the five comparable houses used to reach 
the assessments were not identified at 
the hearing.

The Star's written objections to in¬

the selectmen to ask for an extension on 
certification from the state so that the 
town could determine whether or nol the 
revaluation was done correctly. She also 
said the town of Harwich was assessed by 
Patten and sued them after being 
dissatisfied.

"We don't know that we need one," 
said Assessor Werner Carlson. "That’ll

The assessors also said that only 
about 20 percent of the residents assessed 
complained about their revaluations.

“How much outcry do you need?" 
Duvall said. "Do you really need 25 
percent?" 

Carlson assured residents that the 
Board of Assessors would nol ask the 
slate for certification if they did not feel 
the revaluation was done fairly and 
properly. 

"The Board of Assessors, being 
honorable men and knowing the town, 
would not recommend slate’certifibalion 
if we thought the revaluation was un¬ 
fair," Carlson said.

houses showed an assessment lower than 
the selling price. 

According lo Patten supervisor 
Richard Mirick, there is bound to be a 
difference between selling price and 
assessment, since houses are assessed by 
a town-wide system and not by price. 

"We could very easily go out and say 
the house sold for that amount, so that’s 
the assessment,” said Mirick. "But that 
wouldn’t be doing our job. There has to be 
a system." 

Mirick explained that Patten based 
their system on 1,400 house sales In 
Winchester. Each of those sales was put 
in a category, and an average sale price 
determined for each type of home in each 
neighborhood. 

The stale checks on Patten’s system, 
Mirick explained, by checking assess¬ 
ments against sales made during the 
valuation period. 

"They check to see if the assessments 
are high while the sale price is low," said 
Mirick. "But they are more concerned 
that we used the system for buildings, 
rather than just labeling a house for what 
it sold." 

However, Mirick said that when 
checking sales prices versus assessment, 
the state only allows a 10 percent leeway 
between the two figures. 

And If the state checked today, it 
would find at least a dozen houses where 
the sales price differed from the 
assessment by more than 10 percent. 

The Star check actually found 14 
homes which failed the state's 
prameters. However, two of those — a 6 
Birch In. house which sold for $77,800 and 
was assessed at $115,700; and an 11 
Priscilla In. home which sold for $40,000 
and was assessed at $79,500 — seemed to 
have an unusually low sales price. 

Bui even without those two, there 
were five residents of middle-income 
homes who found the houses they had 
purchased less than a year ago had 
jumped tremendously in value — at least 
according to the assessment. 

The following houses showed a dif¬ 
ference between assessment and sale 
price of more than 10 percent. Tax in¬ 
crease shows the difference between 
what the taxes would have been, had the 
assessment sales price been the 
assessment, and that the actual tax. The

On the recommendation of the Board 
of Assessors, the Selectmen voted to 
adopt a lax classification system. This 
enables the town to tax residential 
property at a lower rate than the com¬ 
mercial. industrial and personal 
property (CIP) group. 

Although stale law allows the 
Selectmen to set the CIP tax rate up to 
150 percent higher than the residential 
tax rate, they chose to set the 
classification at 115 percent. 

Classification shifted about $162,ooo of 
the residential lax burden on to the CIP 
group, according to Assessors Chairman 
George Andersen. 

The other measure adopted by 
Selectmen Monday night shifts the tax 
burden within tin: residential class to 
favor lower-assessed homes. 

Alter an emotional debate, Selectmen 
voted a live percent residential exemp¬ 
tion on all homes assessed below the 
average residential value of $106,000. 
This means the assessments for all 
homes above $iiNi,ixxi will increase by 
five percent of the original assessment. 

Residential exemption shifts the tax 
burden so that the lower-assessed homes 
receive a tax break at the expense of the 
higher assessed homes. U does not really 
affccl homes assessed in the middle price 
range. 

For example, a $50,000 assessment 
would now change lo $47,500 and the 
assessment on a $150,000 home would 
increase to $157,500. 

The residential exemption pertains 
only to assessments — not tax bills. 

While classification was adopted 
without much debate, the residential 
exemption issue divided both boards. 

After discussing the issue in a closed 
executive session Monday night, the 
Hoard of Assessors came to the Select¬ 
men with a recommendation to adopt a 
residential exemption of 0 percent. 
However, this was a majority recom¬ 
mendation, not a unanimous one. 
Andersen told the Selectmen that if he 
were on their board, he would vote for a 
residential exemption of at least five 
percent. 

State law allows the Selectmen to 
adopt a residential exemption of up to 10 
percent. Eaeh tax year, the Selectmen 
can change that number. 

Presenting the Board of Assessor’s 
majority opinion, Andersen said his 
board fell that a residential exemption 
would distort the assessments for the 
whole residential class. 

Dismissing the opinion of the Board of 
Assessors, Selectman Michael Saraco 
moved to adopt a five percent residential 
exemption arguing that the town should 
do everything possible to help people 
with fixed incomes. 

"I think you'll find it’s the smaller 
homes — the people with the $15,000 lo 
$30,000 assessments — who got hit har¬ 
dest."

Prom elementary through 
high school Winchester 
students overwhelmingly said 
they would rather brown bag it 
than risk eating a school lunch. 

A random poll of students at 
Lincoln Elementary, McCall 
Junior High and Winchester 
High schools repeatedly turned 
up the same culinary 
assessment "the school- 

lunch stinks.” 

School food was blasted for a 
variety of reasons ranging from 
looks, to taste to price. 

"Let's put it this way, I don't 
eat here,” summed up WHS 
student Roberta Russo of 
Hemingway st. "1 don’t like tine 
food itself the way it's 
prepared. The prices are too 
high for a school lunch and they 
don’t give you enough.” 

"I don’t like it," agreed 
McCall student Christine Myers 
of Cross st. "It’s sick. It's not 
cooked right, the milk's warm. 
'Die Snacks are all good, but 
their prices are too high." 

Lincoln pupil Tucker Mnwn 
of Stevens street was a bit more 
.explicit about why he would 
rather bring lunch from home 
than buy it at school. 

"The school lunch food is 
cold and rotten," he stated. 

Bui although the thought of 
buying a school lunch revolted 
most high schoolers in¬ 
terviewed, stealing the food 
was not as unappetizing. And 
according to students and Pood 
Service Director Joan Munroe, 
theft is commonplace in the 
high school cafeteria. 

"The stealing is bad here," 
Munroe stressed. "You hear 
about it, you see it. The lunch 
crowd comes in all at once and 
the line gets jammed up and a 
group of them will come in and 
stick some food under their 
coats. I don’t have the help here 
to stop them."

Mr Buyer: Once you 
have found Ihe righf 
house and agreed on a 
price, you and Ihe seller 
will sign a contract, ob 
ligating him to sell and 
you to purchase at that 
price provided a mort 
gage can be obtained. 
Generally you will make 
a deposit, usually 
placed in escrow and 
later applied toward the 
down payment 

The coniract usually 
is a preprinted form, 
subject Jo amendments 
and additions. Thus, any 
verbal promises made 
during the bargaining 
should be written into 
the conlract. 

Usually, the conlract 
will speedy a time limit 
within which tho pur 
etiaser musl obtain a 
mortgage. It should 
specify that in fhe event 
such a comm it men I is 
not secured the sellei 
must return the deposit 
or, if he wishes, extend 


the time. 

The conlract should 
specify which fixtures, 
appliances and items 
like carpeting or win¬ 
dow air conditionei s are 
included in Ihe sale and 
which do not go with the 
house. 

The conlract should 
establish a settlement 
date. It also is advisable 
to state, if the seller is 
unable to vacate by that 
date a specific rent to 
bo paid the buyer You 
may want to consult 
your lawyer bet ore 
signing anything.

"The prices stink," Marshall 
claimed. "My mother says either I 
carry my lunch or pay for it myself, But

“1 have a paper route and make 
six dollars a week,” he continued.” 
How am I gonna gel $1.15 a day to pay 
for lunch? The food is good and I like 
everything but the prices stink. The 
cookies are the exact same price as in 
Bellinos. That's bad. They should be 
cheaper because we're in a school here 
1 mean this is where we re supposed to 
get educated.” 

Walking out of the lunch line with a 
meal of nine chocolate cookies and a 
chocolate milk, Mathson noted that he 
did not like the fried fish lunch selection 
offered that day 

"They should give more of a choice 
and price it at sixty cents,” he said 

In the high school, students wailed 
on school food for everything from 
price to quality and said they would not 
buy them But a large number of 
students said they had no qualms about 
stealing the food. 

When the cafeteria doors opened, a 
deluge of students jammed into the 
narrow food line corridor. A sea of 
hands grabbed cookies, crackers and 
other packaged food. After a quick 
glance around, the owners of the hands 
walked out of the same door they had 
entered from. They did not follow the 
line through the cashier, who stood by 
the exit door. And they did not pay. 

“There is lots of stealing,” said 
tenth grader Paul Johnson of Berkshire 
rd. "It’s because Ihe ladies never 
watch.” 

"About 50 kids rush in at once and 
the ladies are so busy at the cash 
register, that they don't know what’s 
going on,” agreed Mark Incatascialo, a 
tenth grader from Ridge st. "There’s

one kid who came out with four lunches 
the other day.” 

“There are three girls known as the 
untouchables,” added Incatasciato. 
"They’re called that because no one 
can get them — they’re like a chain. 
They all go in and do a job and then all 
come out.” 

"Lots of kids walk up and throw stuff 
in their pocketbooks,” said Karen 
Serieka a tenth grader from Lincoln st. 

"Sometimes the people (lunch 
employees) don’t seem to want to 
bother to do anything.” 

Munroe admitted that there was not 
much she could do to prevent stealing 
since she was short in help, 

“Last year, lunch room employees 
were cut from 23 lo 11 after Prop. 2.5 
was voted in,” she explained. "We’re 
lacking in extra hands in the kitchen. 
We just don't have the help to stop 
them. 

“All w'e can do if we catch them is to 
make them come back and pay and 
hope it’ll embarass them so they won’t 
do it again,” she added. 

To choose the food selections, 
Munroe said she tries to find the most 
appealing dish that conforms to state 
guidelines about nutrition, student’s 
taste preferences, and is within her 
economic limit. 

“We’re not here lo make a profit," 
she pointed out. “We just want to make 
enough money to support the program. 
"We try to have a variety of food to get 
the kids to stay here, but they more or 
less like the same thing.” 

But regardless of what Munroe may 
try to do to entice eaters, she noted that 
the idea of a school lunch has had and 
probably will always have a stigma 
attached to it. 

"School lunch has a name and I 
don’t think it’ll ever change.” she said 
with a sigh. "But the same students 
who say they don't like it and come 
through Ihe line crabbing and 
squawking about what the lunch is, end 
up buying two of them.”

perience. With a rating of 2.4, reactions 
sounded like they were straight from 
the elementary schools. “Gross, gross, 
gross,” was scrawled all over the paper 
labeled “Tuna reactions." Also written 
on that paper was "can't tell what it 

is, ” "tastes sourish and not like tuna,” 
and “screaming lack of taste.” 

It wasn’t much different in the 
bologna and cheese department. 
Receiving a low two, everything from 
the bread to the cheese was ranked on. 
“There’s something wrong with that 
bologna,” wrote one taster. "I don’t like 

it, " wrote another. Other comments 
said the bologna was rancid, the bread 
stale and the cheese dry. 

When it came time to sample the 
shrifnp roll, testers had lo be coerced to 
even try it. And after it was tasted, 
critics were enraged that they had 
made the effort. The shrimp roll scored 
a 1.7 and bore the brunt of many a nasty 
comment. 

"Atrocious,” wrote one angry 
taster, spitting it from his mouth. 
"They’ve got to be kidding,” wrote 
another. Still a third wrote "Orange 
shrimp?” Other comments were,

Petitions And Warrant 
Articles Attack Patten

Winchester residents are starting to 
do more about their assessments than 
just complain. 

Petitions are being circulated to 
throw out Patten Associates’ assessment 
of the town, or to at least delay cer¬ 
tification of the assessment until it can be 
thoroughly reviewed. 

And an article demanding that the 
implementation of the assessment be 
delayed for a year, and the old 
assessments and tax rate used, has been 
submitted for consideration at the Spring 
Town MeeLing. 

Although the method for effecting the 


assessment varies, the message of each 
petition or article is the same — the 
assessment of Patten's assessment is 
inequitable, and should not be used until 
it can be changed. 

One petition, drafted by Pierrepont 
road resident Walter Farrell, states that 
"We the undersigned property owners in 
the town of Winchester are concerned 
that the recent (1981) revaluation of the 
real property has not been done 
equitably. 

"We hereby request that the Board of 
Assessors not proceed with the cer-

Property Assessment 
"Rush Job’ Criticized

The town's revaluation process has 
become "a rush job." 

Or so a group of angry property 
owners would have you believe. 

The Board of Assessors responded to 
those charges Monday saying that there 
was a very good reason for the hurry. 
The appraisal firm was seven months 
late and the state deadline is a mere 
three weeks away. "Every day after the 
April 1 deadline will cost us money to 
borrow funds to run the town," said 
board member Werner A. Carlson. 

April 1 is the state's deadline for the 


completion of the revaluation process 
and setting of the lax rate. After that 
date, the town must begin to borrow 
money to fund municipal operations, 
according to Carlson. 

In response to complaints about the 
limited time for residents to understand 
and obtain hearings on their 
assessments, board members said that 
there was no choice but to rush. Patten 
Appraisal Associates, the Portland, 
Maine firm retained by the town to do the 
revaluation, was late, they said, very

Star Files Suit Against 
Assessors’ Secret Session 


The Winchester Stai ..ied suit in 
Middlesex Superior Court yesterday to 
invalidate the selectmen’s and the 
assessors' actions on classification and 
tax exemptions made after a secret 
assessors meeting March 1. 

The suit asks the court to declare all 
actions taken by the assessors in that 
executive session null and void. 

In addition, the suit asks that actions 
taken after the secret session by the 
selectmen on the basis of recom¬ 
mendations from assessors be voided. 

Finally, the suit asks the assessors be 
ordered to conduct ail future discussions 
of classification and of residential 
exemptions in open session. 

The Star filed the suit after the 
assessors barred Star Editor David 
Leeco from their March 1 meeting. 
During that meeting the assessors 
decided on their final recommendations 
to the selectmen on classification and tax 
exemptions. 

Selectmen had planned to hold an 
executive session to discuss the two tax 
matters with the assessors before taking 
a vote. But after hearing objections from 
Star assistant editor Susan Schneck and 
a reporter from the (Woburn) Daily 
Times, selectmen decided not to vote to 


go into the closed meeting. 

During the disucssion following the 
two papers’ protest, Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall advised the selectmen 
that an executive session was ap¬ 
propriate, as there was a possibility of 
litigation arising from the classification 
and exemption votes. 

Andersen cited Randall's statement 
as the reason behind his board going into 
closed session. In its suit, The Star 
maintains that holding an executive 
session on the basis of the possibility of 
litigation is not allowed under the state’s 
open meeting law. 

After their executive session, the 
Board of Assessors recommended to the 
selectmen that they adopt classification, 
which placed a higher tax rate on 
commercial, industrial and personal 
property than on residential property. 

They also recommended against tax 
exemptions, which would shift the tax 
burden from lower income residential 
properties to more expensive homes. 
Andersen noted at the selectmen’s 
meeting that his board was split 2-1 
against exemption.

Patten Defends 
Assessment System

Patten appraisers, reacting to last 
week's Star article pointing out dif¬ 
ferences between assessments and sales 
prices of recently sold homes, said the 
differences didn't prove Patten’s ap 
praisal system was inexact. 

Patten appraiser Michael Hatnlyn 
said last week there were two reasons for 
the discrepencies — a tremendously 
inflating housing market and the fact 
that Patten used sales data from 1978 to 
Jan. l„ 1981 for its assessments. 

The Star looked at houses sold from 
April to December 1981, the period 
Patten was appraising the town, and 
compared sales prices to assessments 


released in February 

The Star found that all but five of the 
sales prices differed significantly from 
the assessments, and that in (he case of 
twelve houses, the difference exceeded 10 
percent. 

llamlyn agreed that the figures 
quoted in the Star article were correct. 
He explained that there was no way 
Patten could have correctly predicted 
housing prices for 1981.

Some Towns Reject 
Their Assessments

Granted, (ax increases don’t thrill 
anyone, but a couple of surrounding 
towns were so dissatisfied with their 
revaluations lhat they implemented 
measures to adjust their assessment 
situations. 

Concord was so dissatisfied with the 
reassessment done by the firm McGee 
and McGahan, they obtained an ex- 
tention of another year from the state 
and renegotiated with their appraisal 
firm to reassess the town. 

"Our revaluation notices were sent 
out on what we felt was a pressing time 
schedule and it was before the Board of 
Assessors had a full opportunity to 
analyze the numbers," explained Con¬ 
cord Finance Director Tony Logalbo. 
"Afterwards, it was determined by the 
assessors that the numbers were not of 
sufficient consistency to be accepted by 
the community. 

"The community felt the assessments 
were erratic and upon further study, the 
hoard of assessors concluded the same," 
he added. 

Lexington town officials were pleased 

111 the revaluation job done by Patten 
Appmisers Associates, the Maine firm 
lha. assessed Winchester.

said Lexington Board of Assessor 
Member Willard Grush. "I think that by 
and large, Patten does ihe best job of any 
of the revaluation firms currently 
working in Massachusetts." The Win¬ 
chester Board of Assessors and Patten 
representatives have slated that bout 28 
percent of the residents in Lexington 
were dissatisfied and that that number 
was the anticipated percentage. 

Harwich was also revaiuated by 
Patten Associates - but that town was 
extremely dissatisfied with Iheir results.

Murder Trial Opens For 1981 Sandy Beach Stabbing-Death

Al the opening of her Lrial in Mid¬ 
dlesex Superior Court last Friday, Rita 
Owens sat emotionless as court officers 
recited the first-degree murder charges 
against her for the stabbing death of a 
Somerville man in Winchester's Sandy 
Beach area a year ago 

But during Friday's six hours of 
testimony, the 21-year-old defendant's 
rigid stature crumbled. Defense 
Attorney Nancy Gertner had to console 
Owens continuously during testimony 
from men who were with the victim 
George Karkiozis in the last hours of his 
life. 

MDC police officer Rocco Risezuto 
testified that during a routine patrol of 
the Sandy Beach area, he discovered the 
warm body of 34-year-old Karkiozis, a 
Boston dock worker and father of two. 
Karkiozis was bleeding and had been 
stabbed about 27 times. 

"1 checked the pulse and there wasn't 
any," Risezuto said. "The eyes and 
mouth were open and I detected a pool of 
blood in the neck area and blood 
protruding from a half-inch wide cut in 
the vest. The body was lying on its back 


with the right hand up in the air." 

Twenty-seven hours after the body 
was discovered, Owens was arrested 
when she appeared at Boston Police 
headquarters. Also known by her 
Moroccan name, Zakia Lamrini, Owens 
has a previous arrest record for 
prostitution. 

After Risezuto identified photographs 
of the dead body, the pictures were 
passed to the jury along with a statement 
from presiding Judge Robert Barton. 

"The photos you are about to see are 
gruesome," Barton told the 10 women, 
six-man jury "This fact should not in¬ 
fluence you. Rita Owens is entitled to a 
trial based on evidence — not on pity 
invoked from the photographs. View 
them only as evidence." 

Dressed in an olive-green, tailored 
suit, the slender defendant cupped her 
head in her hands and sobbed while the 
jurors viewed the pictures. 

In her opening arguments to the jury, 
Gertner said the case was uncommon. 

"This is an unusual case in that the 
Commonwealth’s witnesses are my 
witnesses and their case is mine," she 
noted. "We will use the same words." 


"Something happned at ihe Mystic 
Lakes — thal desolate area you visited 
this week," Gertner continued, referring 
to the jury's bus trip lo Sandy Beach last 
Wednesday. "There were no witnesses 
but Rita.” 

Gertner pointed out to the jury that in 
order to convict Owens the Com¬ 
monwealth must convince (hem beyond a 


reasonable doubt that Owens is guilty as 
charged of first degree murder, Gertner, 
instead, claimed her client acted in self- 
defense. 

"Rita, in fear of her life, acted in self- 
defense in that desolate area al the 
Mystic Lakes," she argued, "Ask 
yourself if it makes sense. Geroge 
Karakiozis was six fee! tall and weighed 


180 pounds and Rita is under 5'2" and 100 
pounds. Immediately after the event, 
Rita went to the police." 

Lowering her voice, Gertner sniffed a 
few times, paused and continued. 
"Immediately after this event, Rita went 
lo the police and you'll hear those words 
testified to. Bui the bottom line is that 
this incident happened ana \ ni ^he 


(Owens) acted in self defense.” 

Assistant District Attorney Tom 
Iloopes* opening arguments were less 
dramatic and mainly consisted of a 
breakdown of the events leading to the 
stabbing. Huopes drew attention to the 
fact that the body was found with the left

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School Board Charged With Day Care Death 


The probable death of day care in 
Winchester was caused by irrespon¬ 
sibility on the pari of the School Com¬ 
mittee and School administration, a 
frustrated School Committee member 
charged Monday. 

"Once again the town of Winchester 
has decided to look the other way in an 
issue." charged Committee member 
John Duffy at Monday nighl's regular 
meeting, He said the result of such 
alleged negligence would be that 
"ultimately we’ll lose some invigorating 
townspeople," 

Duffy's comments came as a reaction 
to a report by School Supt. William C. 
MacDonald that the remaining bidder for 
I he proposed day care pilot program had 
backed out because of reservations over 
contract specifics.

"not one by itself would be the reason for 
awarding it to a particular group," 
MacDonald said that a copy of the in¬ 
vitation to bid was submitted to Town 
Counsel Doug BandaII who gave it a legal 
seal of approval 

When the program went out for bids, 
one proposal was eliminated, as Win¬ 
chester Child Care Inc. decided not to 
submit a bid 

Committee Chairman Roger Bauman 
explained that the contract had to have 
been limited to one year unless Town 
Meeting granted an extension 

O’Reilly Imd informed the committee 
that she intended to request a lease ex¬ 
tension from Town Meeling if her bid 
were accepted. MacDonald informed her 
the enmmitloe would not support her bid 
were she to go to Town Meeting. ()' Reilly 
said in a telephone interview 


next September. 

"I can't see spending the kind of 
money I was planning to spend on 
renovations to give the town a quality 
program far just 12 months." she stated 
"I’m not so sure I don’t think it’s 
possible," 

The second bid response withdrew 
prior to O'Reilly's group due to a related 
conflict with the bid specifications, Carol 
Derry, of Wedgemere ave., said she 
withdrew because of the bid requirement 
that the day care program renting the 
Lynch facility must also pay for needed 
renovation Derry said that three toilets 
and sinks were needed and that a 
professional plumber estimated the 
installation cost at a minimum of $20,000. 

"I didn’t feel 1 could pul $20,000 into 
something as basic as plumbing with a 
one-year lease," Derry said. "It just 


large-scale confusion between the two.” 
he said, Duffy later described his public 
comments as "my opporluinty to vent 
frustration over the quality of the type of 
homework done on this issue," 

O'Reilly agreed that there had been a 
lack of understanding which she said was 
reflected by "unrealistic" specifications 
in the bid invitation. 

‘Tm not so sure that everybody un 
derslands day care and the whole 
process involved," she stated, also in¬ 
dicating that the committee’s en¬ 
thusiasm might be suspect, 

"1 also feel there was a certain 
amount of apathy,” she remarked 
O’Reilly said she knew of day care 
programs in other towns that didn't go 
through ha If as much as they (the 
committee) put us through " 


At the meeting committee members 
defended their support of day care. 

'it was obvious that the school 
committee was 10(1 percent supportive of 
day care." said Committee member 
Catherine Alexander, who added that the 
commit tee should pursue further study of 
the issue. 

"I worked very hard to bring day care 
to Winchester,” MacDonald said after 
the meeting, 

Winchester now has 11 homes that 
have been registered by the State Office 
for Children as private day care 
facilities, according to Maureen Kenrnic. 
who is the Regional Kamily Day Care 
Coordinator. The family day care cen¬ 
ters. which serve 4H children in Win¬ 
chester mostly of Pre-school age, are 
difforeni than the professional day care 


centers of which Winchester has four. 

Professional centers, which is what 
the committee was looking for. must 
undergo a more rigorous licensing 
procedure than the family care day care 
units which are limited to enrollments of 
six and which are run out of private 
homes. Kcarnie, who says she gels many 
calls from Winchester parents, will refer 
parents to an existing day care group as 
well as helping people to get licensed as a 
day care center themselves 

By not bringing a professional day 
care center to Winchester. Duffy said the 
committee was falling short of its elector! 
responsibilities 

"Whenever possible, we ought to lx* 
leaders, he said "I don'I know if wo ever 
will be. but that's where the challenge 
lies."

"1 did not feel that in light of school 
closings, the possible moving of the 
central office, and the task force on 
declining enrollment that Ihe School 
Committee would support a multi-year 
lease at this point,‘' MacDonald ex¬ 
plained after the meeting 

O’Reilly said that the year limit is 
unrealistic, considering the commitment 
of time and money needed. "I feel they 
weren’t being realistic," she said, ex¬ 
plaining I hat it took at least six months 
for a day care group to become licensed 
in a particular location. 

"I strongly feel that Winchester needs 
a quality day care program." O'Reilly 
said. “You can't open in September and 
nol know where you're going to be the 


didn't make practical sense." 

"If they'd like to absorb at least 50 
percent of the renovation costs then I’d 
like to be back in the ballpark," she 
commented. Derry described her 
feelings on the issue as “kind of a catch- 
22 forme,” because of sympathy with the 
school system’s financial plight.

West Side Solutions Probable 

Heritage III Could Solve Some Access And Water Problems 


Residents Work To Revive Town Day 


A group of Winchester residents met 
Sunday afternoon at the Jenks Center to 
begin work on reviving Town Day, a 
popular and successful event in 1975 and 
1976, but not attempted since them. 

Spurred on by the response to the 
Chamber of Commerce “Discover 
Winchester” day last fall, organizers 
from the first Town Day decided to see if 
there were enough interest in town to 
bring back the day-long fair. 

"I was the chairman of Town Day in 
1975 and just got roped in again,” joked 
committee chairman Bruce Brown, 
Brown and fellow organizer Allen Eyden 
said they spread the word about the 
meeting and waited to see what the 
response would be. 

About 15 people arrived in the rain to 
volunteer their time and ideas. First they 
set a tentative date, June 5, with a rain 
date set for the 6th. Dick Malcolm, one of 
the organizers of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce effort, recalled the disap 
pointinent when rain dampened the 
spirits of the crowd and caused some of 
the participants to cancel out. 

The group also proposed extending 
the Town Day events into the evening, 


perhaps as late as midnight Some of the 
events suggested included band music 
and fireworks, if permits could be 
arranged. 

The idea of Town Day, Brown ex¬ 
plained, is lo bring families, individuals, 
and local business and organizations 
together for a day in the center district. 

When Town Day started out, Brown 
told the group, it was meant to bring 
residents of all the different neigh¬ 
borhoods together to enjoy a day of free 
or low-cost events and exhibits in the 
center of town, a chance to visit with old 
friends and meel new ones. 

Eyden added that Town Day 1976 
atlraeted thousands of Winchesterites 
and residents of neighboring towns for an 
art display, boating on the Mill Pond 
behind the library, face-painting, 
quilling and a wide range of exhibits. One 
popular feature was the grafitti wall, a 
long stretch of brown paper where 
visitors were urged to make their mark 
on the town. 

Committee members suggested that 
the group coordinate with groups like the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Friends of 
the Library, the Kiwnnls, Jaycees, and 


the Art Association on events usually 
held in the late spring, like the Fishing 
Derby and the annual Arts and Crafts 
exhibition. Brown agreed to contact 
those and other town organizations to see 
if they might be interested in joining in 
the celebration. 

The group decided to try to firm up 
participation by various town 
organizations and businesses by the next 
meeting. They also made a commitment 
to reach out to other members of the 
community for help in the planning and 
execution of the event. 

"We can’t do this alone. With athletic 
events, and displays, and bake-offs and 
spelling bees and fireworks and 
whatever, we’re going to need lots of 
members,” one volunteer commented. 

So, anyone who wants to join in the 
plans, or just volunteer an exhibit or 
offer a suggestion is invited to the next 
gathering of the Town Day 1982 com¬ 
mittee, Brown said. 

"It's rather informal,” he smiled.

Margaret Mahoney’s Heritage Ill 
isn't simply another subdivision going up 
on the west side of town it could be the 
solution to access and water problems in 
the Sachem Woods and Carriage Hill 
developments. 

Mahoney’s plan for Heritage III, 
which she presented al a Planning Board 
public hearing March 3. is lo build two 
roads, extend two others, and open 37 lots 
behind her "Greek Estates" subdivision 
for development. 

But Mahoney is not building Heritage 
III because she wants to go back into the 
development business after an absence 
of 20 years. Heritage III is being built 
because the Whittens need the Heritage 
HI for their Sachem Woods plan. 

"I’m not really doing anything with 
Ihe property,” said Mahoney, explaining 
that the Whittens would huild and pay for 
the Heritage III roads. "The whole thing 
is just to provide the Whittens with ac¬ 
cess." 

G. Robinson Whitten, who along with 
his brother Chubb is developing Sachem 
Woods behind Heritage III, agreed with 
Mahoney's assessment. 

"As part of our easement agreement 
(with Mahoney) we provide design, build 
the roads, pay for filing permits,” said 
Whitten. "In return, we get water, sewer 
and access." 

Under the Heritage III plans, Socrates 
way would be extended, linking up with 
Wainwright road in the Carriage Hill 
development of Jack and Sarah Moss. 

Aristotle drive would also be extended 
a few hundred feet, and would eventually 
become an emergency access from the 
Sachem Woods development. 

Between Socrates way and Aristotle 
drive, a new road — running parallel to 
and to the north of Plato terrace — would 
be constructed and named St. Thomas

Water, sewer and drainage pipelines 
underneath those roads would hook up 
the Sachem Woods development to the 
town lines on Johnson rd 

Of those roads, the most important is 
the one which will hook up Wainwright 
road to Socrates way, a road the Plan¬ 
ning Board has been demanding since 
1963. 

That road would give a second means 
of access for residents living in Carriage 
Hill and future residents in Sachem 
Woods. 

Today, the only access for Carriage 
Hill residents is onto Cambridge street, 
near the Star Market shopping center. 
The main access for Sachem Woods 
would be the same intersection, since the 
entrance for the Whitten's development 
would be located a short way up 
Wainwright from Cambridge street. 

But though the connection of Wain¬ 
wright and Socrates way will give 
residents another way of gelling from 
their homes, the Planning Board isn't 
sure that is enough. 

"We are very concerned about access 
for this property," said Plnnning Board 
Chairman Marion Crandall, pointing out 
that residents living near the back of the 
Sachem Woods development would have 
to drive over a mile to get to Johnson 
road, 

The Planning Board has asked that 
the Whittens and Mahoney consider 
making the emergency access from 
Sachem Woods to Aristotle drive a 
regular road, thereby giving one more 
traffic route option to the future 
residents, according to Whitten 

Town Engineer Juke Ciarciu sat down 
with the Whittens and Mahoney Monday 
morning lo discuss opening up Aristotle 
drive. However, Whitten suid they are

U.S., Wins Editorial Award 


The Winchester Star will be honored 
in Chicago by a national press 
association later this month as one of the 
lop three suburban newspapers in the 
country. Suburban newspapers of 
America (SNA), an organization of more 
Hum BIX) newspapers nationwide, an¬ 
nounced last week that The Star will be 
awarded second place in the general 
excellence category for newspapers of up 
to 30,000 circulation, 

SNA also announced that Star 
photographer Noreen Murphy will be 
honored with a second place award for 
spot news photography. 

In making the award for “the overall 
writing, editing, headlines, make-up, 
display and photo editing of the entire 
newspaper,” the SNA judges declared 
that ‘‘in terms of news content, The 
Winchester Star offers good reporting 
and writing, particularly with regard to 
major local news. 

“The coverage of the Cross St. factory 
fire, including the cover photos, typifies 


the kind of attention and follow through 
which the Star gives to news," continued 
the judges. "The layout and photo-editing 
offers several instances of appealing 
design and execution." 

In recognizing Noreen Murphy’s 
achievement, the Judges declared that 
her coverage of the funeral of a local 
youth killed in a car accident "demon¬ 
strated the work of a sensitive journalist 
in a difficult situation."Murphy also won 
a second place award for a sports photo 
in the Belmont Citizen, the Star’s sister 
paper. 

And Star Assistant Publisher- 
Managing Editor John Wilpers recently 
received the Royal Award, a recognition 
by the New England Press Association 
and Royal Typewriter Co. of the best 
editorial in the 1981 regional newspaper 
contest. The editorial, "Please Drive 
Sober," appeared on the front page of the 
June 4, 1981 Winchester Star following 
the deaths of three local youths in 
alcohol-related car accidents. 


FinCom Questions $20,000 
Fire Dept. Request For Truck 


When no agreement could be reached 
regarding the Fire Department’s $20,000 
budget request for a multi-purpose pick¬ 
up truck, the Finance Committee 
Monday night decided to defer action 
until more information was obtained. 

FinCom member Dan Ciotti endorsed 
the request, claiming that the depart¬ 
ment needed a truck they could 
maneuver through the Fells. 

He said the department intended to 
attach a portable 200-gallon water tank 
and auxiliary hoses to it at their own 
expense so that it could be used to fight 
(ires. The vehicle would also replace an 
old station wagon currently used for fire 
prevention work. 

Some committee members claimed 
that the auxiliary fire department 
currently has a pumper which could be 
used in the Fells. 

The Fire Dept, must fight numerous 
fires in the Fells and Fire Chief 
McElhinuey has repeatedly said that the 
lopographi' in the Fells damages his 
larger vehicles. 

“They claim a Fells fire requires an 
inordinate use of their equipment and 
they would sometimes almost say ‘let the 
damn thing burn,’" Ciotti said. 

Ciotti also noted that the auxiliary fire 
depl. may not be available next year as 
they are having difficulty recruiting 
volunteers and coping with budget cuts. 


FinCom member Eli Bortman said 
that a request for an "attack pumper” 
was voted down last year and he did not 
want to debate the issue again. 

"Every year he (McElhinney) says he 
needs one and every year he does without 
one and the Fells still haven't burned 
down," Bortman said. "Let’s not do this 
attack pumper thing again." 

FinCom member Lorna Tseckaras 
said the committee would be "penny¬ 
wise and pound foolish" not to approve 
the money for the vehicle. 

When Bortman suggested amending 
the motion to $10,000, the money he said 
would be required to replace the firfe 
prevention vehicle, Tseckaras objected. 

"Last year, there were a lot of fires in 
the immediate area of the watershed," 
she recalled. ‘How come we had to use 
those great big things (fire trucks) to put 
them out if this pumper in the auxiliary 
shed is all it’s cracked up to be. 

"The watershed is where we drink 
and obviously if we had enough equip¬ 
ment to fight fires there, it would have 
been used," she added. 

Because the status of the pumper In 
the auxiliary fire department garage 
could not be exactly determined, the 
FinCom unanimously voted to table the 
motion.

(The following statement is by 
Edward F. O’Connell, Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen and candidate for re- 
election.)

Town’s Concerns Need To Be Expressed At Public Hearing

There must be something 
about public hearings In Win¬ 
chester that I am unaware of. 

Can you catch some exotic 
disease at them? Are they 
against some obscure 
bureaucratic regulation? Do 
dangerous or obscene activities 
take place at public hearings 
here? 

I’m convinced that there has 
got to be something horrible or 
strange or repugnant about 
public hearings because of the 
way the town’s Board of 
Assessors is shying away from 
holding one on the revaluation 
process. They are acting as If 
their very lives were threatened 
by the idea, much less the reality 
of a hearing. 

Now, I've been to a lot of 
public hearings in other towns 
around New England and I’ve • 


never been hurt or offended or 
diseased by them. Frantic, 
perhaps, when the debate 
reaches a fever pitch. Irritated 
when some nitwit makes an 
Idiotic point over and over again. 
Elated after a particularly 
cogent point Is made and un¬ 
derstood by the governing body 
holding the hearing. And almost 
always satiated — content that I 
and my fellow citizens have at 
the very least had a chance to get 
something off our chests and 
onto the record. And hopeful as 
well that with the chance to 
present our side of a con¬ 
troversial Issue then maybe 
something will be done about it. 
But at the very least, we have 
had a chance to be heard. 

There are all sorts of good 
reasons to hold a public hearing 
in general and on the revaluation 
process here In particular.

In general, public hearings 
are good government. Public 
officials get a chance to hear the 
public. Nothing wrong with that. 
Public officials can't be lynched 
or voted out of office at a public 
hearing; they can’t even be 
forced to do anything about 
anything afterwards. But they 
Just might find out something 
they didn’t know about. They 
just might discover some facts 
or sentiments or arguments they 
hadn't thought of. And then they 
just might want to do something 
about whatever provoked the 
hearing In the first place. 

Even if no action is taken by 
the governing body holding the 
hearing, hearings are still good 
public relations (and as one 
assessor said Monday night, 
"God knows we need some good 
public relations"). 

And if nothing else, public 
hearings are cathartic. People 
feel good after giving their 
public officials a piece of their 
minds. And hearings can wipe 
out the feelings, substantiated or 
not, that the government of¬ 
ficials don’t want to hear what 
the public has to say. 

Specifically, there are many 
good reasons to hold a public 
hearing on the revaluation 
process — before the state 
certifies the process and the tax 
rate on April 1. There are hun¬ 
dreds of property owners who 
are confused and angry about 
their new assessments. More 
than 20 percent of the town's 


property owners felt they needed 
a hearing with the appraisal 
firm. Businessmen In town are 
looking at reassessments that 
have gone up from 180 to 380 
percent and they don’t un¬ 
derstand how or why. Some 
residential property owners 
have seen their assessments 
triple, quadruple or even 
quintuple while their neighbors 
assessments have barely 
doubled. And they, too, don't 
know how or why. 

The Board of Assessors says 
that the answer is the individual 
hearings now being held between 
the appraisal firm that did the 
revaluation and the property 
owners. "The questions about 
the assessment process are best 
handled they way they are being 
handled,” said board member 
Werner Carlson Monday night. 

Not from what we hear. And, 
for that matter, not from what 
the board is hearing either. Four 
property owners appeared 
before the board Monday night to 
complain about the way the 
Individual hearings were being 
handled and the Information that 
was not being conveyed. 

“What did he (the hearing 
officer) explain to you at your 
hearing," board Chairman 
George Andersen asked Lee 
Ferrara, of Franklin rd. 
"Nothing," she replied. 
"Nothing. He told me to write a 
letter." 

"That,” added Donna Duval, 
of Lorena ave., "Is a good 


example of how little is getting 
accomplished at these 
hearings.” 

It Is not as if the four angry 
property owners at Monday's 
meeting are the only ones 
unhappy with the hearings. 
Earlier Monday night, a 
representative of Patten 
Appraisal Associates, the 
Portland, Maine firm hired to do 
the revaluation process, com¬ 
plained that people were calling 
up for a second appointment. 
“Unfortunately, we are getting 
double appointments," said 
Patten supervisor Richard 
Mlrick. "They are taking up 
valuable space disucsslng what 
has already been discussed. ” 

Chairman Andersen himself 
was aware of that trend. “I have 
advised some people to do that 
myself," he admitted. 

Nonetheless, Assessors 
Andersen, Carlson and Sumner 
Beal still don’t see the widom or 
necessity for a public hearing. “I 
think it’s too late," said Carlson. 
"How much can be ac¬ 
complished at a public 
hearing?” asked Beal. "There 
are more than enough avenues 
or areas for discourse and 
recourse," said Andersen. 

Wrong. We are talking about 
lots of confusion. We are talking 
about lots of money. We are 
talking about assessments that 
will be used as the basis for 
taxation and assessment in¬ 
creases for years to come. And 
we are talking about trying to 


rush through the process in less 
than three weeks to meet a State 
deadline. 

So when the Patten 
representative complains about 
residents taking up "valuable 
time," he should look in the 
mirror. His company was under 
contract to deliver the 
revaluation last July. His 
company used up seven months 
of "valuable time" that the town 
could have used to digest, 
debate, alter, and finally accept 
and agree on a revaluation of 
Winchester property. Instead of 
being arrogant, and complaining 
about residents who are merely 
concerned about hundreds of 
dollars in taxes, the Patten 
representative should be 
apologetic to the point of seeking 
atonement. After all, when he 
and his company go back to 
Maine, we are left to pay the 
taxes. 

So let's have a public hearing 
— before the state certifies the 
revaluation and the tax rate. 
What can we lose? What can the 
Board of Assessors lose? We 
need a public hearing. It's that 
simple. 

Because if there is no public 
hearing on this revaluation 
process; questions, doubts and 
bad feelings will linger for years. 
There may even be inequities, 
financial inequities, that will do 
more than linger. They will hurt 
individual homeowners and 
businessmen and the fabric of 
the town

I appreciate the fact the Board of 
Selectmen are interested in the welfare 
of Its citizens. I am sure the Board of 
Assessors share the same. 

I have studied the cases of a few who 
have been reassessed — to me this ex¬ 
cessive revaluation is ridiculous. 1 noted 
in the Hemingway street area one home 
was jumped from around $20,000 to 
$97,000. In my experience as an appraiser 
I can not at this time pin-point any house 
in that area that will sell for $75,000. One 
other revaluation shocked me — it 
concerns a home owned and lived in by 
two elderly people. This home was 
bought in 1954 for $20,500.00. The home 
consists of one floor with unfinished attic, 
1 bathroom, kitchen-parlor and two 
bedrooms. This home now is revalued at 
$104,500. I appraised it at $75,000. He 
stated, “Would 1 buy it for $50,000.?" 
Within 100 yards from this home Is a two 
story with attic, 4 bedrooms, 2 
bathrooms, dining and living room with 
modern kitchen. Previous assessment 
was around $20,000. It is now revalued at 
$83,500. Many cases such as those above 
have disturbed many homeowners. 

The problems as above are the reason 
1 have submitted the enclosed article for 
Town Meeting action. Concord has 
delayed action for one year. I feel Win¬ 


chester should take the same action.

The next step will be to appear before the 
Board of Assessors, be sure when you do 
that you obtain the services of a well- 
qualified appraiser who knows Win¬ 
chester and its properties. 

If this meeting does not bring results

I am very concerned over this re¬ 
valuation — for in many cases it will 
create severe hardships.

I have presented 
to Mr. Sherman Saltmarsh a bill to the 
legislature to exempt this interest charge 
for fiscal year ending 1982 — that is taxes 
over and above what is paid in Fiscal 
Year ending 1981. For example, if taxes 
paid in 1981, ending Fiscal Year wfire 
$2,000 then in Fiscal 1982, even if taxes 
are $2,800, taxes the same as 1981 will be 
paid.

On Monday, Feb. 22, the Winchester 
Citizens for a Nuclear Weapons Freeze 
held their second meeting. After a short 
introduction, the members of the group 
highlighted their reasons for attending 
this meeting. It became apparent to 
myself as a member and a participant, 
that the common bond that united us all 
was a willingness to respond to the 
devastating perils of a nuclear war. 

By listening to the various con 
versa lions, I was moved by the group’s 
intense desire to actively work towards 
an end to the accumulation of nuclear 
arms, With that goal in mind, the local 
group has endorsed the Nuclear Weapons 
Freeze Proposal which calls on the Soviet 
Union and the U.S. to cease testing, 
production, and deployment of new 
nuclear warheads, missiles, and delivery 
systems. The group will be ciruclating 
petitions in Winchester seeking 
signatures of other concerned citizens 
that support the Nuclear Weapons 
Freeze proposal. 

This group thus joins hundreds of 
organizations throughout the states in 
endorsing the Freeze proposal. They 
include 29 members of Congress, in¬ 
cluding Representative Ed Markey of the 
7th District, three senators, Physicians 
for Social Responsibility, the National 
Council of Churches, the World Council of 
Churches, Educators for Social 
Responsibility, etc. Every day the list 
grows longer. 

It is staggering and often times 
numbing to think of the consequences of a 
nuclear holocaust. Yet we must arouse 
ourselves. The testimony of the 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki survivors gives 


us the necessary glimpse of that reality. 
They witnessed, in an instant, tens of 
thousands of people burned, buried, and 
crushed to death, while tens of thousands 
of others were doomed to die of radiation 
sickness. Today, some 36Vfe years later, 
people are still dying from the effects of 
radiation. And yet, those bombs dropped 
on Aug, 6 and 9, 1945, were small in 
comparison to the awesome power and 
number of today's nuclear arsenal, The 
U. S, has approximately 30,000 - 50,000 
hydrogen bombs and the Soviet Union 
approximately 20,000 hydrogen bombs. 

Faced with the terrifying significance 
of the nuclear predicament threatening 
the world today, I cannot let myself be 
numbed by the feelings of fear, anxiety, 
and helplessness. I am moved to action 
and agree with Shigeko Sasamori, a 
survivor of Hiroshima, who spoke at the 
Nuclear Weapons Freeze benefit concert 
at Symphony Hall, February 21. In a 
voice filled with emotion she said, “I feel 
that I lived because I have a mission to 
say that war is a horrible thing, nothing 
good for the living. All those people 
cannot die for nothing: they died to tell us 
to make no more mistakes." 

We cannot afford to make any 
mistakes. Please join us in this effort to 
take this first step toward nuclear 
disarmament. The Winchester Citizens 
for a Nuclear Weapons Freeze will be 
circulating the Freeze peitions and - 
sponsoring educational lecture and films.

Dr. Ira M. Yerkes, a practicing or¬ 
thodontist in Woburn since 1967, has 
recently embarked upon a series of 
lectures nationally, speaking most 
recently before a group of Pacific Coast 
orthodontists, pedodontists, and general 
practitioners in San Francisco on 
January 22 and 23. Covering three major 
topics. Dr Yerkes discussed Ihe effects 
ol “newer orthodontics" on the treat¬ 
ment of patients and in the prevention of 
TMJ syndrome. 

By converting a fully-banded practice 
(o a functional appliance practice, with 
the use of the newer fully removable 
appliances in conjunction with metal and 
plastic braces, the orthodontic prac¬ 
titioner may be able to prevent the oc¬ 
currence of TMJ problems, said Dr. 
Yerkes. A condition whose symptoms are 
so wide ranging and baffling that doctors 
have dubbed it "The Great Imposter", 
I'M.I is a misalignment of the lower half 
ol the jaw wilh the skull. This defect is 
n*s|x>nsible for a wide range of painful 
ailments, including headaches, dizziness, 
earaches, clenching and grinding jaws, 
clicking jaw joints, and low to mid back 


pain. One of the most frequently un¬ 
diagnosed conditions in medicine, TMJ is 
now estimated to affect 20 percent of the 
population, and goes untreated in many 
cases. According to Dr. Yerkes, such 
TMJ problems as headaches and ear 
symptoms have been found to occur in 
children as young as eight years old, with 
these children easily treated with func¬ 
tional orthopedics. 

Diet modification may also be a key 
element in the relief of pain for TMJ 
sufferers, said Dr. Yerkes. 

Completing his remarks with a few 
comments concerning these new 
techniques, Dr. Yerkes asked his 
listeners to be conscious of the total 
patient during treatment, with equal 
emphasis placed on the smile, the face, 
the teeth and TMJ syndrome preventive 
treatment. 

Dr. Yerkes is scheduled to speak in 
Philadelphia, Atlanta and Providence 
this spring.

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Harry Davis

Although inventing u new product 
may seem a brain-racking task for most 
folks, inventors seem to have less 
problems coming up with ideas than 
getting those ideas accepted. 

Elmwood ave. resident Harry Davis, 
for example, came up with an idea for a 
radically new bicycle four years ago a 
two-wheel drive bicycle lhat works 
without a chain, 

Since then, Davis has unsuccessfully 
tried to sell his idea to bicycle com¬ 
panies. 

Last month, Davis thought he had a 
chance to develop some interest, by 
showing off his invention at the National 
Inventors Day conference sponsored by 
the US Patent office. 

But after sending a check and an 
application for space to the Patent office, 
Davis was turned down. He was told all 
the space at the exhibit had been 
assigned to other inventions. 

Davis said he came up with the idea 
for his bicycle when bike manufacturers 
switched from the old-fashioned pedal 
brakes to the rubber tire brakes. 

"When I sow that this little bit of 
rubber brake could stop a 200-pound man 
on a bicycle, I said ir it’s as effective as 
that in stopping a bike, it must be just as 
effective to move it,” Davis explained. 

Davis' bike is propelled by two small 
wheels on both the front and back tires, 
located in the same position as hand¬ 
brakes on a normal bicycle. 

When the cycler pedals the bicycle, 
the pedalling turns a large metal disk set 
in the middle of the bicycle. That disk 
tufns two sets of smaller wheels which 
are attached by v-belts to the small 
wheels on each lire.

Inventing a fuel system that gives the 
average American car a l(K) mile per 
gallon potential was relatively easy for 
Peter Coronis, he says 

The hard part is finding someone who 
believes him.

Coronis 
claims to have perfected a fuel system 
producing gasoline fumes instead of 
vapor or conventional gas-air mixture. 
The automobile’s engine must undergo 
minor modifications to adapt to the more 
volatile fume-fuel, but the happy result, 


porations sent him letters, such as the 
one titled "How to present an invention,” 
which require a non-confidentiality 
agreement to be signed before an in¬ 
vention can be tested. And Coronis says 
he won t go to the government for a 
patent for fear that the government, too, 
wishes to usurp his title to the invention. 

‘‘1 won’t even talk to the patent office 
right now," he explained. “How do I 
know that the government and the large 
corporations aren't in cohoots.’’

The Bicycle Without 
Any Chains 


The rotor turns the first set of wheels, 
which turn the v-belts, which turn the 
wheels mounted against the bicycle tires. 
The friction of those wheels turns the 
tires, and moves the bicycle. 

Davis said his bicycle has several 
advantages over the normal bike. First, 
it’s two-wheel drive. Next, it has a double 
frame to hold the central disk, making 
the frame much stronger. 

With a double frame, he explained, 
bicycles could be made out of lighter 
metal, such as aluminum, making it 
easier to move the bike. 

And the bike will move more easily for 
another reason, he added. 

Because the wheels are turned from 
the outside edge instead of from the 
center, it takes half the effort to propel 
the bicycle, Davis said. Rotating any 
wheel, he explained, is easier when force 
is applied farthest from the center of 
rotation. 

The U.S. Department of Commerce 
agreed with Davis that the Rotocycle has 
a two to one mechanical advantage over 
a normal bicycle. In a letter to Davis, the 
department noted ‘‘it might give you a 
real selling point in marketing.” 

Apparently not. Davis was granted his 
patent in 1977, and is still looking for a 
buyer. 

“! wrote the leading bicycle com¬ 
panies, and they’re not interested,” 
Davis said. "They have a product line, 
and if anything threatens that line, it 
would be like cutting their own throats. 

"They’re fighting the new machine,” 
he added. “They live on profits from the 
bicycles they have now, and it’s an uphill 
grind to get them to try something new.”

according to Coronis, is vastly increased 
mileage and power. 

Corqnis says his system, which he 
describes as a simple "bolt-on" 
operation suited to any carburctlcd 
automobile, would revolutionize the auto 
industry. 

“If it panned out, they’d be the 
number one selling auto in the world,” 
Coronis said in the basement workshop of 
his Woburn home where he moved to five 
years ago from Winchester. 

"I’m really surprised that Detroit 
hasn’t started putting them on their cars 
to begin with,” he stated. 

Unfortunately for Coronis, he seems 
to be alone in his surprise. 

Coronis recently invited members of 
the regional press to his house for a 
demonstration. With his modified six 
cylinder Ford Maverick motor on a dolly, 
Coronis ran it with conventional vapor- 
fuel, then after sucking it dry of gas, 
hooked it up to the fume-fuel system 
which he had filled with a thrce-io-one 
gas-to-salt water mixture (salt water 
because of the lower freezing tem 
perature). Before hooking up his fuel 
system which was hidden in a metal 
suitcase sized box, Coronis allowed the 
press to smell the connecting hose to 
verify that all it was emitting was, In¬ 
deed, gasoline fumes. 

After much smelling, snooping, and 
questioning reporters left with the 
renewed conviction that the world of 
gasoline is still flat, Coronis says. 
Coronis believes that the articles that 
followed in the Globe and elsewhere were 
unfair and lumped him in with the crack¬ 
pots. 

"I’ve been thrown in the same bag as 
the others,” he said. "They’ve got ideas 
and plans. I have physically built a motor 
lhat works.” 

"Very few come up with physical 
evidence, I showed people a physical 
machine working,” a frustrated Coronis 
added, pointing at the engine. 

But Coronis would not have even tried 
to garner public attention for his in¬ 
vention if he hadn't got what h? feels is 
the silent treatment from the large 
corporations he contacted. Coronis said 
the only response he got amounted to an 
inventors Catch-22. The large cor¬ 


the-hell-with-il" vindication scheme 
should his attorneys and small group of 
investors fail to come up with what is 
needed for a prototype. 

"The day that one of these large 
coporations comes out and calls me a 
fraud I'll go on television,” crescendoed 
Coronis. "I’ll take apart the motor on 
television and show every back yard 
mechanic in the country how to do it. 

"Then who’s the phony — it explains 
itself!” he said sharply putting his fist 
down on a table. 

But until his iume-fuel system 
becomes an industrial or television 
product, only Coronis will know how and, 
in fact, whether, his invention works. 
Nevertheless, it certainly won’t have 
been the first engine to emerge from 
Coronis’ workshop. Coronis has tinkered 
with things mechanical all his life and 
makes his living as an independent 
repairer of heavy equipment and high 
performance engines. His special love 
are the high performance engines he 
builds for hot rods and race boats. 

According to Coronis, it is much 
easier to build an engine for economy 
than performance and that his fume-fuel 
system was just a matter of lime. 

“I knew any time I had time to work 
on the motor it could be done,"he said, 
“To me this is easy, but then again, I’ve 
worked on a lot more sophisticated 
motors than this. 

"I look at this and it’s child’s play,” he 
remarked. 

Child’s play or not, Coronis needs 
support before he cun get his invention 
into gear, literally. 

"What does the public want, how am I 
going to prove myself," he said. "I’ll 
listen to anyone." 

"I specifically defy anyone to prove 
that I am a phony,” he added 

But once that prototype is built, 
Coronis has his revenge in mind. 

"I’ll lake one of these non-believers 
and drop him 100 miles away with one 
gallon of gas and say ’Here — you can 
walk or drive',” Coronis said with a grin. 

Meanwhile, the fuel system has been 
broken into parts and hidden around the 
Coronis home waiting for the recognition 
and money that is needed to reassemble 
the motor and Peter Coronis’ faith in free 
enterprise.

The Rubiks Cube 
Word Game

By now, most people have realized 
that no one but an inhumunly dexter ous 
fiend can have any fun with that devilish 
Hungarian invention, the Rubiks Cube. 

Unless they can pick lip a new in¬ 
vention called Cubiks, the brain-child of 
two Winchester residents. Dr. Tom 
Mulvaney and Joe Guarnotta. 

Cubicks turns the frustrating Rubiks 
cube into a word game, rather like 
Boggle, by putting lettered stickers on 
each square of the cube. 

The basic idea of Cubiks is to put on 
the letters, scramble the cube, and then 
find as many words as possible on the 
face of the cube. 

The instruction sheet which comes 
with Cubiks — a kit which contains a 
sheet of stick-on letters and instructions 
— lists 10 different games that can be 
played, from finding simple three-letter 
words to scrambling the cube to make 
the longest word possible. 

The inventors have already received 
an order from a catalogue company for 
1,224 games, and this week displayed 
their creation at the New York Toy Show. 

And the whole enterprise started 
during a kitchen table conversation. 

, "Joe and 1 and several other people 
were talking about the cube - how an¬ 
noying it was, how frustrating it was, 
whose kids could solve it,” recalled 
Mulvaney. "Joe said wouldn’t it be great 
if you could letter the cube to play word 
games." 

"It was a Eureka kind of thing,” 
added Guarnotta. 

With that first glimmer of an idea, 
Mulvaney, Guarnotta and a third uiend, 
Ed Fields of Rhode Island, went to work, 
First, they spent about 20 hours figuring 
out how to letter the cube. 

“We thought it would be a simple 
thing to just pul one letter on each 
square, but we soon found out that after a 
couple of twists, the letters would be 
sideways, upside down, and you couldn't 
read the cube,” said Guarnotta. "It was 
Tom came up with the idea of having four 
letters on each square, like the points of 
the compass." 

Then there was the problem of 
deciding which letters should go on which 
squares. 

"We eventually designed it so many 
words were already spelled out, so people 
would realize they could make words,” 
said Mulvaney, pointing out that 
"squash" was spelled around the 
perimiter of the cube. 

"Then we had to make sure there 
were no conflicts, that you could get a U 
beside a Q,” Mulvaney continued. "It 


was Joe's idea to marry the lo a blank 
(which can Ik* used for any letter)." 

After coining up with the design for 
the cube, Guarnotta and Mulvaney made 
a prototype, and spent nlxmt nine weeks 
playing with their new toy and figuring 
out different games. 

"With playing. Joe came up with one 
set of games and I came up with 
another," said Mulvaney. "My syslcm 
was to take the cube, scramble it and 
look for words that fell randomly. Joe's 
system was to keep moving the cube to 
create words." 

Whichever system they used, the two 
inventors found they loved playing their 
new game. 

“On the one I have al home, the ink on 
the letters has worn off from playing." 
noted Mulvaney 

Once the game was perfected, ami the 
rules drawn up, the three entrepreneurs 
went lo a printer and invested $ 2,000 to 
have 1,000 sets made. 

Then came Hie effort to market I he 
new game. Mulvaney and Guarnotta 
contacted about 20 mail-order catalogue 
firms, in holies of finding a buyer They 
came up with one who was willing lo soil 
the product, and Cubiks will be featured 
in the fall Miles Kimball catalogue. 

And Fields found a small distributing 
company, Pik VI, lo demonstrate their 
new game at the New York Toy Show this 
week. 

The partners also contacted Ideal Toy 
Co., the maker of the Rubiks Cube, lo see 
if the toy giant would sell the Cubiks 
game along with the cube 

Meanwhile, Mulvaney anti Guarnotta 
keep playing with their creation, coming 
up with new variations and accessories. 
Guarnotta, for example, has thought up 
an education Cubiks game, where 
students would find verbs or nouns 
"It will make kids think that words are 
tun,” said Mulvaney. "And every kid has 
a cube.” 

Both inventors noted that even though 
there are a set of rules with the game, 
anyone can come up with their own 
variations. And they can even play tin* 
original Rubicks puzzle, since (he colors 
can si ill be seen past the lettering 
Both men, of course, say they like their 
version of (he game better than the 
original — since it can be played by more 
than one, and isn’t nearly as frustrating 
But for them, playing the game wasn't 
half as fun as inventing it. 

“Seeing it go from an idea, to having it 
packaged, to seeing it in people’s hands 
and seeing those people have fun that's 
really exciting," said Mulvaney

tification process of these new assessed 
values until all inequities have been

Farrell said that although he drafted 
the petition, it came about because many 
residents said lhey felt the assessments 
needed work.

Patten Associates completed the 
revaluation process in mid-January, 
seven months late 

“Why did you let Patten drag on so 
long,” asked Donna Duval, of Lorena rd. 
“Now we are pushed against the wall and 
you are pushed against the wall.” 

We tried, responded board member 
Beal. “We would call it to their attention 
to try to get them to accelerate." he said. 
“They would accelerate for two weeks 
and then fall back.

“We did finally got the bills out just in 
the nick of time so people could clear 
their tux payments but we imposed a 
$20,000 fine on Fatten because Unit 
represented what the (own had to Ihjitow 
due to tax bill delays.”

of the most thoughtful weekends of my 
life,” lie said. “My vote last week was 
one that had certain objectives, and 
certain goals, I thought it was a noble 
vote, even an altruistic one.

Or, he continued, one resident could 
have a $70,000 home with no mortgage 
and get a tax break, while a homeowner 
with a $120,000 house and a large mor¬ 
tgage would pay more taxes. 

"The inequities hit me time and time 
again,” said O’Connell. “You may find

“We should see what we can do to 
provide relief to those who really need 
it," he said. 

To further that aim, the selectmen 
will ask Winchester’s state legislators, 
Sen. Sam Rotondi and Rep. Sherman 
Saltniarsh, to come before them next 
week. Selectmen said they hoped the 
legislators could file bills to allow lax 
exemptions for needy taxpayers. 

Selectman John J. Williams was the 
only member of the board to stick by the 
tax exemptions, noting that “real estate 
taxes are not in themselves equitable.” 

“It was not equitable when we passed 
the tax burden on to the commercial and 
industrial properties,” said Williams, 
referring to the selectmen’s decision to 
adopt classification, which sets a higher 
tax rate for commercial industrial 
properties than for residences. 

“The tax exemption doesn't punish 
anybody any more than our effort at 
classification did,” he said. 

But Williams was the only selectman 
to stand by the exemption. With 
O’Connell and Saraco switching their 
vote from last week's, the final vote to 
end the exemption experiment was 4-1.

Hamlyn. However, that earlier sales 
price, paid out during Patten’s data 
gathering period, was still higher than 
the assessment. 

Houses at 326 Main st.. 29 Henry st. 
and 61 Lorena rd. had also changed 
hands more than once while Patten was 
doing the appraisal, Hamlyn noted. 

Asked why Patten had to use such a 
lengthy period — during which house 
prices Increased tremendously — for its 
data base, Hamlyn noted that the more 
sales figures the firm was able to use, the 
more even the assessments would be. 

But even with that wide range of 
figures, Hamlyn said, “We would never 
land exactly on sales prices in any ap¬ 
praisal program,” 

“Some people are better dickerers 
than others, some people just want to sell 
their homes quickly,” he said. “The fact 
that we even came close on some of the 
sales prices shows that our system was a 
good one.”

assessors’ recommendations, voted to 
institute both classification and exemp^ 
lion. This week, however, they rescinded 
their vote on tax exemptions (see related 
story). 

The Star is asking in its suit that both 
the assessors' recommendation and the 
selectmen’s vote be declared void. 

The suit, filed for the Star by Boston 
attorney James Heigham of Choate, Hall 
and Stewart, argues that “plaintiffs 
know of no pending or threatened 
litigation against the Town of Winchester 
based on classifications of real property 
or residential exemptions for local tax 
purposes. 

"The general possibility that there 
may be litigation on such subjects in the 
indefinite future is insufficient 
justification for an executive session,” 
the brief states. 

Besides an invalidation of the 
assessors’ and selectmen’s vote, the suit 
asks the court to order the assessors to 
comply with all provisions of the open 
meeting law at future meetings, and that 
the minutes of the March 1 executive 
session be made public.

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Woman Sentenced To Life For 
Sandy Beach Murder-Stabbing 


By SUSAN SCUNEt K 

A 21-year-old former Combat Zone 
prostitute broke down and cried Satur¬ 
day as she was sentenced to life in prison 
for last year’s stabbing murder of a 
Somerville man at Winchester's Sandy 
Beach. 

Zakia Lamrini, a Moroccan illegal 
alien who calls herself Rita Owens, was 
found guilty of first degree murder after 
a nine-woman, three-man jury 
deliberated more than eight hours over 
two days. 

Minutes after the verdict was an¬ 
nounced, Middlesex Superior Court 
Judge Robert Barton sentenced Owens to 
the women’s prison at Framingham. 
Defense Attorney Nancy Gertner said 
she will appeal the case, 

During the week-long trial, jurors 
heard testimony from about 25 witnesses 
regarding the stabbing death of George 
Karakiozis, a dock worker and lather of 
two. 

Karakiozis’ warm, bleeding corpse 
was discovered by MDC police on March 
B. 1980 lying face up on Sandy Beach. The 
victim had been stabbed 2H times in the 
back and four limes in the front of his 
body. Owens was arrested the next day 
when she appeared before the Boston 
police to tell them about the incident. 


Although aspects of testimony con¬ 
flicted throughout the trial, all witnesses 
agreed that Owens left a Tremont st. 
coffee shop at about 7:80 p.m. March H 
after she had briefly spoken u> 
Karakiozis. lie left the shop a haul lit 
minutes later and they drove to Win 
chesler in his car. Karakiozis was found 
dead at about B: 13 p hi. 

Owens fled the area in Karakiozis* ear 
and abandoned it in West Medford where 
she phoned a friend to pick her up. Her 
friend. Stephen Garrilles. drove her to 
the Boston Police 

In Iter closing arguments Friday. 
Gertner implored the jury to acquit 
Owens of the first degree murder 
charges, claiming (hat the defendant 
slabbed the victim in “mortal fear of her 
life and in sell defense ‘ 

Prosecuting Attorney Thomas llonpcs 
told the jury that Owens was insulting 
their intelligence with her ‘web of un¬ 
truths,” Me claimed that she tried to rob 
Karakiozis while they were engaged in 
sexual activity in his car. he became 
angry with her and she then began to stab 
him, 

During testimony Thursday, the 
petite and shapely Owens cried as she 
told the jury that she stabbed Karakiozis 
because she was “scared to death that he 


was going to kill her. 

"I was scared.” Owens said in a low 
quiet voice. “1 was scared to death that 
he was going In kill me.” 

Owens, who claims she had aban¬ 
doned prostitution for nude dancing at 
the time of the incident, told the jury that 
she had entered Karakiozis’ car, thinking 
she was getting a ride to the Surf club in 
Revere, where she danced. She said that 
when she refused to give Karakiozis “15 
minutes of good time” at Sandy Beach, 
lie started to strangle her 

“Then all of a sudden, I got the knife 
and 1 was stabbing him.” she said. 
Owens has maintained (hat she carried 
an eight-inch knife to protect herself in 
her line of work. 

Middlesex County Medical Examiner 
Dr. George Katsas testified that only one 
of (lie victim’s 82 slab wounds was fatal. 
Katsas also said that the 28 wounds to the 
back were concentrated in one area and 
appeared to have been suffered while the 
victim was lying face down on the 
ground. 

Owens told the jury that after she 
started to slab Karakiozis in the car. she 
managed to open the car door and the 
dock worker fell to the ground, got up

Superior Vacuum Goes Out Of Business 

Customers Left Holding (Dust) Bag

Some customers of Superior Vacuum 
of Main st. were shocked when they tried 
to inquire about their broken machines 
over the past few weeks. 

The store where they had taken their 
vacuums to be repaired was empty. No 
vacuums, No owners, No sign. 

“It just didn’t make sense," said 
Cabot st. resident Liz Hengen. one of 
about 12 people who were missing their 
vacuum cleaners after the store closed 
Feb. 23. 

"We called the store to inquire about 
the vacuum and no one answered and 
then the phone was disconnected,” she 
recalled, “The store was cleaned out at a 
rather odd hour in the nighttime — 
everyone was rather upset 

Superior Vacuum owner Ron Ketchen 
agreed that the circumstances under 
which he went out of business were 
unusual, but said that because of 
financial problems, he had no other 
choice. 

"I’m sure the whole town was stun¬ 
ned,” Ketchen said. “I could have had a 
big sign up saying 1 was going out of 
business, but it didn't happen that way. 
All at once a decision had to be made in 
one day and that was it. 

“I don’t know whether people figured 
we threw everything in a covered wagon 
in the middle of the night and moved out. 
but it wasn't planned that way," he 
continued. “If I had my way. I’d slill be 
open. It’s a crazy situation." 

Winchester Police LI. Andrew 
Crawford said they started receiving 
calls last week from angry customers 
who wanted to know how they could 
locate their vacuums. Crawford said no 
charges have yet been filed against 
Ketchen.

LWV Pushes Town Boards 
To Adopt Housing Plans

For years, there has been a rumbling 
in town that Winchester needs new forms 
of housing. The Winchester Seniors 
Association has been especially vocal in 
its call for elderly housing. Others have 
asked why Winchester has no housing for 
younger families. 

The need for low-income elderly 
housing was emphasized recently when 
the developers of Noonan Glen, the low- 
income elderly housing project being 
built in the Noonan School, were 
swamped with over 100 applications for 
18 units. 

Vet Noonan Glen is the only new form 
kind of housing to come to Winchester in 
the last few years. Other proposals, such 
as Winchester House and accessory 
apartments, have died for lack of public 
support 

The League of Women Voters is 
hoping to change the housing picture in 
Winchester by coming up with a plan for 
Winchester housing. Last week, the 
league sought the aid of the Board of 
Selectmen, the Planning Board and the 
Winchester Housing Authority in 


preparing such a plan 

“We've really got to think of what the 
needs of the town are before we start 
doing anything specific to make changes 
in (he housing,” explained Connie 
Williams, head of the league's Housing 
Action Committee. “The plan will give us 
a beginning It will give us goals - what 
kind of economic groups we want to have 
in our town, what kind of services we 
want to provide." 

LWV Housing Committee member 
Marcia Wood noted dial the plan would 
begin by looking at the need for housing 
in Winchester. 

"We would look al the population, 
what is happening (o it. and try lo an¬ 
ticipate what kind of housing'will hi* 
needed in the luture," Wood said “We'll 
look al the housing stock available in 
town, and ask will it meet those needs?" 

The League decided to call for a 
housing plan alter holding meetings with 
seven people experienced in planning, 
including a Wellesley selectman, a city 
councilor, a regional planner and a 
planning consultant.

Debate 
Continues 

Petitions Demand Delay Before 
Valuations Submitted To State...

The revaluation revolt has jelled. 
Two petitions, both signed by several 
hundred Winchester property owners, 
were presented to town officials Monday. 
One seeks to slow the completion of the 
revaluation process. The other asks that 
it he thrown out altogether. 

And the unwritten but clearly spoken 
threat behind each petition is the threat 
of a court suit against the town to have 
the assessments thrown out 

In presentations before both the 
selectmen and the Board of Assessors 
Monday, petition organizers said (he 
drives were a “constructive" effort to 


slow the process down, eliminate errors 
and assure equity in the town’s 
assessments, Both boards were told that 
any court action would be a “last resort." 

Neither hoard officially responded to 
the petitions. Both accepted them and 
took them under advisement. 

The first petition states that; “We, the 
undersigned property owners in the 
Town of Winchester are concerned that 
the recent OttKl) revaluation of the real 
property has not been done equitably We 
hereby request that the Board of 
Assessors not proceed with the cer¬ 
tification process of these new assessed 
values until all inequities have been 


resolved and corrected assessment lists 
prepared" 

The second petition states that: “We. 
the undersigned, petition the Board of 
Selectmen and the Board of Assessors 
not to implement the property valuations 
as proposed by the Fatten Associations 
for the reasons of inaccuracy, 
disproportionate assessments and 
valuations not al the realistic fair market 
values of the properties concerned ’ 

“All we are asking is that you slow the 
process down so that these inequities can

...And State Says Town Can Wait

The town is rushing to finish the 
revaluation process to meet a state 
deadline that doesn't exist, according to 
the head of the state assessment office. 

The Board of Assessors has 
repeatedly used the April I slate 
“deadline" as one reason for not holding 
a public hearing on the controversial 
revaluation process as well as the 
rationale for limiting the lime period for 
hearings for individual property owners. 
And Town Counsel Douglas Randall said 
Monday night that April 1 is “a legal 
mandate" for the submission of the 
assessments to the state for certification. 

But the stale doesn’t agree with 
Randall or the Board or Assessors. 

“There is no April l deadline,” Jane 
Malme, Ihe Chief of the Bureau of Local 


assessment, told Ihe Star Tuesday. 

“I would not like to disagree with a 
local town counsel, but in our opinion, we 
think there are no legal penalties for 
getting a tax rate set later than April 1," 
she said Tuesday. 

“The April l date in the statute is for 
guidance not lo prevent lax bills from 
going out at a later lime," she continued. 
“The only requirement is that lax bills go 
out before the end of the fiscal year 

“And if the town counsel is assuming 
that the Revenue Department will assess 
penalties, I can say Ihe Revenue 
Department will not assess any penally if 
the towns don't meet the April 1 deadline, 
Malme concluded. 

When told about the state's position, 
the members of the Board of Assessors 
appeared puzzled but they said they 


would stick to Ihe April 1 deadline 
nonetheless, “It (the April 1 deadline) is 
in the legislation," said board chairman 
George Andersen 

Al Monday's selectmen's meeting. 
Randall said that the Juw which allowed 
the town to send out estimated lax bills 
last fall required the town to submit proof 
that the assessment was complen- 1 by 
February 1 and that there In* a 
“likelihood” that the assessment will he 
certified and tax bills sent out by April 1 
“The conditions were that the 
assessments should he certified by April 
1,” Randall told the selectmen

And even if you have an old heating 
[ system, no insulation, and live on a 
moderately busy street, those minuses 
wouldn’t have brought your assessment 
down. 

Although many factors were taken 
into consideration during the Patton 
Associates appraisal of Winchester 
homes, some aspects of a house counted 
more toward the asssessment than 
others, according to Patton supervisor 
Richard Mirick. 

And the more important factors were 
based on what home buyers in Win¬ 
chester look for in a house. 


“If you are going out to look al a 
house, you’re an appraiser,” said Mirick. 
“When you buy a house, you buy it 
because of what’s important lo you — 
and that's the same type of things we 
looked for." 

Mirick explained that the 
assessments were based on sales data 
from 1400 homes sold in Winchester 
within the last year. By analyzing the 
type of home sold, and what it sold for, 
Patten came up with a set of factors 
which were important to buyers, he said 

“In Winchester people aren’t looking 
al the age of a house, they're looking at 
condition, al style, at what has to be fixed 
and how many bedrooms there are," he 
said 

Although Patton looked at nearly 49 
factors in computing assessments, the 


analysis of sales showed (hat many of 
those hatl no effect on the sales price, 
said Mirick. 

“We had a whole program set up for 
heating and insulation, but those dropped 
out after the survey,” said Mirick. “The 
condition of the heating system didn't 
seem to play much of a role in sales.” 

What did play a role, lie said, was the 
quality of the house and its neighlxirhood 

"People seemed to he saying that 
because a house had nice amenities, they 
were willing to pay in a higher bracket 
for it," said Mirick. “So instead of paying 
$100,000, they would be willing to pav 
$130,000."

State Won't Find Lost Abatements, 
Saltmarsh Warns Selectmen

There is little chance that the state 
legislature will act to help those Win¬ 
chester taxpayers who lost their tax 
abatements when their assessments 
went up. 

fhal gloomy appraisal was given by 
state Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh Monday 
night, when he came before the Board of 
Selectmen lo help seek a way to ease the* 
tax burden on Winchester’s elderly 
homeowners. 

Over 200 Winchester taxpayers had 
been receiving real-estate tax 
abatements of up lo $500 under a stale 
law which allows such abatements to 
citizens over 70 years old. whose 


assessment was under $40,out), according 
to Selectman Michuel Suraeo. 

But, Saraco pointed out, with the 
recent increase in assessments, many of 
those who had received abatements in 
the past would lose (hem. since their 
homes were now valued ut over $40,000 

“The law hasn't changed, but what 
has changed is that nobody in Winchester 
is assessed at under $40,900 anymore," 
said Saraco. 

Saraco pointed out that many of those 
who usually received abatements had 
those abatements deducted from their all 
estimated tax bills, and would have to 
make up the difference when the spring 
(ax bills came out. 


“Not only are those people going lo 
lose the $500 abatement, they will have to 
pay for that abatement this spring.” he 
said. “So those people who were paying 
$50(1 to $600 on their tax bill last year will 
have to be paying $1200 to $1500 "

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Connery — A Wanted Man In Winchester

Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery is definitely a man who 
town officials and business persons want 
to have around for another year. 

Town boards and business 
representatives have endorsed the 
budget request Tor $36,220 to fund Con¬ 
nery for another year. 

The only controversy about that 
budget item concerns who should foot the 
bill for Connery’s services — the town, 
the business sector, or both groups. 

The business community claims that 
they have contributed a large amount to 
the office by raising the money needed to 
start the position last year and by con¬ 
tributing free services throughout 
Connery’s term, 

Most town officials agree with that 
argument, but some claim the business 
community is the primary benefactor 
from Connery's work so it should pay for 
him to continue Ihe job for another year. 
These people would prefer to sec the 
business community share the cost with 
the town, rather than have the town fund 
the entire $36,220 needed for the job. 

Both of those arguments were debated 
at length before the Finance Committee 
last week unanimously approved the 
budget request for full town funding for 
Connery’s position. And that approval 
came only after the FinCom defeated a 
motion to reduce the amount of $36,220 to 
$18,000. 

The vote came after seven town 
leaders implored the FinCom to endorse 
full town funding, claiming that Connery 
benefits the entire town. They also 
emphasized that Winchester was unique 
in having the business sector start the 
program with funding from both 
residents and businesses and that the 
business sector will continue to support 
that office. 

Despite the elaborate statements 
from town leaders supporting that 
argument, FinCom member Eli Bortman 
insisted that the business sector should 
be asked to share the funding again, 
claiming that they benefited most from 
Connery’s efforts. 

Bortman called Connery's benefit to 
the business community definite and 
specific, but said the town benefits were 
“visionary." 

Selectman Wade Welch cited three of 
Connery’s accomplishments which he 
claimed have benefited the entire town. 

“I can think of three specific areas 
where the (own has had a direct benefit,” 
he said, “The parking study which we 
wouldn't even have known we had funds 
available for without Connery: the multi¬ 
use zoning proposals before Spring Town 
Meeting, which might have taken much 
longer to prepare in a different context; 
and a proposal for a parking garage 
where we can get $2 million from the 
state. Whether you like it or not, you 
wouldn’t have it to vote on without John 
Connery.” 

Bortman moved to amend Ihe motion 
to reduce the town’s share of the funds to 
*$18,000, 

? “My intention by this is to renew the 
a invitation to the business community to 
come up with the other half,’’ he ex¬ 
plained, “It’s clear that the business 
community is the primary benefactor 


from this office and that the benefit to the 
town is secondary. 

“The town does not benefit by better 
stores or better traffic through the 
center.” he continued “The only benefit 
to the town is increased real estate taxes 
in the commercial area and to come up 
with $36,000 in real estate, you need 1.5 
million of new buildings in a year.” 

FinCom member Lorna Tseckeras 
objected lo that motion and disagreed 
with Bortman's assessment of the 
situation. 

She, instead, likened the situation to 
the indirect benefits citizens receive with 
a good school system, noting that while 
not every citizen directly reaps the 
benefits of a good education, a good 
school system raises everybody’s real 
estate values 

That argument seemed to strike a 
similar chord with most FinCom 
members. 

“1 am strongly opposed to the 
amendment itoeul funding town funding 
from the previous motion of $36,000 to 
$18,000)," agreed FinCmn member Bob 
Ericson, “Many of us are willing to pay 
taxes to schools because our property 
value is enhanced. 1 think there is a very 
definite parallel, I don't think there is 
any question that my property values 
will go up when the center improves." 

The only members who favored the 
motion lo fund $18,000 were Ciolti and 
Bortman. 

Connery said in a previous interview 
that a second term in office would give 
him a chance to implement the projects 
he started. 

"It’s the same project — center 
revitalization — that I'd be working on,” 
he said. “The difference is that the first 
year the emphasis was on analysis and 
development of the programs and the 
second year is the beginning of the im¬ 
plementation.” 

Connery also said he thought the town 
handled the discussion of his funding 
well. “I think we’ve produced and we’ve 
given the town our money's worth and 1 
welcome the opportunity lo go through 
with at least the initial implementation 
phases,” he added. 

The office of economic development 
was started when the May 1980 Town 
Meeting appropriated S1G.000 for it 
contingent upon the Chamber of Com¬ 
mercematching that amount. 

Chamber member Marcia Saltmarsh 
organized the Fund Winchester Future 
Committee and raised $20,000 from 
businessmen and residents. At the 
FinCom meeling, Saltmarsh said that 60 
percent of that $20,000 came from 
residents and An percent from the 
business community, 

“We’ve shown the commitment of the 
business community and the residents 
toward this office and now it’s up to Town 
Meeting to continue this commitment," 
Saltmarsh said. 

Chamber of Commerce President 
Henry Quill told the FinCom the 
Chamber would donate the $1500 to $2000 
they had left over in the Fund Winchester 
fund to pay for Connery's second term, fn 
addition, Quill stressed that the business 
community would continue to offer “in 
kind” or free services of specialized 
skills such as architectural renderings,

landscaping designs, parking schematics 
and other technical assistance 

In an earlier telephone interview, 
Connery estimated that since he started 
work in Winchester, he received about 
$4,000 worth of services from the 
business community. He also estimated 
that if he were the economic develop¬ 
ment coordinator for another year, he 
would probably receive about $10,000 
worth of services 

The Board of Selectmen have staled 
that they would like to see the business 
community share in the eogt but in recent 
interviews, they have supported total 
town funding since the business sector 
contributes a lot of “in kind" services. 

“If it were possible to have some 
measure of financial cooperation from 
the Chamber, we’d welcome it.” said 
Selectman Chairman Edward 0'Connell. 
“But I’m not sure we can go into that well 
again ” 

Selectman Alan Macdonald had 
previously staled that lie believed it was 
a political necessity for Ihe business 
sector lo share in the cost ol Connery's 
position in order lo gel Town Meeting 
approval for some funding But in a 
recent interview. Macdonald said he 
hadn’t been aware of the extent of con¬ 
tribution through “in kind” services 
That fact also surprised some FinCom 
members Monday night 

“I had thought since it was a 50-50 
funding situation last year, that we 
couldn’t go back to Town Meeting and 
say. ‘The business community has done 
their part and now they don’t want to be- 
involved in the office."’ Macdonald 
explained. But I see that they will 
continue wilh their commitment through 
the in kind services and I think that when 
we eome to Town Meeting, we’ll be able 
to show that there will still be a strong 
commitment on the part of the business 
community." 

Slate represent a live Sherman (Whip) 
Saltmarsh. Selectman Wade Welch.

offered LaGatta. 


“No one wants to put on a new position 
and I think it should be sold as an annual 
review." agreed Whip Saltmarsh 

In his closing remarks to the 
delegation of town funding supporters. 
FinCom Chairman Frank Golden 
assured them that his committee fully 
supported Connery, hut lie said he had 
two concerns 

“We look at the uniqueness of this 
town's support for the position by both 
residents and businesses as a good 
element and we waul lo see it eon- 
linued,” he said “Also the in 
stilutionality of the position must he 
addressed. 1 think it's almost better to 
say this will be a live-year program than 
lo say it will he up for an annual review ”

Waste Plant Almost Ready To Go 


Even though UOP has now missed two 
deadlines for filling its North Andover 
waste disposal plant, it looks like Win¬ 
chester's disposal choice will soon be 
ready to go. 

This week, city councils in Waltham 
and Watertown voted to send their trash 
— 155 tons worth — to the UOP plant, 
where it will be burned to generate 
electricity. 

Profits from the sale of that elec¬ 
tricity are turned back to communities 
involved in the project. 

The key to the success of the waste 
disposal plant is a commitment of 900 
Ions of trash per day from participating 
communities. 

Under its original contract with 
Winchester, which selectmen signed last 
summer, UOP had to reach the 900-ton 
mark by Dec. 31, 1981. 

That deadline came and went, and 
UOP had promises for only 500 tons per 
day. The Northeast Solid Waste Com¬ 
mittee (NESWC), a consortium of the 
towns committed to UOP's project, 
voted to extend the deadline to Feb. 28. 

UUP missed that deadline too. 
NESWC voted to extend the deadline a 
second time, until June 30, Monday night, 
the Board of Selectmen voted to’accept 
Ihe new deadline. 

Bui the oft-missed deadlines don't 
necessarily mean the projecl will fold. In 
fact, over the past two weeks, voles by 
four communities seem to assure the 
plant will be built. 

According to Karen Golden of UOP, 
recent sign-ups by the towns of Arlington 
and Hamilton have increased the 
promised tonnage to 690 tons per day. 

But *the projecl received its biggest 
boost this week, as two cilies took votes 
that indicated they will probably go with 
the project. 

On Monday night, the Waltham City 
Council voted 11 to 3 to recommend to the 
city’s mayor that he sign with UOP. If the 
mayor goes along with that vote, UOP 


will pick up another 95 tons, 

Waltham City Councilor Robert 
Graves, who chaired his city’s solid 
waste study committee, said ihe mayor 
will conduct his own study before signing 
wilh UOP 

Graves said he felt Waltham should go 
with UOP. His committee recommended 
the project, he said, because it was 
“ideal for the city”. 

On Tuesday night, the Watertown City 
Council, after two weeks of debate, voted 
to instruct their Town Manager to sign 
with UOP, a move which would bring 
another 60 ions to the project. 

The trash in Watertown and Waltham 
would bring the tons per day committed 
to the plant to 850 — only 50 shy of the 
UOP's goal. 

Golden noted that UOP was still 
talking lo several communities, in¬ 
cluding the cities of Newburyport. 
Salem. Gloucester and Beverly. 

And. she added. UOP is now 
negotiating with communities along the 
route 128 belt Many of those com-

munitics, she said, had planned to join a 
solid waste project planned by 
Wheelahra tor-Krve Tor Plamville. 

But I hat projecl recently came oul 
wilh a contract which had a higher cos; 
than UOP’s. she explained, making the 
UOP project even more attractive. 

While UOP waits for those com* 
munUies lo sign up. it is going ahead with 
financing for the project, as though the 
900 tons had been commuted, Golden 
said. 

“That way, il a window opens in the 
market in June, and interest rates go 
down, we’ll be ready to go,” she said 

UOP’s progress has satisfied the 
Winchester's representative to NESWC, 
Sally Kincaid 

Kincaid told the selectmen Monday, 
before they signed the deadline ex 
lent ions, that “UOP is absolutely coin 
mitted to this project" 

Kincaid urged the selectmen to go 
wilh the extention, saying “if the 
deadline stood, it would literally be the 
end of the project.”

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Project WIN Arms Parents With Info 


By DR. JERRY GOLDBERG 
Project WIN Director 

Parents armed with information and 
support are belter able to understand and 
contribute to Iheir child’s education. 

To arm the parents of Winchester 
Project WIN was established in the 
Winchester schools five years ago. 

The basic philosophy of the project is 
to reach out to Winchester families as 
early as possible, to help them recognize 
and understand their children's 
problems and potential problems. 

Pre-school children are diagnosed to 
determine special needs and learning 
style. Personalized education plans are 
drawn up for each child, and many at¬ 
tend the Project WIN class at Lynch 
elementary school. 

But the program is not only for pre¬ 
schoolers. Project WIN staffers support 
many students with special needs 
throughout the school system. At the 
high-school level, drop-outs are coun¬ 
selled and encouraged to obtain a high 
school diploma or equivalency cer¬ 
tificate. 

Project WIN was established five 
years ago under the auspices of federal 
grant moneys for the purpose of 
providing an early diagnostic and in¬ 
tervention program for children from 
three through 21 years in need of special 
services. 

The child participating in Project 
WIN receives help, support, and un¬ 
derstanding both at home and in school, 

This early investment in preparing 
children for successful school ex¬ 
periences reduces dependency on future 
special services, since help is given early 
to primary problems. Most importantly, 
each child’s potential is recognized early 
and successes are built for that child. 

The early education program housed 
at Lynch Elementary School, is the most 
extensive of Project WIN's concerns. 
More than 25 students attended the daily 
morning or afternoon classes. 
Additionally, several children are 
brought in for speech therapy each week. 

The children are referred by word-of- 
mouth, the annual kindergarten 
screening findings, outside agencies 
including the local private nursery 
schools, and satisfied parents of former 
WIN students. 

Children participate in an eight-week 
diagnostic program designed to deter¬ 
mine their special needs, learning styles, 
and current developmental levels. 

After an extensive testing period and 


several parent Interviews, an 
educational plan is written for each child. 
The plan includes educational objectives 
which guide the education of the child. 
The range of problems include speech 


In addition, this staff member serves 
as the primary Mason between school, 
service agencies, and the family for 
children with special needs. 
Additionally.families faced with special

and language disorders, motor coor¬ 
dination, behavior Issues, social and 
emotional development, and a number of 
‘‘high risk” areas which have not been 
clearly diagnosed yet. 

The Project WIN staff supports many 
students with special needs housed in 
regular classrooms through out the 
school system by direct service as well as 
family consultation and counselling. 
Staff members are available to parents 
and teachers in the system on a con¬ 
sultation basis, on child study teams, and 
through the Project WIN parent support 
groups which meet in the afternoons and 
evenings on pertinent developmental 
issues. 

The Project WIN program at the high 
school deals primarily with 16 through 21 
year old drop-outs. Faced with a variety 
of reasons for leaving school, the WIN 
staff member tries to contact each for¬ 
mer student and counsels on options for 
obtaining a high school diploma or 
equivalency certificate.

In-service education and training is 
another major facet of the WIN program. 
This particular aspect is in the process of 
being expanded and more fully 
developed to include appropriate 
workshops, lectures, and courses for the 
staff and community in the areas of 
special needs. 

The first parent-training workshop 
was held in early December on the 
subject of Speech and Language for Pre- 
Schoolers. Additional programs are in 
the planning stages. Educators, parents, 
and community members arc urged to 
contact Dr. Goldberg at the Project WIN 
office in Lynch School to discuss ideas 
and suggestions for staff development 
programs or parent interest programs. 

The final area of concern lor Project 
WIN is the annual Kindergarten 
screening program conducted in the 
Spring at each elementary school. Each 
child entering a Winchester Kin¬ 
dergarten in the following September is 
screened by the staff in a number of 
areas, again to alert parents and 
educators to real or potential problem 
areas for the children entering Kin 
dergarten.

Revised Heritage III Pleases Planning Bd 


money I’ve ever seen," agreed FinCom 
member Haul Slohler. 

After defeating a motion to table the 
request until additional information was 
obtained, FinCom member Lorna 
Tseckares noted that in case the request 
was not as ludicrous as the committee 
had perceived, il could always be 
brought to the committee again for 
examination. "Just because we voted not 
to table il doesn’t mean it’s lost forever," 
she said. 


Although Hollywood sequels are 
usually flops, when Margaret Mahoney 
brought her revised Heritage III 
drawings before the Planning Board 
Monday night, everyone seemed pleased 
with fhe new version. 

"This is sort of like Heritage 
revisited," said bemused Mahoney to the 
board. 

The major difference between the new 
plan and the old one presented at the 
March 3 public hearing is the intention to 
build St. Thomas More rd. from the 
proposed extension of Waimvright rd 
past Aquinas rd.. the old stopping [joint, 
and continue il to Aristotle rd The board 
commended the revision for solving 
some traffic flow problems. 

The net result of the revised Heritage 
Ill plan would be to connect the Carriage 
Hill subdivision to Johnson rd. by two 
roads rather than one as proposed in the 
old plan. 

This new extension requested by 
Mahoney means a public hearing and 
Planning Board decision won’t Come 
until precariously close to Town Meeting 
time when the subdivision plan would be 
voted on. The Public Hearing on Heritage 
III will boon April 14 in the Jenks Center 
and the board's decision will bo due on 
April 27. 

At least one resident at the meeting 
found the new ami revised Heritage III to 
her liking. 

"This is a very good plan and it solves 
a lot of the problems for us in Carriage 
Hill." remarked Marty Fuller, of 
Wainwright rd. 

But another resident said she was 
worried about the rush that will he 
necessary to review these plans in time 
for Town Meeting. 

"In fairness lo our neighbors on the 
Greek streets, they’re not aware of this 
change (in Heritage III)," said Ann 


Matarese, of Surrey rd., after the 
meeting. "I think they're very concerned 
about the flow of traffic." 

During the meeting the board noted 
that additional traffic would be a factor. 

"There’s.going to be a lot of traffic," 
commented 1 ' board Chairman Marion 
Crandall. The board discussed the 
possibility ' of making the roads in 
Heritage HI public. Mahoney, who 
presently owns the roads, said she would 
consider turning them over to the town If 
the names she had given them could be 
kept. Mahoney also said she objected to 
the term “Greek streets" when, in fact, 
they should be called the "Philosopher 
streets," she said. 

Making the Heritage III roads public 
would have its pros and cons for all 
parties concerned, the board said. For 


example residents would not have to pay 
for betterment but on the other hand the 
town would become liable for the roads. 

The Heritage III plan is for the staged 
building of road- and utilities over a four 
year period and comes as the result of 
negotiations between Mahoney and the 
Whittens of the Sachem Woods Corp. who 
own the land just to the north. The 
Whittens have agreed to build Mahoney’s 
roads and utilities in return for access 
through her land. The Whittens plan lo 
develop their Sachem Woods land and 
need the access so that it can be rezoned. 

Sachem Woods is now zoned as a 
single family district and the Whittens 
plan to request town meeting for a zoning 
change so that condominiums can be 
built. The proposed Sachem Woods 


zoning change will be presented at a 
public hearing at the Jenks center on 
April 21. 

The proposed zoning change will face 
some heavy neighborhood opposition 
one area resident said. 

"At least 90 percent of the people in 
Carriage Hill are opposed to the zoning 
change," said Matarese, who explained 
that there is no demonstrated need" for 
such a large development. "People who 
bought homes did so with the un¬ 
derstanding that it would be single 
family (zoning)." 

But another resident said she might 
vote for the zoning change if it came 
before the Town Meeting. 

“I'm still undecided but I'm leaning in 
favor of it," Fuller said. 


Health Fair Draws 600 For Tests 


Looking at the masses of residents 
pouring into the Knights of Columbus 
Hall Tuesday afternoon, it almost 
seemed as if there was free gold being 
passed around inside. 

There wasn’t, but Winchester 
residents can definitely smell out a good 
deal when one is around. Close to 600 
people came to learn about their health 
at Winchester’s second annual Health- 
works fair. Healthworks was organized 
by Winchester Hospital in conjunction 
with the National Health Screening 
Council for volunteer organizations and 
the American lied Cross. 

This year’s turnout exceeded last 
years by ubouti 160 people and Site 
Coordinator Ellen Mulvey called the 
afternoon a great success. 

"This has definitely been a success," 
exclaimed Mulvey, who works at the 
Education Dept, at Winchester Hospital. 
"All l he clubs in town helped and we got a 
lot of volunteers. It's just been great." 

Participants learned about their 


health through screenings, and 
educational exhibits. The screenings 
were for height and weight, hearing, 
vision, lung volume, blood pressure, 
anemia, blood testing, and oral and 
podiatry problems. Examinations 
concluded with counseling and referral 
by trained nurses. Screening results will 
be mailed to participants and people with 
abnormalities will be personally con¬ 
tacted. 

Every volunteer at the program said 
he or she was shocked with the extremely 
high turnout and the large amount of 
interest people had. 

"The response was just excellent," 
said Winchester Police Sgt. James 
Pierce, who was demonstrating CPR to 
people. "There was much more interest 
than I had thought there would be." 

Another popular exhibit was the 
nutrition booth. And it wasn't just 
because they were giving away low 
cholesterol cheese samples and natural 
peanut butter on low-sodium crackers.. 
Although that did help. 


Winchester Hospital Dietitian Mrs. D. 
M. McKenna said most people were 
asking about low salt and cholesterol 
diets. 

"We had many more questions about 
that than we did last year,” she said. 
"And the samples went like crazy 
especially by people who had been 
starving themselves so they could take 
the blood tests.” 

Ms. K. Bogonis, a nurse who was 
testing blood pressure, said the fair was 
so crowded that she hadn’t had time to go 
through it herself. 

"We were told we could go through if 
there was a lull, but there just wasn't 
one,” she said. “This was a much larger 
turnout than last year," 

Cindy Peterson, an LPN testing blood 
for anemia said she had discovered quite 
a few people with low red blood cell 
counts. 

"It’s really good that these tests are 
done because very few people get them," 
she noted.

Board Of Assessors Displays Disturbing Pattern Of Arrogance

During the Watergate years, 
we had the Imperial Presidency. 

Here in Winchester during 
great revaluation debate, we 
have The Imperial Assessors. 

They refuse to call a public 
information meeting despite 
pleas from the selectmen and 
dozens of property owners. They 
go into secret session to discuss 
the apportioning of the tax 
burden between residential and 
business property owners. They 
insult citizens who attend their 
public meetings. And they 
conceal information from the 
public by excusing the 
representative of the appraisal 
firm from meetings where 
almost three dozen citizens had 
come seeking answers to major 
technical questions that the 
assessors knew they couldn't 
answer alone. 

It Is a disgrace, a disgraceful 
display of the arrogance of 
power. 


To be fair, that arrogance has 
come largely from the chairman 
of the assessors, George 
Andersen. His two fellow board 
members, Sumner Beal and 
Werner Carlson, have tended to 
acquiesce In his arrogance by 
doing nothing to stop him while 
Indicating that they themselves 
might have done otherwise. 

Last week, Andersen had 
dismissed the need for a public 
hearing by saying that "there 
are more than enough avenues 
or areas of discourse and 
recourse." This week, after 
being assailed repeatedly for his 
refusal to call such a meeting, 
the best he could do was say that 
"we really haven’t made a 
judgement on that yet.'' 

It is not as if there are just a 
few malcontents out there 
demanding that the board do 
something it shouldn’t. Two 
petitions bearing hundreds of 
signatures were submitted to the 
board Monday asking that the 


Easing Out The 
Kinks With Pleasure

There's a young woman on 
Newbury Street whose business 
It is to pummel bodies, com¬ 
bining both Eastern and Swedish 
techniques. She does this only to 
women, I hasten to add, cross¬ 
sex pummelling being strictly 
forbidden here in Cotton 
Mather's Boston. 

I have received a gift cer¬ 
tificate for a session with her, 
and so we come to meet. I ex¬ 
perience for the first time a 60- 
minute full-dress, bona fide 
massage. 

And boy what a massage. By 
the time 1 leave, kinks I never 
knew 1 had have been eased both 
out of my flesh and out of my 
spirit. Listen . . . 

First 1 am ushered into a 
softly-lit, high-ceilinged room, 
papered and carpeted in rosy 
Victorian hues, a room that 
despite the large maple table 
and the array of bottled 
unguents, feels very much like 
Old Back Bay. It’s a room the 
Late George Apley would feel 
instantly at home in. 

After I am properly draped 
(and properly undraped), the 
session begins. First comes a 
coat of almond oil, which 
reduces friction and lends a 
warming and suppling sensation. 
It’s not heavy stuff by any 
means, not a bit like a lube job; 
rather it's just enough to make 
the skin sort of roll back and feel 
invisible, enough for it to yield 
beneath this woman’s strong and 
practiced fingers. 

She massages the muscles at 
the neck and shoulders, 
penetrating those hard pockets 
of tension. Her hands follow the 
S-curve of the human spinal 
column to its base. When they 
reach the saero-iliac region, it 
feels as though she’s 
I straightening a tight coil of wire, 
gradually untangling a long- 
tangled knot. 

She reminds me to stay limp 
and she picks up a forearm. She 
holds it vertical and it pivots on 
the elbow. She rolls it between 
her hands, faster and faster, 

; shaking it like you'd shake a 
dust-mop out the back window. I 
;see a blur of fingers, a kind of 
metacarpal cloud . . . She does 
tin* same thing, in turn, to the 
three remaining limbs. 

She massages my fingers, 
starting at the base and 
squeezing toward the nail. They 
feel both full and boneless; 1 half 
expect milk to come squirting 
from the tips. 

She lifts up my head and 1 feel 
the skull's weight. I have a 
momentary Out-of-Body 
awareness, as if 1 am holding my 
own skull in my hands. My mind 
runs in one direction to Ichabod 
Crane’s Headless Horseman, 


and in the other to Hamlet’s 
Alas-poor-Yorick scene. 

She pats my eyebrows and 
silently fingers my face. 

I have expected to be nervous 
through all of this, to feel in this 
place the way I’ve often felt at 
the physicians or the dentists — 
like an interchangeable part. 
(You know what I mean: Here I 
am, doc, another set of imperfect 
chompers, another honeybag of 
organ and gristle.) In fact I ask 
the woman while she works: "Is 
this like an assembly line for 
you? Do we all seem alike under 
the masseuse’s hands?” 

To my surprise, her answer is 
no. "God, no" is what she really 
says. "Everyone is incredibly 
She is constantly 
amazed, she goes on to say, at 
the variety of human forms. 
There are differences in the 
quality of the skin, and in the 
placement of muscle, dif¬ 
ferences she attributes to the 
unique unreproduceable social 
security number that our in¬ 
dividual heredity has stamped us 
all with. 

I am pleased to hear this 
news: that we really are all 
different, unique, like a 
snowflake is unique — even to 
this woman who thumps and 
squeezes and pounds dozens of 
bodies in the course of her week. 

As the hour nears its close, I 
begin to sense something truly 
paradoxical happening. On the 
one hand, I feel completely 
relaxed, my mind almost 
floating above my body, as 
minds are said to do in near¬ 
death experiences. I feel for a 
period of time as though I’m not 
confined by this flesh, as though 
I’m not altogether here, or at 
least not locked In here. On the 
other hand, and with equal in¬ 
tensity, I've never felt more 
"here,” more an inhabitant of 
this body. I feel my presence 
exhiliratingly confirmed. It’s as 
if I've been dumped out of my 
skin and then more perfectly 
poured back into it. 

When my masseuse begins 
the final percussion technique, 
the series of karate chops along 
the length of my body, I have a 
sense of near euphoria. It’s as 
though in an hour’s time I have 
been erased and sketched in 
anew, the blurry lines sharpened 
and the smudges expunged. It's 
a feeling unlike any I have ever 
had. Like Adam walking in the 
still-wet garden, like a person 
who’s dived off a 30 foot cliff, or 
like one who's just sneezed a 
tremendous sneeze, I've been 
made to feel, in a mere 60 
minutes' time, newly and 
wonderfully alive.

revaluation process either be 
slowed and corrected or thrown 
out altogether. Nine hundred 
property owners demanded 
individual hearings. Almost 
three dozen citizens jammed the 
assessors’ meeting room 
demanding a public meeting or 
the public dissemination of in¬ 
formation. And three selectmen 
Monday called in no uncertain 
terms for a public meeting. 

"We ought to start pushing 
them into having a public 
hearing to explain some things,” 
said Selectman Michael Saraco. 
"After all, this is government by 
the people and the people are 
speaking.” 

No one is suggesting for a 
moment that the assessors cave 
in to public pressure and do 
something odious or unethical. 
In fact, they aren't being asked 
to do anything but listen to the 
taxpayers, the public, the people 
who elected them. Just listen and 
answer some questions. But no. 

After going into secret session 
to discuss classification and 
residential exemptions, the 
board was sued by The Star for 
violating the state’s Open 
Meeing law. Andersen went into 
secret session to discuss the very 
same topics. Yet Andersen 
persists in fighting the suit, 
maintaining that litigation might 
have resulted from the board's 
decisions. 

If every public body were to 
go into secret session every time 
it discussed a subject that might 
provoke someone to sue it, open 
meetings would be the exception 
to the rule. The assessors' 
position on classification and 
residential exemptions has a 
profound effect on the taxpayers 
of the town and closing that 
meeting to the public showed a 
callous disregard for the citizens 
the board represents and con¬ 
stituted yet another display of 
official arrogance. 

Even when the board did 
allow citizens to observe their 
deliberations, it was with ob- 
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vious displeasure. One of a group 
of more than 30 citizens cram¬ 
med into the assessors office last 
Monday asked a question. 
Unfortunately, she did not first 
seek recognition from The 
Imperial Assessor. "Are you in 
charge of this meeting?” asked 
Andersen icily. "This is not a 
public hearing. This is our 
regular meeting. We have fifty a 
year and I have never seen any 
of you in the nine years I’ve been 
on the board. 

"We have been here for nine 
years and we haven’t had any 
complaints until revaluation,” 
he concluded, expressing his 
frustration at having to deal with 
the public. 

It was a display of arrogance 
that shocked everyone in the 
room, perhaps even his silent 
board members. It Is certainly 
true that Andersen is under a lot 
of pressure; a revaluation is 
neither an easy nor a pleasant 
process. But instead of listening 
to the public and thus making 
things easier for himself and the 
board, he is circling the wagons. 
He could be applauded for an 


effort to see that the revaluation 
process was understood and 
accepted. Instead, he appears to 
want to exclude the public from 
the decision-making process and 
from the opportunity to obtain 
the information that could defuse 
part or all of the problem. 

A perfect example of what 
one taxpayer called Andersen’s 
"stonewalling” came Monday 
after the board had discussed the 
progress of the revaluation 
process with Richard Mirick, the 
representative of Patten 
Appraisal, the firm doing the 
reassessments. For almost an 
hour, more than 30 citizens stood 
and waited quietly in the hot, 
stuffy room while the assessors 
and Mirick sat comfortably in 
their chairs. 

After Andersen finished his 
friendly questioning of Mirick, 
he said that the Patten 
representative could go home. 
There was immediate protest 
from the audience. Mirick got up 
and moved toward the coat rack. 
“I thought you said there would 
be time for questions,” protested 
Robert Bairnsfather, of 1 Copley 


st. Andersen gave him the "not a 
public hearing" line. And Mirick 
put on his coat to leave. 

"Mr. Mirick might be handy 
to have around to explain the 
weighted averages used in the 
assessment formula,” suggested 
Maureen Ulinskas, of 23 Lloyd 
st., as Mirick disappeared out 
the door, 

“Maybe he could have,” 
responded Andersen. 

"But you sent him home," 
said someone at the back of the 
crowd. 

After that, Andersen could 
only say "I don't know the an¬ 
swer” over and over again in 
response to specific and general 
questions about the revaluation 
process. 

It was a disgrace. 

And until the board, 
specifically Chairman Andersen, 
realizes that they are public 
servants, the revaluation 
process in Winchester will 
continue to be a disgrace marked 
by arrogance on one side and the 
bitterness and division it begets 
on the other. 

Winchester deserves better.

I have been following with dismay the 
Star’s articles on the Superintendent and 
School Committee’s indecision con¬ 
cerning the establishment of a day care 
program in Winchester, ostensibly 
because of their being unable to 
distinguish among proposals except with 
respect to the amount offered to rent 
available space in one of the public 
schools. 

It is indeed curious that this group, 
which is charged with the leadership of 
our schools, cannot evaluate the 
educational content of a series of day 
care proposals. One wonders why they 
asked for proposals in the first place if 
they cannot evaluate them.

The value 
placed on such programs by other towns 
is clearer. Some towns, such as Brookline 
(known to have a fine school system) 
recognize the value of day care programs 
and have incorporated preschool 
programs into their tax supported school 
systems. Other towns, such as Hingham, 
at least furnish day care space in the 
schools for free (a type of support which 
makes it possible to develop a quality 
program).

Despite two petitions, direct pressure 
from the selectmen, and increasing 
dissatisfaction with the revaluation 
process, the board of assessors continues 
to postpone a decision on calling a public 
hearing. 

'We really haven't made a judgment 
on that yet," said Assessor Chairman 
George Andersen. “It will have to be 
done at our next meeting next Monday.” 

The pressure for a public hearing has 
been growing rapidly. 

At the Monday selectman’s meeting. 
Selectman Michael Saraco was adamant. 
'We ought to start pushing them into 
having a public hearing to explain some 
things,” he said. “After all. this is 
government by the people and the people 
are speaking." 

Board Chairman Edward O’Connell 
agreed. "There is still sentiment for a 
public hearing," he said. “I would like to 
express to the Board of Assessors our 
concern and ask them to consider that an 
informational session lake place." 

The only problem I see as 
paiamount is a lack of information.” 
added Selectman John J. Williams. “The 
assessment procedures, classification 
and residential exemption were never 
explained fully and, barring an in¬ 
formational hearing. I don’t see how the 
fads are going to get out."

‘Must be." replied Randall. “There is 
a legal mandate that it must be sub¬ 
mitted to the state by April 1." 

But O'Connell persisted. “I would like 
to explore one thing — is it possible for 
the assessors to go past the April 1 
deadline?” he asked.

“You made a drastic mistake when 
you decided not to hold a public meeting 
to explain how things were done," said 
Robert Joseph, of 38 Pierrepont rd. 

Joseph Geary, of 137 Ridge st M was 
equally blunt in calling for a public 
meeting or at least an informational 
package explaining the process in easily 
understood terms.

“There’s a game being played and we 
don’t know what the rules are,” Bailey 
added, 

“We don't want a paternalistic 
response from the board," said Chandler 
Stevens, of 43 Myrtle terr. “We want to 
say ‘okay’ ourselves.

town for 100 years," he said. 

A petition with the signatures of 
several hundred Winchester property 
owners was submitted Monday to the 
selectmen and the Board of Assessors 
asking that the town not proceed with the 
process of submitting the assessments to 
the state for certification but delay until 
“all inequities have been resolved and 
corrected assessment lists prepared." 

Neither board responded directly to 
the petition but took it under advisement. 

The main problem for the town if it 
delayed certification would not come 
from the state, but from the banks. If 
Winchester’s certification is delayed, the 
tax bills will be too, and the town could 
have to borrow money tp cover its costs 
until the taxes come in. 

Selectman John J. Williams said at 
Monday’s selectmen's meeting that the 
spectre of borrowing frightens him away 
from delaying certification. 

" I would not want to see the town 
borrow money,” said Williams. “And 
even if we took the money out of surplus 
to make up for the delay in getting the tax 
bills out, it would mean we would lose out 
on our investments.”

formation. We want to look at it in¬ 
telligently and we can look at it in¬ 
telligently because if anything has 
changed in this town, it is the people's 
ability to deal with this kind of in¬ 
formation.

Others demanded a public meeting to 
uncover what they see as systematic 
problems with the assessment process, 
Maureen Ulinskas, of 23 Lloyd st., said 
there were computer errors in her 
assessment that indicated potential 
computer errors “across the board." 

“1 am a computer programmer and I 
know that a computer program works the 
same way each lime and if the method is 
incorrect for one, that means there may 
be an error across the board,” she said. 

“If it is incorrect for my house, it is 
incorrect for yours and yours and 
yours,” she added, pointing to each of the 
assessors.

Pierrepont rd. told the assessors, “All we 
want is a fair shake. 

“We are rushing because we are 
months behind, but Patten (the appraisal 
firm) got us behind and now we’re paying 
for it," said Farrell, one of the petition 
organizers. 

“Everything ought to be squared 
away before the tax bills go out," he 
continued. “Everyone ought to un¬ 
derstand the process and a new list of 
assessments ought to be sent out.” 

Assessor Chairman George Andersen 
had trouble with that idea. “Another set 
of impact notices?" he asked. “I think we 
could get into contractual and legal 
problems with that. The contract with 
Patten Associates didn’t call for that.” 

“It didn't call for mistakes or 
inequities either,” retorted Farrell. 

The next speaker was not as gentle as 
Farrell. “I think you're a long way from 
getting this thing right,” said Robert 
Joseph of 38 Pierrepont rd. “I don’t think 
you realize how far off this (revaluation) 
job is from being a good and proper job. 
There have been some obvious computer 
errors and then errors upon those errors. 

"Even if it means voting more money 
to have another round of assessments, 
it’s worth it,” Joseph continued, “You 
made a drastic mistake when you 
decided not to hold a public meeting to 
explain how things were done. It’s been 
kept secret. You can correct the mistake 
if you take the time to do the job right the 
second time. But let's not compound our 
mistakes." 

Andersen replied that the stute would 
not have approved the method if it had 
not been acceptable lo their experts. 
And, he added, the individual hearing 
process was gathering information and 
correcting mistakes. “We are not going 
lo try to sell you something that isn't 
acceptable to us," said Andersen. “But 
we’ve been here for nine years and we 
haven’t had any complaints until 
revaluation." 

Farrell and Joseph bristled at 
Andersen's comments which seemed to 
echo some earlier remarks he had made

Donna Duval, of 52 Lorcna rd, in¬ 
sisted that the individual hearing process 
was neither uncovering nor correcting 
problems. “After hearing all the com¬ 
plaints, do you still feel that the in¬ 
dividual hearing process is a competent 
way to ferret out inequities?" she asked 
the assessors. “1 don’t believe it is ef¬ 
fective in finding errors I don't think il is 
doing the job," 

Board Chairman George Anderson 
disagreed. “The hearing process is for 
gathering information and I think it is 
doing the job,” he said. 

For Duval, that was the last straw. 
“We feel you are stonewalling." she said. 
“We feel you are still not giving us the 
answers." 

The assessors will meet again next 
Monday at 7:30 p.m. in town hall and 
have indicated they may decide on a 
public meeting at that time. 


to the group about the sudden interest in 
the Board of Assessors. One of the group 
of more than 30 had asked a question 
without being recognized. “Are you in 
charge of this meeting?” Andersen 
asked. “This is not a public hearing. This 
is our regular meeting. We have fifty a 
year and I have never seen any of you in 
the nine years I’ve been on the board." 

Those remarks did not sit well with 
the audience and Farrell used the second 
set as an opportunity to set Andersen 
straight. “I would think you would take 
this show (of interest) as a constructive 
sign," he said. “After all, there are a lot 
of people out there talking about filing a 
ten taxpayers suit against you in 
Superior Court and we’re here to offer 
our help." 

“The last thing you want as assessors 
is DOU abatement hearings after the tax 
bills go out."he added. 

Andersen wasn’t backing down. "That 
(a ten taxpayers suit) is all part of the 
process." he replied. “But they can’t do 
that until after the tax bills go out." 

Before packing themselves into the 
assessor’s meeting room, many citizens 
went upstairs to the Board of Selectmen 
meeting, and presented that board with 
the two petitions to stop, or at least slow, 
the assessment process, 

And selectmen, too, were warned that 
if the petitions did not bring results, some 
Winchester taxpayers would consider 
bringing a ten taxpayer suit against the 
town to slop the assessment. 

Donna Duval of Lorena rd,, who 
presented the petitions to the selectmen, 
said that those who signed the petitions 
wanted a hall to the assessor’s breakneck 
rush to have the Patten appraisal cer¬ 
tified by April l. She said the 
assessments must be reviewed more 
thoroughly. 

“The assessors feel sure they can 
clear up the inequities in the assessments 
before certification, but the (April 1) 
deadline does not give them adequate 
lime," said Duval. “We can't sec how the 
assessors can give it more than a cursory 
review." 

The first petition, she said, asks for 
time for a thorough review by delaying 
state certification. “We feel at the very 
least more time is needed," Duval said. 

And if time doesn’t do the trick, the 
second petition calls for the town to “redo 
the entire assessment,” Duval said. 

If Ihe town chooses not to follow the 
petitions, Duval warned, “there is in¬ 
terest in a ten taxpayer suit, which has 


see any significant changes in the 
exemption procedure coming from the 
slate,” said Sallmarsh.

“But if you have no plan,” she added, 
“decisions are made piecemeal fashion, 
with no relations lo each other.” 

Williams noted that having plans in 
hand had brought alternative housing to 
other towns. Newton, she noted, did an 
“exhaustive” study of housing, and then 
decided il would require all new 
development to devote 10 percent of its 
space to low-income housing. 

“In Concord, they got $100,000 t6 do 
some studies, they developed goals, and 
then they went around and found sites for 
the type of housing they wanted,” she 
said. “Now they have 100 units of low- 
income elderly housing spread around 
town.” 

Williams noted other advantages of 
having a housing plan. First, towns with 
housing plans and populations under 
50,000 would be eligible for the 
Massachusetts Small Cities Block Grant 
program, which will distribute $27 
million in federal block grants next year, 

Second, she said, under legislation 
now on Gov, Edward King's desk, no 
town would receive any state aid if it is 
found to be “unreasonably restrictive” of 
housing. On the other side of that same 
coin, towns with progressive housing 
plans would get “a plus” on grant ap¬ 
plications, said Williams.

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their house — was worth $17,000. 

“So even if their house has been 
assessed at $100,000, it doesn’t make any 
difference under this provision," Salt- 
marsh said. 

There will also have to be some kind of 
legislative action on the only change in - 
the abatement laws passed this year, if 
Winchester taxpayers were going to take 
advantage of it, Saitmarsh warned. 

In a section allowing abatements to 
widows, orphans and persons over 70, the 
legislature raised the assessment limit 
from $40,000 to $60,000. The section allows 
a $175 abatement. 

Town Meeting must approve the 
legislative change, and selectmen have 
included an article on the legislation at 
Lhe Spring Town Meeting. 

But most eligible Winchester tax¬ 
payers won’t even be able to take ad¬ 
vantage of that abatement, Saitmarsh 
warned, because of a requirement that 
they file for the abatements 30 days after 
the tax bills go out, 

Since the tax bills are planned to go 
out April 1, and Town Meeting would not 
consider the article until April 27, there 
would only be three days to file for 
abatement, Saitmarsh explained. 

“I don’t see how these people are 
going to qualify," said Saitmarsh, adding 
that 18 to 20 Winchester taxpayers took 
advantage of the widows abatement last 
year. “They are going to be out of luck 
altogether." 

Saitmarsh said he would draft 
legislation lo increase the 30-day filing 
requirement to 90 days. 

“It is imperative that we try lo help 
those people, even though the number of 
them is relatively low," said Saitmarsh." 
“That amount ($175) is going to help." 

Saitmarsh added that the legislation 
he drafted could include changes to the 
$500 abatement law, if he couldn’t find an 
adequate bill among the 200 before the 
Committee on Taxation.

Once the town has decided what it 
needs for housing, then it can start taking 
steps to fill those needs, Williams said. 

“If we get far enough along so we 
have a set of goals, then we can say what 
do you want to do this year, what do you 
want to do next year, and what do you 
want to save money for in ten years," she 
said. 

But although Williams foresees a 
number of ways of filling those needs 
(including congregate housing or a 
development requirements similar to 
Newton's), she said, “I don’t want to get 
hung up on ways of solving the housing 
until we know what the town wants." 

That is why, she explained, the town 
boards should oversee the study, and not 
the LWV. 

“I do believe it has to be a public of¬ 
ficial who leads this, one who believes the 
town has a responsibility to do something 
about housing," said Williams. “The 
selectmen, and the town, has to give this 
their blessing." 

When selectmen received the request 
from the league to study housing, 
Selectman Chairman Edward O’Connell 
said it was a subject worthy of his 
board's attention. However, he added 
that it would be best to wait until after the 
town elections to tackle such a project. 
League members agreed with O’Con¬ 
nell's opinion. 

But they hope that once the election is 
over, the town will make housing one of 
its priorities, 

“Sad to say, but there are a great 
many unmet needs for housing in this 
town — and it looks as though there will 
be more needs unmet," said Wood. "If 
the town does not look ahead, people will 
be forced to leave."

Harvard’s Frank McLaughlin: 


A Class Act On And 
Off The Court 





Winning Is Only Part Of Athletics

In college sports, “class” has a 
special meaning. The word connotes 
someone who is a cut above, someone 
who knows how to win someone who 
understands that winning is only part of 
what college athletics is all about. 

Frank McLaughlin, head basketball 
coach at Harvard and a Mayflower rd. 
resident, is known around the country as 
a class act. 

During the game he is an overgrown 
cheerleader, chastising officials and 
clapping for each player as he exits the 
game. In the locker room he is teacher, 
rarely raising his voice, never losing 
anyone's attention At home, he is a 
thoughtful critic of his own profession, 
questioning the emphasis on sports in 
America. 

We go back to March 5th in the 
Harvard Cage. It is the big game, the 
Crimson versus Yale Harvard has had 
an injury-riddled and frustrating season 
They come in against Yale as the un¬ 
derdogs 

But toward the end of the first half. 
Harvard pulls itself to within four They 
are holding their own despite frequent 
mistakes The referees are showing no 
aversion to some crunching* violence 
under the boards. 

Coach McLaughlin has yet to sit down. 
He is in constant motion, pacing I he 
bench, crouching down next" lo the 


scorer’s table and then popping up at a 
bad call, arching his six-foot-two frame 
backwards and gently slapping a palm 
against his rorehead as he emits a soft 
baritone — “Oh. no!” 

On the next play. Harvard executes 
crisply and the result is an open lay-up 
McLaughlin turns toward the scoreboard 
and lets a tiny smile slip, like someone 
being tickled during a serious moment. 

Bui as the half-time buzzer sounds, 
the Crimson seem to be slipping and the 
team enters the locker room solemn and 
silent. On the blackboard, a written 
message awaits them “SECOND 
SHOTS ARE KILLING US.” McLaughlin 
enters after a few minutes and dissects 
the Yale offense with the help of note 
cards, Xs and Os on the blackboard, a 
soft authoritative voice and physical 
presence that Hollywood’s Central 
Casting would appreciate. 

“We can have it, guys,” he finishes in 
a hoarse voice and the team huddles 
around him for a quick “Let’s Go” before 
heading upstairs to the court 

Ix*ss than thirty seconds into the final 
half. McLaughlin leaves his scat on the 
bench for the last time Pacing, 
crouching, putting his own Body English 
on every shot, McLaughlin seems con 
stantly poised and ready to get his own 
rebound. 

With three minutes to go, Harvard is 
close to taking the lead and McLaughlin 


has no voice left When Harvard is called 
on a foul, McLaughlin grabs the back of 
his neck, looks to the ceiling and 
unleashes a loud, pained “OOOOooooh!” 
A minute later, there is another Harvard 
penalty and he lets out a slow crescen- 
doing “Over the back ...Ooover.. the 

back...00000 VVER. . THE.B ACK! ’' 

He emphasizes his point as he smashes 
his foot to the floor three times. 

In the locker room minutes later, 
there is total silence. The Crimson have 
lost, ostensibly to mistakes, and 
McLaughlin enters with the same look of 
fury he had on the court. 

“We lost it on the boards,” he says 
softly After a word about the nexl game, 
the team huddles around him They 
mumble encouragements, give a quiet 
cheer, and break for the night, 

Interviewed after the game, 
McLaughlin is a different person than the 
< oach who stomped, groaned, and made 
loud suggestions to the referees who, he 
now says shyly, had “no effect on the 
game ” 

He is soft spoken and philosophical 
about the loss, one more in a frustrating 
season. “It’s been lough on the team,” he 
said 

“It hurts, you try to work really hard 
and give it your best,” he said.

Bobby Orr Comes To Winchester To Practice 


If it had been a church, it would have 
been like a visit from God Himself. 

But it was a hockey rink and the 
visitor was a living legend — Bobby Orr. 

To the utter amazement and delight of 
the fifteen players on Winchester Youth 
Hockey Pee Wee A A team, Bruin and 
Black Hawk great Bobby Orr came to 
practice last week at the U.S.A, Rink. 

He didn’t just come lo sign 
autographs. He came to practice. And 
practice he did. “He just came in, sal 
down and got dressed with everybody 
else,” said coach Bob Nutile.

“He was a surprise visitor,” said Nutile.

Orr came to the practice as a favor to 
Tom McManus and Jim Mclnerny, the 
owner and general manager respectively 
of Tom Ford in Wakefield with whom Orr 
has a business relationship. McManus 
helps coach the team and Mclnerny’s son 
plays on the team. 

Of course, practice couldn’t just go on 
as usual with a hockey superstar in the 
building. “First he passed his Stanely 
Cup ring around the locker room,” said 
Nutile. “Then we took pictures for about 
twenty minutes. 

Nutile had slipped the word to the 
players’ parents just before the big event 
happened — lime enough to be there but 
too little time for them “to leak it out,” 

As a result, some seventy people were 
out on the ice snapping pictures. “Every 
parent was out there with a camera,” 
said Nutile. “1 guess they didn’t trust us 
to get the pictures ourselves.” 

After the last flash had popped and the 
parents had been coaxed to the sidelines, 
practice began. “We went right into our 
drills and he did (he drills with the kids, 
commenting and giving them little 
pointers on how they should be done 
correctly.” said Nutile. “It was all stuff 1 
had already tole them — and that made

City Detective, it has taken Francis X. 
McLaughlin many games and quite a few 
miles before he came to Harvard to do 
his best. 

“I’ve been really lucky," he recalled. 
"As you grow up, you're not sure what 
you are going to do. I got out of school and 
a friend of mine who was the coach at 
Holy Cross asked me if I'd be interested 
in a job. 

After turning down a try out invitation 
from the New York Knicks earned 
because of his own abilities as a player at 
Fordham, he turned to coaching. 

"I was single and had no respon¬ 
sibilities at the time which really helped 
because of how low the. pay was," 
McLaughlin said. He stayed at Holy 
Cross for a year between 1969 and ’70 and 
then moved on to Fordham, his alma 
mater, where he became Digger Phelps' 
assistant. The next year Phelps and his 


staff moved out to Notre Dame which, 
after a transition year, then became a 
national powerhouse. 

As assistant coach and recruiting 
coordinator, McLaughlin had a big hand 
in bringing players like Adrian Dantley, 
John Shumate, Kelly Tripuka, Gary 
Brokaw, and Bruce Flowers to South 
Bend. It also gave McLaughlin, the 
narrow-minded New Yorker, a chance to 
see the country. 

“1 was very provincial, being a 
typical easterner, when I went out to 
Notre Dame,” he said. There he met 
Susan, now his wife and the mother of 
four-and-a-half year old Tara Marie and 
22-month-old Mary Heather. So far the 


family has yet to miss one of dad’s home 
games 

It was live years after he had arrived 
at Notre Dame when McLaughlin and 
Phelps sat down over breakfast to 
discuss the job offer from Harvard. 

"Digger told me 'That’s a great job’,” 
McLaughlin said. And so foresaking 
television coverage and amenities of 
belonging to a national athletic power, he 
left for the east to join up with a national 
academic power. McLaughlin, who has 
never looked back, says coaching 
basketball at one of the country’s top 
intellectual institutions is frustrating 
only in the wins and losses column. 

"There are frustrations,” he said. 


"The high academic standards make it 
very difficult. If Harvard had athletic 
scholarships, I think we'd be in the top 
ten in the country. 

"Players have different priorities 
here,” McLaughlin continued. "A lot of 
teams are just worried about being 
academically eligible to play. For a final 
exam, most kids study six hours — the 
Harvard kid studies 30 hours. 

"I think there's a tremendous amount 
of pride to do your best no matter what It 
is,” McLaughlin remarked. “Our 
basketball team has the highest 
academic standing of any team in the Ivy 
League.” 

And that is one standing McLaughlin

He suggested that colleges 
only be allowed to grant the same 
number of athletic scholarships as 
athletes who graduate. 

‘If every school in the country was 
based on financial aid, that would be the 
best thing,” he stated, 

But basketball school or not, 
McLaughlin says he is happy to stay 
where he is as long as they want him. 

“I can see myself coaching at Har¬ 
vard for the next 20 years,” he said. "My 
friends tell me, ‘You're the only coach in 
the greater Boston area who isn’t looking 
to move’. 

“It is a great job — I think it's one of 
the best jobs in the country,” 
McLaughlin continued. 

As for the choice to live in Winchester, 
the coach doesn’t think he could have 
done any better there either. 

“I love it here,” he said, “We moved 
here on a fluke, bought the house in a day 
and a half. We have the greatest neigh¬ 
bors and the area is great.” 

Among his more distant neighbors is 
Bob McCabe a six-foot-ten Harvard 
junior and former Sachem who plays for 
the Crimson. 

Although a number of neighbors 
accompany the McLaughlin clan to home 
games, he thinks that many Win- 
chesterites are missing out on the fun 
only eight miles away in Cambridge, 

"People here should be aware that 
they are welcome at Harvard,” 
McLaughlin said.

The town has taken the first steps 
toward offering adolescents alternatives 
to smashing windows and hanging 
around the rotary. 

Reversing last year’s trend of 
Recreation Dept, budget cuts, the 
Finance Committee Monday approved a 
$103,219 budget for that department. That 
amount includes $13,000 for an assistant 
recreation director to coordinate ac¬ 
tivities for adolescents. 

"I’m very pleased the FinCom saw fit 
to recommend the budget to Town 
Meeting,” said Rec. Dept. Director Ken 
Cereghino, “I feel this is a positive step 
towards addressing the problem of 
adolescents in this town.” 

But that budget approval followed a 
debate on the necessity of an assistant 
director and after the FinCom defeated a 
motion lo cut the $13,000 slated for the 
assistant. 

"If this coordinator will be organizing 
programs for adolescents and high 
schoolers, organizing theatre and sports 
activities, hiring summer staff and 
issuing field permits, then what will be 
left for the recreation director to do?” 
asked FinCom member Marilyn Pastore. 

The assistant director position was 
eliminated from the Rec. Dept, following 
a series of budget cuts last year. 

After Prop. 2.5, Town Meeting cut the 
$103,600 budget to $34,000 less than what 
it was the previous year. Referring to the 
large amount of cuts his budget suffered, 
Cereghino likened last year’s budget to 
"a ping pong ball in a hurricane.” 

At Monday’s meeting, Paslore ob¬ 
jected to allocating money for a 
management position, saying she would 
prefer to see funds put into programs. 

"Last year, he (Cereghino! increased 
his secretary’s hours so she could handle 
fees which were never instituted," 
Pastore said. "She could use the extra

and type, the type of site — both 
topographically and in relation to the rest 
of the neighborhood — interior condition 
and exterior condition, and the quality of 
bathrooms and kitchens. 

Neighborhoods were not grouped by 
the area of town they were in, but by the 
type of houses along each type of street. 
So a section off Forest st. might be 
considered the same "neighborhood” as 
another section near the Medford line. 

The neighborhoods in Patten's 
definition are streets "with similar 
houses, similar house values, lot sizes 
which are alike, and locations which are 
similar to each other,” according to 
Mirick. 

There are live neighborhood 
classifications, and the classification 
your home is listed in has a lot to do with 
its value, Patten’s "comparable" houses, 
the sales prices of which determine your 
assessment, are picked because they are 
in the same neighborhood. 

Each neighborhood has been assigned 
an average lot value by Patten according 
to Mirick. These numbers are not the 
price of the land, he said, but they do give 
an indication of how much being in each 
neighborhood is worth, in relation lo the 
other neighborhoods. 

The most expensive Patten "neigh¬ 
borhood" is colored green on the Patten 
map, and carries u value of $50,000. Only 
two areas of town fit into this high-priced 
area the Arlington street-Swan road- 
Myopia Hill road area; and the Lorena- 
Lawson-Leslie road section of town. 
Wedgemere avenue is also included in 
that neighborhood. 

The second neighborhood, with a 
value of $40,000 and colored orange, is 
scattered throughout town, Most of the 
subdivisions along Johnson road are in 
this category, and so are the streets 
around Wildwood st., and off the lower 
end of Main street.

FinCom member Cynthia Samoiloff said 
she was "sure the secretary was not 
sitting around waiting for something in 
happen” and noted thal each Inp 
scheduled requires a groat deal ot 
planning and phone calls.

$13,000 from the budget, saying he could 
not see cutting an already miniscule

"1 can’t see making any further cuts 
from a recreation budget which is 
already miniscule for a town the size of 
Winchester," he said "Especially 
culling someone who will pul in all those 
hours and do all the work this coordinator 
will do for that small amount of money ' 

"I support thiii position," agreed 
FinCom member Dan Ciotli. Par¬ 
ticularly when we hear lots of complaints 
that there is no place for the kids in town 
to go." 

Pastore argued that while she it Iso 
agreed thal the Rec Dept budget was 
small, she would rather see the $l3,ooo 
used on programs. 

"We’re spending $3n,lHH! already for 
administration on a $100,090 budget." she 
said "I'd rather see lhat money invested 
in programs so ihe fees to use them 
would not be so high, 

"I just think were gelling loo top 
heavy in administration,” she added 

Samoiloff noled that with an assistant 
director, more self-support in^ programs 
could lx* coordinated lo bring in ad 
ditional funds for activities. She also 
pointed out that Cereghino has waiting 
lists of tropic who want lo join programs 

Only Pastore voted in favor of the 
motion to eliminate the $ 1 : 1.0011 budgeted 
for an assilant The FinCom then 
unanimously approved the $1113,219 Rec 
Dept, budget

The middle-range homes, which 
Patten gives a numerical value of $:i:t,ooo 
to, arc generally confined in llie area 
around the Ambrose School and al the 
upper end of Johnson road. 

The second lowest neighborhoods, 
valued at $27,000, are the streets running 
between Washington street and Highland 
avenue, the streets surrounding the 'Town 
Forest, and a section of roads off Coring 
avenue. 

The lowest valued neighborhoods, at 
$20,000, according to Patten, are between 
Washington street and the B&M Railroad 
line, the homes in the old Noonan School 
district, and houses in the Cross street 
area. 

Other factors considered in the 
asscssernont were only important m 
certain eases. Mirick noted that although 
traffic going by the I rant -of the house was 
considered in each assossement, it made 
a difference in the final figure only if the 
traffic was listed as “heavy" 

When houses in I own were assessed, 
Patton personnel went through each 
house, checked off each of the 40 factors, 
and measured the house against town 
sketches. 

If no one was home, Patton’s ap¬ 
praisers would estimate condition hy 
looking at the outside of the house, Mirick 
said. 

After going through the house, the 
various factors were fed into the com¬ 
puter, which compared the house to the 
1400 sold houses which the whole 
assessment was based on, Mirick said. 

The computer would chose from those 
1400 houses the ones in the same "neigh¬ 
borhood", he explained. Then, hy using 
the factors important to sale price, it 
would line up the sold houses in those 
neighborhoods, according to the 
similarity to the house being assessed. 

The live most similar houses, and 
their sales price, determined the 
assessment.

Assessment Slowed To Solve Computer Puzzles 


By JOHN Wll.PKKS 

The Hoard of Assessors Monday 
moved to calm taxpayers' fears about 
possible assessment inequities by vowing 
not to submit the assessments to the state 
for certification until computer 
problems that “may exist" are resolved. 

“We hear you guys." Assessor 
Chairman George Andersen told the two 
dozen citizens jammed into the meeting 
room. “We just want you to hear vis. We 
will not press for final certification until 
we are certain that the product we have 
is a good one and that changes have been 
made that will insure that there are fair 
and equitable assessments throughout 
the town. 

“I live in town, too, you know," added 
Andersen, “And 1 will not stick the town 
with a bad job just to meet a deadline." 

Last week, the Assessors were 
presented with petitions bearing the 
signatures of hundreds of residents who 
asked that the process be slowed down or 
thrown out entirely, After Monday's 
meeting, the Assessors said they Tell 
their promise of a delay answered some 
of the petitioners concerns. 

“1 think they interpret our action 
tonight as indicating that we have heeded 
their requests to some degree." said 
board member Sumner Beal. 

Andersen said the board will meet 
soon with representatives of I he ap¬ 
praisal firm and the computer 
programming company to review the 
program and the data used to determine 
the assessments. The potential problem. 


according to Andersen,involves the 
methodology used to choose five 
properties to compare with a property 
being assessed. Andersen said the board 
found changes “that we couldn’t un¬ 
derstand'’ in the so-called comparable 
properties between Ihe first computer 
print-out in September l!HU and the final 
one last month. 

But citizens’ hopes for changes based 
on a computer error were not raised 
when the president of the appraisal firm 
addressed the meeting later in the 
evening. Robert Fatten, president of 
Fatten Appraisal Associates, said he and 
the bead of the computer programming 
company Finnegan Associates, had 
talked about the Winchester program. 
“We discussed the concerns of the Board 
of Assessors and 1 told him I thought the 
values were good," said Patten. “He 
thought so too. 

“Every job we have done in 
Massachusetts has been certified by the 
slate every single one," Patten said. 

Glancing over his shoulder at the 
large crowd. Patten said, “This doesn't 
surprise ine — everyone is looking for 
lower values and less taxes, 

“I'm satisfied with the values in 
Winchester and I don’t say that lightly," 
he continued. “Let me put it this way — 
I've been in this business a long time and 
I’m sure there are individual values that 
are skewed, but in general terms, and 
you can quote me and boo me, Win¬ 
chester got a good program." 

Andersen and the board agreed with

Patten — to some extent. 

“We are still satisfied that the total 
dollar value or 90 percent of the 
properties is pretty good,” said 
Andersen. “But there were changes in 
the computer program from the first run 
to the second run that we couldn’t find 
any basis for. It may be a major 
problem, it may be a minor problem, it 
may be a technological problem." 

Whether or not there is a computer 
programming problem, the question of 
the effect of the delay remained cloudy 
We know there will be some changes 



and we would like to have those cranked 
into the computer program.” said Beal. 

But Andersen and board member 
Werner Carlson weren't so sure. “If after 
meeting with the computer people we 
find the key to the program and we are 
satisfied with it, we won’t need a new’ 
print out," said Carlson. 

“If it is not needed, we won’t burden 
the town with a new print-out if it will 
only duplicate what we have now," added 
Andersen. 

Those statements prompted several 
citizens to object strenuously, including 


one ot the leaders ot the petition drives. 
“If you get (he exact same print uul, you 
haven’t corrected the mistakes," said 
Jack Farrell, of Pierreponl rd. "A 
number ol inequities have been brought 
before the board and these inequities 
should be corroded in Ihe list and then in 
the system as a whole. 

“We'd like to see you make all the 
assessments and eomparallies correct, 
publish a new list and say ‘ah. we did a 
great job!’ and only then send out Ihe tax 
bills." Farrell added. 

Andersen had indicated earlier that 
one deterrent to printing a new list might 
he the cost to the town, which he 
estimated could be as high as $7 ,ihhi 

Maureen Ulinskas, of Lloyd si., 
suggested that Andersen might be 
looking in the wrong place for funding 
another computer run “If the people 
responsible lor performing the 
revaluation made errors so that we have 
to make changes that require an ad¬ 
ditional program. 1 don’t think it would 
be the town's responsibility to pay for the 
computer time, or even the paper it is run 
on," she said. 

“I would agree." replied Andersen. 
“If we fee! it is their responsibility, we 
would not volunteer to pay for it." 

The assessors told the group of 
citizens at the meeting that they are in 
the process of checking various neigh¬ 
borhoods for individual errors, and 
patterns of errors. 

“We are covering Leslie road. 
Pierreponl mad. the area around the 


hospital and Forest street,’’ said Carlson. 
“The process is still going on and if we 
grant an abatement in one neighborhood, 
it won't just go to the people who come in 
if it is a problem common to an entire 
neighborhood. 

The question of the tardiness of the 
appraisal firm was raised again Monday 
by Frank Lambiase, of Tremonl street. 
“Patten was supposed to start within 30 
days after he signed the contract with the 
town in June of ItHMl," said Lambiase, 
“Did he start on July 2?" 

“No. replied Beal, “He claimed he 
didn’t have the personnel. He had 
problems he didn’t anticipate." 

'He acluuity couldn'l start until 
September 2 when he had obtained a 
performance lx»nd,“ said ljimbiasc. 
“And since he couldn’t and didn't start 
for two to three months, is it safe to 
assume he was in default of his con¬ 
tract?" 

"Yes," replied Beal. 

“Did you grant him an official ex¬ 
tension?" asked lambiase. 

We did receive a request," replied 
Beal, “but we didn’t grant it." 

“Then the man is in jeopardy of 
contract penally, 1 ’ said Lambiase 

At that point, Andersen intervened. 
"We are aware of that document (the 
contract) and we have discussed it in 
executive session,” he said. “But it was 
our opinion and that of the town manager 
and town counsel that getting the job 
dune was more important than receiving 
an award or judgment in court."

Forum Focuses On 
Big Worry - Assessments

There is one thing on the voters' 
minds going into the March 30 town 
election — assessments. 

At the Candidates Forum sponsored 
by the League of Women Voters Sunday 
at the Jenks Senior Center, the two 
candidates for the Board of Assessors 
were deluged with questions, while 
candidates for the other town offices 
watched in silence. 

The two assessor's candidates, Joseph 
Bentley of 8 Stratford rd. and Sherman 
Josephson of 41 Salisbury street, first 
took turns blasting the current Board of 
Assessors for not being responsive to the 
public outcry over the Patten 
revaluation. 

Then, both candidates called for a 
public hearing, if not before the election, 
then after it, and asked that the 
assessment not be sent to the state until 
one of them was seated on the board. 

But the two candidates didn’t quite 
mimic each other through the entire 
forum. Asked how they would review 
Patten Appraisal Associates' revaluation 
of the town, Bentley answered that an 
outside appraisal should be done, while 
Josephson felt that the assessors

To the candidates, the question in next 
week's town election is whether Win¬ 
chester voters prefer experience to new 
ideas.

As Gil Rodrigues, a candidate for the 
School Committee put it, “New problems 




themselves could do much to correct 
inequities. 

Bentley, in his opening statement, 
said the “taxpayers need and deserve an 
open hearing, so the story of the Patten 
appraisal can be told in the open." 

Josephson also called for a public 
hearing, “unless things have gone loo far 
by the election." 

Both candidates stated that a public 
hearing was needed to satisfy the 
angered taxpayers who have not yet 
received concrete answers to their 
questions about Patten’s assessment 
method. 

“I’m offended to read of the assessors 
saying T don’t know the answer, when 
asked specific or general questions about 
the reassessment," said Josephson. 

Bentley complained that there ap¬ 
peared to be errors in the assessment 
program, and that nothing had been done 
to explain or rectify those errors. 

“We hear about computer errors — 
and the whole thing is based on computer 
comparisons," said Bentley. “If errors 
occurred, they would have been carried 
forward through the whole assessment.

require new solutions and most im¬ 
portantly, new solutions need new 
ideas."

Erwin Molds 

A molding technique developed by Dr. 
Lewis Erwin of Fletcher Street, du Pont 
Associate Professor of Mechanical 
Engineering at MIT, promises to reduce 
the cost and time involved in applying 
insulation to components of the Space 
Shuttle’s external fuel tank. 

The technique called vented com¬ 
pression molding — has been accepted by 
Martin Marietta Aerospace, which 
produces the tanks for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration. 

The MIT molding process can also be 
used in any industrial application that 
requires shaping and compacting of 
particulates. 

Martin Marietta’s Michoud Division 
in New Orleans, where the tanks are 
made, said the new technique could save 
about $100,000 per tank. The external 
tank is the only major non-reusable 
element of the Shuttle. Martin Marietta 
will make one tank for each of the more 
than 400 shuttle flights NASA has 
scheduled through the mid-1990's.

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WHS Students Protest Loss Of April Vacation

You'll understand when you're older. 

At least that is what the School 
Committee seemed to be saying to the 
dozen Winchester High School students 
who showed up at Monday Night's 
regular meeting, according to some of 
the students, 

The students came to protest the lack 
of April vacation this spring and 
presented the committee with a petition 
signed by 342 students and some 
teachers. 

"Going from February to June is a 
long time without a vacation." said WHS 
senior Julie Marashlian. chairman of the 
WHS Elections Committee. 

"Teachers are going to be tired and 
students are going to be tired too," 
Marashlian continued, adding that April 
vacation is traditionally when seniors 
make college decisions and families can 
be together. 


But trumpets at Jericho these and 
other arguments by the students were 
not. In defending their decision, the 
committee repeatedly underscored the 
extensiveness of considerations that led 
up to last year’s decision to cut the April 
vacation. 

The decision to eliminate the April 
vacation was made last year at this time. 
Two major factors in the choice were this 
school year’s late start and the com¬ 
mittee’s feeling that the students would 
benefit most from as early a year-end 
dismissal as possible, committee 
Chairman Roger Bauman noted. The 
specific restrictions on flexibility with 
the school calendar are a contractual 
stipulation with the teachers that 
requires school to open after Labor Day 
and the state requirement for a 
minimum of 180 school days, Haunian 
explained. 

The committee reportedly chose to 
cut the April vacation while leaving one 


in February from among three options. 
The other two alternatives were one. to 
leave the old February and April 
vacation and dismiss late, and two. was 
to consolidate both into a single March 
break. The latter was considered unwise 
because the February vacation time is 
needed to recuperate from winter 
illnesses, the committee said 

The committee pointed out two 
particular disadvantages to maintaining 
the April vacation and which would move 
dismissal back to June 29. 

One detriment to late dismissal would 
he a late start in the summer and longer 
term job market, according to Bauman 
Hot summer distractions would l>c 
another disadvantage to a late end of 
school, committee memtor Constance 
Papas said. 

“I have yet to meet the student who 
can concentrate when it s Ha degrees and 
sunny outside,’' Papas remarked. 
Committee member Catherine 


Alexander added that the two three-day 
weekends in April and the "vast amount 
of release time” were other con¬ 
siderations in cutting the April vacation 

“We don't discuss vacations in 
isolation," she told I lie crowded com 
milleeronm at Sanlxirn House. "We try 
to provide you as students with as much 
time for learning as |x>ssiblo " 

But many ol those present were not 
encouraged by llu* committee's logic 
Mention was made of the fact I hat 
Winchester is alone among area school 
systems in culling llu* April break. Ami. 
in lad. one school administration official 
said during a break tliai lhe six or seven 
Project SEEM '‘communities that have 
to be bused in during April" might pose 
difficulties. 

Defense ol tin* April vacation also 
came from a WHS parent and North 
Billerica elementary school teacher. 
Mrs. Sonya Marashlian of Lebanon st 
Marashlian said she tel! she should speak 


Seven Teachers Laid Off Now, More To Go 


Spring cleaning time can be a 
terrifying one for untenured teachers in 
Winchester. 

As part of an annual rile of spring 
begun in the late 1970s, the School 
Administration lias once again started 
giving lay off notices to unlenured 
teachers, Director of Personnel, Diane 
Hall explained. 

This time at Monday night’s regular 
School Committee meeting, it was a list 
of seven untenured third-year teachers 
who got the axe by a unanimous com¬ 
mittee vote. 

The list of Lhose teachers whose 
contracts will not be renewed for the 1982 
to '83 school year include the following: 
Maureen Archambault of English Dept, 
at McCall Junior High School: Charles E. 
Arthur of the L and B class at McCall; 
Lee Benkhe of the English and Foreign 
Language Depts. at Winchester High 
School; MarieC. Franklin of the English 
Dept, at WHS; Donald P. Kozak of the 
Business Education Dept, at WHS; Helen 
M. Nagle of the Business Educatioan 
Dept, at WHS; and Cynthia Papoulias of 


the Early Childhood Education of the 
WIN Program. 

At the next meeting. Hall said, it will 
probably be a list of 14 untenured second 
and first year teachers, in other words 
the remaining untenured teachers in the 
system, who will be given their walking 
papers. 

But the fortunate, and probably for 
the teachers ulcer producing oddity of 
the spring lay-off ritual is that many of 
them stand a good chance of being 
rehired, at least the seven third-year 
ones, Hall said in a telephone interview 

"The likelihood of those seven being 
recalled is pretty good,” she said, 

"There may well be positions for 
these teachers but that it is not yet 
known," Committee Chairman Roger 
Bauman said after the meeting. 

The reason these often unnecessary 
lay off notices are sent out every year is a 
combination of statutory, contractual, 
financial squeezing, and declining 
enrollment reasons. Hall stated. 

By law, any unlenured teacher who is 
not layed off by April 15 is automatically 
rehired. "Because of the declining

enrollments and the constraints posed by 
Proposition 2.5," School Supl William (’ 
MacDonald said at the meeting, the 
committee can not afford to commit 
itself to keeping all the teachers 

Town Meeting’s May dale is another 
reason the administration must lire all 
unlenured teachers in spite of whether 
some will he rehired, Hall said I’M is 
where the Administration learns how 
they must staff and with how much 
money 

"If Town Meeting were in December 
we wouldn’t have to lay off and recall." 
she slated. 

But as it is, the untenured teachers 
who are tired must wait until June to 
hear if they will he teaching in Win 
Chester next fall According to Hall, these 
anxious waits are just pari of the harsh

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realities or being a teacher in the 80s 
"We did exactly the same thing last 
year." she remarked. "These third year 
teachers have had two previous years ol 
lay ofls and recalls They understand 
better what the tinaneial constraints 
are." 

Hall said that some tenured teachers 
will probably also be getting the bad 
news in the form ol a pmk slip 

“We’ve been laying off tenured 
teachers since the mid 70s." she staled 
Tin sure we ll have to lay oft some' and 
demote others tins year " 

Declining enrollment is one of the 
teachers' major enemies, although 
MacDonald said that the drop is star¬ 
ting to slow down a little bit 

"With every 25 kids dropped, that’s a 
teacher,” MacDonald explained 


on behalf of the element ary-age students 
who could not come to represent their 
feelings. 

"I can tell you they need that time 
off," she said about younger students "l 
urge you to possibly reconsider for the 
sake of all students in the system " 

One WHS student, junior David 
Sheehy. asked the committee if there was 
precedent for culling the April vacation. 

“I personally can’t remember a time 
when there wasn't an April vacation." 
Sheehy said to the committee. 

"As I told my children who have 
discussed this ad imuseum we're 
talking about a minimum." Papas told 
the students. Papas then spoke at some 
length about the committee’s decision 
making process concerning the vacation 
cut 

But in the minds of many of the 
students present. Papas' comments were 
among others that represented a con¬ 
descending altitude toward the students 
who had come to protest 

"I think they were being a little hit 
unreasonable and kind of snobby," said 
WHS senior Melissa Kuglev, who 
presented the students petition that was 
begun at the end ol last week Kuglev led 
a group of students who met with WHS 
Principal Vincent LaKoeeo on Friday to 
discuss the vacation situation. 

"1 just didn't like llie way they Uhe 
committeei were laughing," she staled 
during a later telephone interview "It's 
just not good to be jeered at when you're 
making a sincere statement." 

The biggest laugh of the night was 
generated by the comments of William 
McCarter of Mt Pleasant si McCarter 
suggested that perhaps I here was some 
constitutional protection Im* the April 
vacation considering its elimination 
"might amount to cruel and unusual 
punishment " 

"They were laughing at us last night." 
said the student Marashlian from her 


home. “I'd like to see some definite 
respectful response from the school 
committee." 

At the end of the discussion, student 
questions prompted Steve Gorrie, 
president of the Winchester Educators 
Association, to say the teachers might 
consider lifting the start after Labor Day 
stipulation. 

"1 suppose it's something we could 
talk about." Gorrie said 

The committee’s final comments 
came from Papas who asked that the 
teachers he consulted about "flexibility" 
in regard to starting earlier 

Meanwhile, Kuglev and Marashlian 
said that they are rounding up student 
opinion and trying to form .i group to 
represent that opinion 

We're not going to d<> anything 
drastic, that wouldn't m .-umplish 
anything " Marashlian said Right now 
the main concern is how does the school 
feel ” 

Kuglev added that thr\ would .'(tempi 
to hold a school wide assrmhl). but said 
the end result of lhr protrsi would 
probably be symbolic 

"Even if we don't get an Apnl 
vacation some kind nt protrsi has to hr 
made because next year lbe students will 
just get walked mi. Kuglr\ commented 
The school committee will vote on the 
1982 to ’83 school year calendar at its next 
regular meeting on April 12 Sc I mol 
superintendent William l’ Ma» Donald 
presented the committee with tliree 
options to vote on at that tune 

The first option, which Mai Donald 
endorsed, would l>e lo have vacations in 
Eebruary and April with a June 21 **t .!:■ 
dismissal depending on wealhet con 
tingeneies.

Groux Says 
Stashed Money 
Just Error 

A chagrined Tom Groux told the 
Finance Committee last week that 
money that had been supposedly 
“buried" in his budget was an oversight 
made in the last-minute rush to get the 
budget together. 

Last week, the FinCom slammed the 
Public Safely departments lor "burying" 
funds for a copy machine and two 
telephone systems in Ihe |>olice cruiser 
budget item. 

FinCom member Paul St oiler called it 
“the poorest job of burying money I’ve 
ever seen." 

But Groux explained this week that 
the capital budget item containing the 
cruisers, copier and telephones had lieen 
put together the last weekend before the 
budget had to go to the FinCom. and "in 
the rush, only the section explaining Ihe 
police cruisers got in." 

Groux senl a memo to the FinCom 
Thursday, detailing each of the other 
purchases in the budget item. In the 
memo, he noted “the committee has 
already acted un this account, hut might 
wish to reconsider its vote in light of a 
lullcr explanation from me." 

Both the telephones and the copy 
machine were cut out of the budget by the 
FinCom. along with two of Ihe four 
cruisers requested. 

Two telephone systems are included 
in the budget — one for the Tonw Hall, 
and one for the combined police-fire 
dispatch system, due to be installed I his 
year. 

The FinCom voted several weeks ago 
not to fund the Town Hall phones. Groux 
noted that the police-fire phone would 
“be much easier lor the single dispatcher 
than two telephone hoards, even if they 
were side by side." 

The copy machine, Groux continued, 
was for the first floor of Town Hall, and 
“would he mosl beneficial, save staff 
time of employees running between 
floors, etc. It is not essential, hut very

Town Counsel Douglas Honda 11 is still 
advising the town try to meet the April ! 
"deadline" lor submitting Fatten 
Associates valuation of the town to the 
state for certification. 

Last week, an official from the state 
Department of Revenue told The Star 
"There is no April 1 deadline." 

"The April l date in the statute is for 
guidance," said Jane Malme, chief of th< 
Bureau of Local Assessments. "The onlj 
requirement is that the tax bills go out by 
the end of the fiscal year." 

But Randall told the selectmen 
Monday night that he still feels the 
statute which allowed the town to sene 
out estimated lax bills last fall requires 
assessment submitted by April 1 ." 

"I am still of the opinion that the 
deadline staled without equivocation is 
still a deadline," said Randall. "1 suggest 
we amend the law or comply with it." 

However. Randall said that from The 
Star article, and a conversation with a 
Revenue Department official, he had 
concluded "that if we failed to meet the 
deadline, there probably would be no 
penalty exacted except the practical 
penalty of having the tax bills go out late.

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Cable Expands News Coverage 


Cable television subscribers in 
Winchester will soon be gelling a new 
news channel and expanded coverage of 
the congressional actions on their tubes 

But one lonely subscriber will be 
losing a movie channel, as the American 
Theatre Network is going off the air. 

Continental Cablevisioi. systems 
manager Steve Pollack explained the 
three latest changes in Continental’s 
programming to the selectmen at their 
Monday night meeting. 

First. Pollack explained, C-Span, the 
congressional news network, will soon be 
moving to its own channel which 
currently shares time with a second 
station, which will be moving lo its own 
channel. 

The next change will bring Ted 
Turner's Cable News Network II to 
Winchester. CNN 11 will replace another 
news channel now carried on Continental 
— North American Newstime. 

Pollack explained that many 
customers had been dissatisfied with 
North American Newstime, which shows 
black and white still photographs ex¬ 
plained by a narrator. 

“Basically, customers complained 
that it was boring," said Pollack “It’s in 
black and white, it breaks down a lot, 
CNN II will be live rather than with 
photos. 

The third change is the elimination ol 
the “mini-movie" channel, American 
Theatre Network, Pollack said The 
network had offered a cheaper alter¬ 
native to the other pay movie channels, 
charging half of what Home Box Office, 
Cinema or Showtime does, and showing 
movies only from (> p.m. to 11 p.m., he 
explained. 


But, Pollack continued, the call for 
American Theatre Network had been 
more of a whisper in Winchester — only 
two subscribers had signed up for the 
programming, and one had already 
dropped it — and everywhere else. As a 
result, the company was going off the air. 

Pollack also reported to selectmen 
that Continental was almost through with 
its marketing of the town, and would 


hook up every home by mid-April. Once 
all the homes had been hooked up for the 
first time, he said, then Continental 
would begin installing second sets in 
homes. 

Over 2900 customers are now 
receiving cable television in Winchester, 
Pollack noted, and he projected that 
there would be J400 customers by the end 
of April.

I got to thinking the other day, 
while glancing through a book of 
fairytales: there’s a real gang of 
stepmothers in these stories. 
Wherever you look they keep 
popping up, out of all proportion, 
it would seem, to the population 
at large. 

And they’re a bad lot too, 
every one of them - nasty and 
grudging and sharptongued 
toward their offspring. There are 
stepmothers like Snow White’s 
who are jealous of their kids; 
stepmothers like Cinderella’s 
who make them do all the dirty 
work; even stepmothers like 
Hansel and Gretal's who keep 
trying to lose them all in the 
woods.

Well, the classical theory 
begins by suggesting that these 
stories spring from the collective 


place is this fierce and snarling 
meanie. Thus does the child 
rationalize mom’s change in 
temperament. Thus has the 
change been fossilized Into the 
stuff of folk tales. 


It’s a good theory I think. If 
you ask me, it hits the old nail 
square on the head. ‘Cause 
there’s nothing more sudden and 
more unpredictable than the 
swings we mothers experience in 
our behavior toward the 
children.... 

When we’re nice, there’s no 
one nicer. The four-year-old is 
throwing up on Grandma? Don't 
worry, honey ; grandmothers are 
washable. The toddler just put 
the cat in the dryer? Well, her 
paws were a bit damp, I suppose, 
A hysterical wee one can come 
indoors varnished in popsicle- 
melt and swarming with a 
civilization /of ant-life and be 
greeted by fils calming mother 
who manages to steel herself and 
say, "Not a problem, 
David. ..this is not a problem..." 

We do anything in these 
moods to soother their little 
spirits. 

We sing custom-made 
lullabies for them each night, 
plugging in the right child's 


name and inventing rhymed 
references to the ac¬ 
complishments of the day. We 
make underwear and pocket- 
books for their dollies. We give 
tea parties for their Imaginary 
friends. 

We serve one child a yokeless 
egg and the other the whiteless 
version all according to each 
one’s taste. We remember never 
to tear the toast apart. On the 
other hand we remember always 
to separate the two frosted 
halves of the Oreos with swift 
and surgical precision.. And 
when there's yet another ac¬ 
cident in the day’s fifth pair of 
training pants, we smile cheerily 
as we unroll another yard or two 
of paper toweling. 

There’s no one like us... 

But suddenly, it all changes. 
Suddenly we begin reacting 
differently to the litany of small 
infractions. Without warning, 
that litany comes to resemble 
the Daily Crime Report Now, we 
learn, someone just gave the 
fern a crewcut; now, we hear, 


they're jumping on the antique 
bed; now, a glance out the 
window tells us, they're 
fastening our bras on the neigh¬ 
borhood dogs. 

Suddenly, we've had enough, 
"All right, THAT’S IT! M we yell 
to no one in particular, and the 
transformation begins. We 
become rabid snarling creatures 
muttering to ourselves as we 
bang the pots and pans. We 
closet ourselves in the bathroom 
and rant. We threaten to scream 
If one more child at one more 
dinner makes a point of saying 
"I hate this meal." We’re not 
even above yanking them around 
a bit by their little arms. 

But fortunately for us all, 
these moods pass too, and pass 
without causing much damage. 
The kids certainly appear to be 
unfazed by them, that’s for sure. 
"There’s Old Mom, going off the 
deep end again" is what their 
expressions seems to say. "Well, 
none of my business" their mild 
faces suggest, as they turn once 
more to the business at hand. 


I don’t think it hurts for us to 
be so schizophrenic. Maybe it’s 
even salubrious to exorcise our 
spirits with these stepmotherly 
outbreaks now and again. As 
long as we don’t hit the kids of 
course, or make fun of their 
artwork let's say, or tell them 
it’s their fault we never went to 
law school, maybe it's OK to let 
them see that we’re not all like 
the mothers in the TV com¬ 
mercials, at least not all the 
time. A good operatic scene 
cleanses the blood; it makes a 
nice bit of melodrama. And in 
the end, it makes us all gladder 
to climb back into the Nice 
Mommy role.... 

Its important not to take these 
changes too seriously. But if we 
suggest a nice walk In the woods 
with the children, maybe 
someone ought to tell them: 
bring along a bag of bread 
crumbs - just in case!

I have spent some time over the past 
several weeks listening to the Board of 
Assessors justifying a sloppy revaluation 
job. I have found the constant 
stonewalling tactics disheartening.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I brought up the subject of my garden 
last Sunday night at the League of 
Women Voters Candidates Night, and 
was far from satisfied with the stock 
answers I received from the various 
candidates for the office of assessor. 

The facts are these: over 40 years ago 
I purchased from old Sam Symmes a 
piece of land behind my house, com¬ 
prising 10280 square feet of land. I bought 
it to use as a garden, and I have used it as 
agarden ever since. I use ail of it as a 
garden, and for no other purpose. I have, 
in some years, had as many as 32 dif¬ 
ferent kinds of berries and vegetables 
growing there. 

I do not use it as a subterfuge (two 
tomato plants and a 10-foot row of 
spinach of whatever) in a corner. I use all 
of it except for a pathway through the 
middle and around the edge. 

We use all the vegetables we can 
possibly eat, and I give the rest away. 

I paid old Sam what he asked for the 
land, $500, I think it was, and I have no 


doubt that Sam charged me what he 
thought the land was worth. 

I realize that prices for buildable lots 
have gone up slightly in Winchester since 
then, but it really did take my breath 
away when I read that the Patten Co. had 
assessed me $33,000 for that quarter-acre 
of farm land. I have never tried to sell it, 
but I sincerely doubt if I could get that 
much for it even if I did. 

Be that as it may, my position in this 
matter is this: the day I go down to the 
Town Hall and apply for a permit to build 
on this property, I shall expect to have it 
assessed for its value as a residential 
property. But so long as I continue (and 
may it be a long time) to use it as a 
source of fresh vitamins, then let the 
town give way a bit and force me to pay a 
nominal tax. Let's say, for instance, the 
sum of $500 each year in taxes, the same 
sum 1 paid for the whole thing In the first 
place. 

There are others in this town in the 
same predicament, and I hope that I 
speak for them as well as myself.

Selectman Michael Saraco proposed 
the streel Monday night as a temporary 
detour route to ease I raffle tie jps which 
could be caused by the closing of the 
Swanton streel bridge next month. 

The bridge will be closed for six to 
eight months while the stale repairs the 
structure, and selectmen and the town's 
Traffic Advisory Committee have been 
trying to decide on detour routes for the 
past several weeks. 

The Traffic Committee had proposed 
two alternate routes either by way of 
Main streel. Cross street ami Luring 
avenue; or by Skillings road to 
Washington streel to Swanion streel 
But Saraco said those routes wouldn't 
be enough to lake the estimated 5.500 
cars per day that travel up Swanton 
street especially in ihe case of a lire 
if there’s a fire in Ihe Parkview 
apartments, the fire trucks are going to 
have to go up Washington street to 
Swanton. and they're going to hit heavy 
traffic," said Saraco. “The traffic gets 


tied up now with a line coining out of the 
transfer station imagine what it will be 
when they dose the bridge. 

“We have to try to break up some of 
this traffic," Saraco emphasized. 

Last week, Saraco's suggestion to 
“break up the traffic" was to open 
alternate routes along Hill street and 
Spruce street. But a number of angry 
phone calls over the weekend, and the 
crowd that appeared to object to the 
proposal at the selectmen's meeting, 
convinced him another route would have 
lo be tried. 

Selectmen did vote that they would 
not consider alternate routes on either 
Spruce or Hill streets. 

So this week, Saraco suggested a road 
could be built from the gate at the 
Skillings road end of ihe high school field, 
running along the railroad embankment 
lo a second gale near the Parkview 
Apartments. Saraco said Ihe road could 
be posted “Pleasure vehicles only, no 
trucks" and be fenced off from the field 

“If the construction is along Ihe 
Woburn loop, it's not going to hurt 
anybody." said Saraco. "It would not 
cost that much money lo put in the road. 
We need an alternative route to gel the 


heavy traffic off Swanton street and 
Washington street." 

But Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia, who 
is a member of the Traffic Committee, 
said he had several misgivings about a 
road going through the field, 

“When we lay out the soccer fields, 
the field hockey fields and ihe baseball 
fields, it’s very light," said Ciarcia 
“You're talking about a road in close 
proximity to fields that are very much 
active." 

Ciarcia pointed out that the recon¬ 
struction of the Swanton street bridge 
would continue until at least next 
October, meaning Saraco's road would 
be open while high school socceer. field 
hockey, and football practices were 
taking place. 

And “another big thing" is the cost of 
building a road, said Ciarcia The 
engineer estimated that il would cost 
between $30,(HR) and $40,000 to construct a 
bituminous concrete road over the field. 

“For Ihe six month duration of the 
construction, you're not putting people to 
that much inconvenience," concluded 
Ciarcia. 

Selectman Wade Welch noted that the 
town might have lo accept the by-pass as 


a public way to avoid liability Town 
Counsel Doug Randall said that such an 
acceptance would take three months 
Bui Saraco reared up against Ihe 
objections to his proposal 

“I'm talking safety, not in¬ 
convenience." said the selectman "I'm 
not talking about a $30,000 road. I'm not 
talking about excavating three leet and 
putting in gravel. I'm not looking for a 
public way. 

“It's only going to be a detour type of 
thing," Saraco said. “And let's not wait 
on this until we have a serious accident

In moving lavorahlc action on the 
M 20,1)00 budget request. FinCom 
member Larry Tobinson said lie had 
mixed emotions' about building a 
garage on the lot. but bo called the 
proposal “a reasonable purchase." 
Tobiason pointed out that the purchase 
would fit into an overall downtown 
parking program being devised by the 
Economic Development Committee 
’ hose plans could include different types 
of parking in different areas of town The 


streets in the center would feature hourly 
parking and other sections would be for 
all day permit pa iking at a cost of about 
St daily or $800 annually. Tobiason also 
noted that the Chamber of Commerce 
had voted 29-0 in favor of the parking lot 
acquisition. 

‘•This would enable the merchants to 
park there and would provide land for a 
garage if the town wanted lo build one." 
he said “The other side of the coin is that 
should we no I buy the land, it could ami 
would be built on. Land with a value of 
$4,000 will not have ears kepi on it. Hut if 
a building is erected tliere will be even 
more cars downtown." 

Opposing the purchase of the lot, 
FinCom Member Eli Bortmansaid he did 
not want to use town funds for a project 
which would primarily benefit the 
downtown merchants. 

“They i merchants) want us to spend 
$41)0.000\the total cosl of ihe project 
including Ihe stale funds) to build 
something that will return $25,000 
i money obtained from permit parking,)” 
he argued. "We could do better by 
keeping our money in the bank. The 
numbers don't make sense." 

FinCom member Carol Johnson 
objected to the idea of spending money to 
solve a parking problem which she 
claimed did not exist 

“I would strenuously object to a $300 
badge for cars lo park there.” she said. 
“There are spots to park downtown. I'm 
there every day and 1 never have any 
trouble finding a space. I would not like 
to have passes which would only be for 
people with three hundred dollars to 


spend - the parking situation is really 
not that bad." 

FinCom member Gordon Bennett said 
he could not justify spending so much of 
Ihe state's money lor the project, saying 
that would make Winchester residents 
“extremely irresponsible citizens of the 
commonwealth” 

“To spend this money for that 
miserable piece of land is the biggest 
joke l ever heard of." he said. 

FinCom member Paul Slolier 
criticized Bennett's reasoning, noting 
that the state legislature passed a bill 
allowing towns lo use money for parking 
facilities and that other communities had 
already laken advantage of that np 
portunity. 

“As a taxpayer, you are subsidizing 
other communities’ parking facilities, so 
if you don't get a piece of the pie, then 
you’re being very foolish.” he told 
Bennett “If Winchester doesn’t gel it 
(the state funds) other town's will.” 

FinCom member Lorna Tseckares 
pointed out that while the property may 
be worth $400,000 there have been 
building proposals for the area in the 
past, and all ol them were vehemenlly 
lought by neighbors. 

Town Manager Toni Groux said he 
lias not heard any Opposition lo the land 
acquisition from any abutters or mer¬ 
chants.

FinCom member Paul Slolier said he 
favored the new courts but questioned 
whether the project would sustain frost 
heave and other problems. He moved to 
add $2,000 to the $2B,000 for an in¬ 
vestigation of the project before spending 
the money for the three "sleek” courts. 

FinCom Chairman Frank Golden, 
however, opposed that request for being 
out of the committee's purview 


“1 think we are now getting a little out 
of line," he said, “Any changes we make 
should be based on Ihe facts as we see 
them. If we think changes are needed, I 
suggest we reject the project and send it 
back for review."

Winchester esn live with *2i|* next yssr. We will even survive FY-04. 
however, »e might need to deplete surplus funds substantially. Since 
these funds ara not likely to be replenished and becauaa of the con¬ 
stricting way in which *2*i* is designed to work, the Town will aea its 
legal and financial capacity to fund future operations gradually dimin¬ 
ished. in tha long term, and without relief frost the State, both 
through Increased aid and tax rofora, Winchester simply suit reduce 
services.

Sams changes In proposed spending deserve special notes. Since moat 
‘small* agendas and dapartmdnta have already absorbed good-sized Cuts 
(111 FY-tl and FY-12) it wee difficult and in aomc cases impassible, to 
cut those agencies and departments furthsr. In fact, it Is rtally 
necessary and in some cases essential to restore staffing levels in 
small departments in order to achieve better control over total oper¬ 
ations and/or to comply with new legislation II.c., parking ticket 
fine collection). Nelow is an overview of significant changes. 

GENERAL GOVERNMENT SUPPORT 

District Courts have abandoned the processing of parking tickets. The 
Treaaurer/Collector has been named Parking Clerk and n contract has been 
signed with a computer firm to process the I.OOOl tickets issued each 
year. These are new local costa. 


A new telephone system for Town Hall is proposed which, although It will 
add to coata, should permit a more efficient uae of personnel and better 
service to the public and improved coordination of departments. 

The Economic Development Program, which got off the ground In FY-BJ, ia 
proposed for continuation in PY-07. Although there la Increased coat 
for this program, the lonq term returns to the Town are substantial 
especially if wc are able to broaden the tax base for commercial pro¬ 
perty and lighter the tax hurden for residential property. 


The School Committee ■publiahcd' a budget for FY-83 which reflected an 
Increase or approximately $500,000. Furthermore, that Increase does 
reflect possible Increases for teachers' aalaries. Although the School 
Comffll11ee has rot yet ‘adopted* a budget and, therefore, has not sub¬ 
mitted a School Budget, 1 am using a budget figure for the School por¬ 
tion of the Town Manager's Proposed Budget thst 1 b $140,000 lower than 
the "published* School Budget. This figure could rhanqe I up or downl 
and since the Town Hanaqer cannot change the figures submitted by the 
School Committee, the final changes made by the School Committee (not 
the Manager's figures) will need to be accepted and considered by the 
Finance Committee. 

C ULTURE AND RECRE ATION (Program 1000) 

Madeat reductions (less than St) in the Library Budget were made. The 
Library Trustees, assuming they would accept such changes, may wish to 
absorb the reduction In any number of areas (atafr, supplies, etc.). 

The reduction for the Library, even if it wore applied aolcly against 
the book account, would permit a 10* increase in that item of expendi¬ 
ture which, of course, Ih the primary item of supply for the Library. 

A Youth Coordinator position for the Recreation Department la proposed 
for FY-B). This la a position lost last year but ia very beneficial 
in planning and conducting adolrscent programs . Winchester's Recreation 
Program Is extremuly smallj not just in comparison to other department 
proqraiu, but in comparison to other corvnuni t i ea ' recreation proqrama. 

It has also become very dependent on user fees. Considering the hundreds 
of other full time positions that exist throughout Town government 
Ipolice, fire, education, library, health, public works, etc.) a single 
position to bo concerned primarily with youth needs Is a reasonable am) 
a good investment. Winchester's youth deserve a youth advocate. 

HEALTH AMD SOCIAL 5ERVICr.S (Program 4000) 

No significant changes are proposed In this area. Both the Board of 
Health and the rouncil on Aging absorbed cuts in FY-BI and FY-82 and 
are at fairly minimal staffing. 

PUBLIC SAFETY IPOLICE, FIRE. COPE ENFORCEMENT I (Program 500D) 

No staff reductions aro proposed in FY-03. However, four (4) fire¬ 
fighter positlona dropped in last year's budget are again beinq elim¬ 
inated from the department's request for PY-H1. Two 121 civilian dis¬ 
patchers are being recaiwiended tor addition to the Police Department 
Budqrt. Thla would permit the consolidation of the two (21 completely 
separate lone police, one fire) conwunlcstIons and dispatching centers 
into a single operation. This consolidation should have taken place 
in rv-B2, but has been delayed while various technical and procedural 
aspects of this chanqe are worked out. 

COMMUNITY SERVICES ( PUBLIC WO RKS) _(P rogram 7000) 

The overall budget proposed for Public Works is down sliqhtly from this 
year. A reorganieat ion of the department during 1982 was undertaken 
and is described in separate reports. A position of Business Hanaqer 
for the department ia proposed and should result in even further savings 
through more business-like operation of the office and Internal functions 
of this department. 

UNDISTRIBUTED COSTS _( Prog r am BOOOI 

These coats reflect expenditures not easily distributed into individual 
department accounts. Although it appears that the overall costs have 
not changed much, there should be cause for concern. Pension costs 
isce pages B120 and 81901 are increasing at a substantial rate and by 
largo dollar amounts. This issue needs to be examined further, not 
juat by the Town of Winchester, but by all communities In the Common¬ 
wealth and by the Commonwealth itself. If not dealt with soon, local 
services must be cut back just to pay for retired employees. Two sub¬ 
stantial reasons tor these increases are the “unfunded* method of 
payinq for pensions (or, pay-aa-you-gol and the disability retirement 
sipucts of pensions for public safety employees. 


The Capital expenditures proposed ore substantially higher. Many Town 
needs Imostly improvements to the Town's fixed aeaetai sewers, water 
system, police and fire station, etc.I wero allowed to exist without a 
great deal of attention or planninq for replacement. Tharouqh studies 
of these fecilltles arc row complete and they are providing specific 
data to ui on Just what Improvements should be undertaken artd when. 
Each Capital Budget item proposed for FY-81 is briefly described in 
separate pages, starting at 9IB1/GT-1. 

The Capacity to undertake these varied and costly projocts exists in 
spite of the conetraints of Proposition 25. The Town's existing debt 
service is being rapidly retired and will be eubetantially paid by 
fnr-86. In addition, two (2) special funds IStsbilltat Ion and Sale of 
Landl together contain nearly $2,000,000 and are generating interest 
at substantial levels. These funds can only be used for Capital types 
of costs and should not be allowed to sit unused while capita) needs 


As in my prior Proposed Budgets, I must point out that estimated mil 
change. Moat important of all, I have been conservative in estimatJ 
receipts from State Aid) Revenue Sharing! and other non-property tai 
source*. These estimates will undoubtedly change, but they will, oi 
balance, be higher. General Surplus is the highest It has ever beei 
and, although I proposed to uae $000,000 in this budget, a histori¬ 
cally high figure, even more could be used safely. Only uncertalnti 
of revenue forecasts beyond FY-83 makes roe cautious not to use more 
of autplus at thin time. 


The Proposed Budget doen not need to be cut further, and, In my opinion, 
the Town Budget (excluding the School Budqnt) should not be cut further. 
I look forward to wnrklnq with the Finance Committee over the next few 
weeks aa we all prepare for the Annual ToVn Meeting, next Hay.

Absent TM Members May Be Expelled... 


By SUSAN SCHNECK 

For the first time in the history of 
Winchester, Town Meeting members will 
be asked to expell two of their colleagues 
for excessive absenteeism, 

But other incumbent members who 
also missed over half of the eight Town 
Meetings last year will not suffer the 
same late if they are running for re- 
election. According to Rules Committee 
Chairman James Skahan, once 
someone's elected term expires, that 
member has a clean attendance record. 

“According to the provisions of the 
charter, they get a clean slate," he said. 

At the May Town Meeting, the Rules 
Committee plans to ask that Daniel 
Sereika iprecinct 2) and Hugh O'Brien 
(precinct 7) be unseated unless they 
explain their poor attendance records. 

“It’s pretty much rolling forward that 
we will submit both names for forfeiture 
of office with the recommendation of the 
Rules Committee that their seats be 
forfeited pursuant to the provisions of the 
charter," Skahan said. 

This marks the first formal town 
action against the problem of empty 
seals at Town Meeting. 

The recurring absenteeism spurred 
Town Meeting to amend the town charter 


in 1978 so that members who fail to attend 
over one-half of the sessions in a 12- 
month period can be expelled by a two- 
thirds Town Meeting vole. 

Last December, 12 members received 
letters from the Rules Committee and 
Town Clerk Carolyn Ward informing 
them that they may be subject to for¬ 
feiture of office. 

The letters asked for attendance 
explanations and outlined the procedure 
of the forfeiture of office by-law amend¬ 
ment, which consists ol notification prior 
to Town Meeting and opportunities to 
explain attendance. 

By February, only five names were 
under consideration for expulsion and 
since that time, three of the five have 
either resigned or adequately explained 
their absences. 

“We’re now down to two Town 
Meeting members who have not been 
excused from this procedure," Skahan 
said referring to Sereika and O’Brien. 
“These provisions (forfeiture of office) 
have not yet been tested, but they were 
approved by Town Counsel and the 
Attorney General. 

“W'e’re just following through on what 
is before us,” he added

Jack Kent has been active in a variety 
of town activities in addition to the 
Rotary Club. These include the United 
Fund, Boy Scouts, Cub Scouts and Little 
League. Mosl recently, he lias worked 
with the Alternative School Use Com¬ 
mittee on the new uses for the Noonan, 
Washington. Parkhurst and Wyman 
Schools. 

Kent is an officer of several 
corporations, as well as an independent 
consultant in land development and 
economic planning. Between 1957 and 
1977, he was employed by Arthur D. 
Little, Inc., the Cambridge-based 
management and engineering consulting 
firm. 

He is a co-founder and vice president 
of International Parks, Inc., a consulting 
firm. IPi specializes in the economic 
aspects of developments ranging from 
resorts to industrial parks. Kent is also 
the president of a real estate investment 
firm and the Executive Director of the 
Massachusetts Security Contractors 
Association. The latter is a Winchester 
based trade association of burglar and 
fire alarm companies.

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Apples Go To Students, Not Teachers

In the olden clays, teachers got the 
apples. Now, they go to the students, 

The Finance Committee Monday 
night approved a $*19,600 budget request 
for Apple computers for the school 
system. 

This will supply computers for the 
high school, the business education 
department and the elementary schools. 

FinCom member Larry Tobiason said 
that School Committee Chairman Roger 
Bauman had assured him that the school 
system had the knowledge and 
curriculum capacity to handle the 
Apples, 

Committee members noted that the 


school system was desperately in need of 
computer education. 

•'I don’t think there is any greater 
unanswered need in the school system 
than becoming computer literate,” said 
FinCom member Jean Williams. 

In other computer action, the FinCom 
approved a $ 100,000 budget request for 
equipment to eventually replace the 
town's 13-year-old dqta processing 
equipment. 

The Data Processing Study Com¬ 
mittee, created by the 1981 Spring Town 
Meeting, will be prepared to make a 
recommendation on a new computer 


system in November Capital Planning 
Committee Chairman Jim Lane told the 
FinCom that it was necessary to set 
$ 100,000 aside at this Town Meeting so 
that a replacement system could be 
voted on for fiscal year 1983 and to insure 
the town’s commitment toward that 
project. 

"The committee’s goal in asking for 
the money now without the informational 
back-up on a system is to keep the 
momentum going on this project," Lane 
explained. "But the money won’t be 
released until we have the back-up in¬ 
formation in November.”

that his group’s primary objective in 
looking for a computer system was to 
find one which could perform the ser¬ 
vices done by the present Honeywell 110 
for less money. 

"We want to reduce the town’s 
vulnerability to the old equipment,” he 
said. ‘‘There is only one person in the 
vicinity now who can fix the equipment.” 

Lane estimated that the direct 
operating budget could be reduced by 50 
percent in this area with new equipment, 
primarily a personnel reduction. After 
two and one half years, he said the new 
system will have “paid back" its initial 
cost.

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Town Loses Round One In Sanborn House Issue 


Winchester seems to have lost at least 
this round in the attempt to unload 
Sanborn House. 

Negotiations concerning the school 
administration's headquarters that 
began last fall with the New England 
Association have stalled over two 
“stumbling blocks,” School Committee 
Chairman Roger Bauman informed 
those at Monday night's regular com¬ 
mittee meeting, 

The New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges, a firm that ac¬ 
credits all secondary schools and 
colleges in New England, approached the 
town in November with a proposition to 


either buy or lease the Sanborn property. 
For years, Sanborn House's cavernous 
insides have attested to the potneital 
value of the property now occuped by a 
handful of the administration including 
School Supt. William C. MacDonald and 
Director of Curriculum David Acker- 


Upon receipt of the N.E, Association's 
offer the committee and selectmen met 
to discuss the possibility, Bauman 
related while giving a brief history of the 
negotiations. After further investigation, 
including meetings with the Alternate 
School Use Committee, discussion cooled 


until February when the N.E. Assoc, 
“indicated increased interest,” Bauman 
said. 

The possible use of Sanborn House 
was “already riding high enthusiasm" 
among the committee when the first 
stumbling block became apparent, 
Bauman continued. The N.E, Association 
requested a five year lease but the recent 
history of financial constrant has made 
the committee wary of long term com¬ 
mittments, the chairman explained. 

The immovable obstacles narrowed 
down to the committee’s insistence on a 
one-year lease and the administration's 
need to slay located at Sanborn House 


until the school year had ended. The 
second contingency presented an im 
mediate problem lor the N.E. 
Association because their present lease 
in Burlington expires on May :tl. 

Bauman said that despite the present 
impasse, there were two things that 
might provide “important" hope for 
future possibility of an agreement. 

“These discussions are not over, they 
are ongoing," he slated. The other cause 
for optimism was that “the association is 
actively considering (heir lease for short 
term," Bauman noted,

Garbage Tops Referendum Questions 


I’niiu' fleet ion day. voters will have 
a chance lo partake uf a long-standing 
I own Meeting past-tune — voting on 
g rhuge collection. 

A referendum question on the town 
ballot asks if voters think the town 
should “provide Winchester residential 
units with house lo house garbage 
collections (food refuse only) at Ihe 
lull's expense? The two olher 
referendum questions on (he ballot ask 
\ ters to ratify a decision made at town 
u ‘elmg to place control of the town 
counsel s and comptroller's salaries in 
tl v hands of the selectmen. 

Former state rep. Harrison Chad- 
viek. the proponent of the collection 
article, said (hat he pul the article on 
the ballot because “I think it is a vital 
p ihhe service, one that is necessary in 
a iv organized, residential town.” 

Not having garbage collection is a 
h irdship to many people my age in my 
age bracket who don’t have a car,” said 
tt e retired representative. “And an 
increasing number of people don’t want 
h be bothered hauling their garbage to 
the transfer station." 

Chadwick said that the garbage 
c Ih ction would probably only be taken 
advantage of by less than half the 
residents of town, “but I don’t think an 
organized town exists only to serve the 
majority.” 


“I don’t have kids in school, but I 
want a good school system,” he said "A 
lot of people don’t use the library, but I 
can t imagine Winchester without a 
library.” 

"1 would hate to see one segment of 
the population left out in the cold to shift 
for themselves,” he concluded. 

Garbage collection has had more 
lives than a cat — it has been cut out at 
three Town Meetings, and reinstated in 
two others. The final demise came from 
the Prop 2.5 axe. as Garbage collection 
was cut out for the final time in the Dec. 
I960 special Town Meeting. It was voted 
down again last fall. 

The other two referendum questions 


confirm a two-thirds vote of Town 
Meeting members this fall to give 
selectmen the power to set the salaries 
for the town counsel and comptroller. 

Currently, the salaries are set ac¬ 
cording to the merit raise schedule used 
by the town for all other managerial 
employees. 

Selectmen argued at the Town 
Meeting that since they directly appoint 
personnel to the two positions, they 
should have direct control over their 
salaries. The salary of the selectemen's 
only other appointee — the Town 
Manager — is set by the board. 

All other managerial employees are 
hired by the town manager.

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St. Patty's Festivities Abound At Vinson-Owens

For the students of the Vinson-Owens 
Elementary School, St. Patricks Day was 
an Irish education festival 

They were treated to Irish myths and 
legends told by Grandfather Murray of 
Winchester, the renowned storytelling 
of Marshfield’s Jay O'Callahan, a lun 
cheon of Irish foods, and Irish music and 
dance. 

Principal Clare Corcoran explained 
that the festivities arc part of "a year¬ 
long series of holiday kits,” The contents 
of the kit include books, magazines, 
maps, travel brochures, a narrated 
historical slideshow, and an explanation 
of the kit’s goals. Other such programs 
have been on the Chinese New Year and 
on Black Heroes. 

The goals, as outlined in this kit, are 
for children to learn to locate Ireland on a 
world map, to tell some its important 
points of interest, to understand and 
appreciate the history of Ireland, the 


legend of St. Patrick and Irish customs. 

Parental response to the program, 
which started about ten years ago, has 
been quite positive. They have taken an 
active role in preparing events lor 
example, the parent's association 
sponsored the O’Callahan program, I he 
principal said. 

Corcoran explained that the program 
is like the west coast group, “Ethnic 
Group Therapy". 

“This is a very cosmopolitan area, we 
have a lot of different ethnic 
backgrounds here, and have tried to take 
advantage of that,” she said, adding that 
she feels the program broadens 
children's understanding of ethnicity. 

Students are learning to take pride in 
their heritage, whereas “children didn't 
necessarily like to identify their 
backgrounds, so teachers take on that 
role. It seems to carry a great deal of 
weight coming from them," Corcoran 
said. 


In the morning, Mr. Murray, the 
grandfather of several students, told 
“true fairy tales” aboul leprechauns, 
while mixing facts with lore. He ex¬ 
plained how leprechauns build their 
homes upwards on the sides of hills, 
because Ireland is a very rainy country. 
One intriguing story was “How to Get 
a Pot O’ Gold." He instructed any ad¬ 
venturous ones to look for “the little guy 
with the red cap, a coal of green, and a 
twinkle in his eye, who always has a 
woman with him, for he has the key to the 
tree where it is hidden.” 

If anyone wants to write them, they 
should address their letters to: The 
Leprechauns, e-o Mr. Murray, High Park 
Castle Hlakney, County Garwav, Ireland. 
“It's only 201 yards, exactly, from my 
door to their door,” he said. 

As one child responded to the prin¬ 
cipal's questioning of whether or not he 
believed the stories, ‘No,” with a shy 
smile and a twinkle in his eye. 


After the Irish lunch, the children 
were treated to an Irish folk song per¬ 
formed by their music instructor Her¬ 
man Green. 

A very exciting part of the day was 
WGBH-TV (Channel 2, Boston) filming 
Jay O'Callahan’s storytelling that af¬ 
ternoon. He performed one of his own 
tales, “Connor and the Leprechaun”. 


three Irish tales, and ended by having the 
children join him in singing the Irish 
slreet song, “Molly Malone”. 

O'Callahan, a native of Newton and 
former Brookline Public School 
storyteller-in-residence, who has per¬ 
formed both nationwide and in¬ 
ternationally, said that “If I weren't 
doing this, I’d be at lunch at the White 


House.' 

Dennis O’Neill, a producer for WGBH, 
explained that O’Callahan’s per¬ 
formance would be a “fill for a series on 
the Irish in Boston, ‘No Irish Need 
Apply.' It will accompany the BBC Irish 
TV series, ‘The History of Ireland,’” to 
be aired beginning April 17, and will run 
for thirteen weeks.

Schools Hold Screenings 


The Winchester Public Schools will 
hold pre-kindergarten screening for all 
children entering kindergarten in Sep¬ 
tember, 1982, during the weeks of April 5 
and April 12-16. 

As mandated by Massachusetts state 
law, the screening is a non-intensive scan 
conducted by school specialists to check 
a child's vision, hearing, speech and 
coordination. 

The state of Massachusetts also 
requires the following immunizations 
before a child may be admitted to school: 
measles, mumps and rebuella im¬ 
munization must be given after 15 
months of age; dpt series (diptheria, 
pertussia, tetanus)-initia) series of three 
usually given at ages two months, four 
months and six months; may be given at 
18 months, must be received between 
ages of four and six years. 

Before entering kindergarten every 
child must have a physical examination 
performed by the family physician with 
Health Form completed and returned to 
school. These rules apply to all children 
entering kindergarten and also to any 
children new to the Winchester School 
system. Any and all exceptions to these 
immunization requirements must have a 
note of explanation from your physician 
or the child will not be permitted to enter 
school. 


The list for children eligible for kin¬ 
dergarten entrance has been compiled 
from the December, 1981 census. Parents 
of children on this list will receive 
registration materials from their local 
school district. If you have moved to 
Winchester since January, 1982, please 
call your child’s school for an ap¬ 
pointment.

tacted in telephone interviews.) 


Assessor Candidates: 


Two candidates are vying for the one 
opening on the Board of Assessors. 
Sherman R. Josephson of 41 Salisbury st. 
is competing against Joseph V. Bentley 
of 8 Stratford rd. 

A number of residents seem to be very 
upset about the recent revaluation job. 
Could you pinpoint the areas of 
dissatisfaction and offer some solutions? 
Josephson: I think area of dissatisfaction 
seems to be on land values and the best 
solution is a public hearing so that people 
can understand the process — how the 
values were arrived at and the basis of 
the assessments. 

Bentley: The residents think their homes 
are over-assessed, The land values are 
inconsistent throughout town. The neigh¬ 
borhoods have not been fully taken into 
account. Individual cases will have to be 
examined to find out if there is actually a 
problem with the assessments. First, I’d 
like to have Patten examine the 
assessments and secondly I'd like to see 
an examination by the Board of 
Assessors. 

What do you like and dislike about the 
recent revaluation job done by Patten 
Associates? 

Josephson: The thing I dislike is that so 
many people appear to be dissatisfied 
and did not understand the process. I'm 
not prepared to say what I liked about it. 
Bentley: I like that each home was re¬ 
examined and that an information card 
w-as prepared on each property. The 
reason being that major additions could 
have been done on some homes and never 
reported to the Board of Assessors. The 
inventory was good. I do not like the lack 
of information regarding their^nethods, I 
do not like the lack of a public hearing. 
Their statistical base was not large 
enough. 

Do you think a public hearing should be 
held? 

Josephson: Definitely. I think the public 
is entitled to understand what the process 
was. A lack of understanding just leads to 
dissatisfaction, And I think many of the 
problems could be resolved if the public 
understood the process. 

Bentley: Yes, It’s the only place where 
everyone can get the same answers at 
the same time. TheVe are too many 
rumors going around about different 
problems. It’s difficult now to separate 
the facts from the fiction, 

What is your position on classification? 
(setting up a tax rate for residential 


property that is different than the one set 
for commercial, business and industrial 
property) On residential exemption? 
(shifting the residential tax burden to 
favor lower-assessed homes) And do you 
believe certain economic groups in town 
should bear the brunt of the tax burden? 
Josephson: The law allows for 
classification and I would say I favor it. 
It allows the assessors to equalize things 
among the various tax-paying groups in 
town. 

I don't think the law allows for dif¬ 
ferentiation between economic groups. 
Assessments should be based on fair 
market value. As much as one might like 
to be sympathetic to the economics of an 
individual situation, the law must be 
adhered to, 

Bentley: The state legislature gave the 
cities and towns the option to classify and 
the results of classification should be to 
leave the ratio of residential property 
taxes to the taxes on property other than 
residential property at a comparable 
base prior to the reclassification. What 
this does is it eliminates large swings of 
the tax burden which could have resulted 
from a 100 percent revaluation. 
Classification is not a final solution to the 
property tax problem, however. I’m for it 
in the early years, but it’s not a final 
solution. 

I personally believe that residential 
exemption, if it is applied to property 
valued below $40,000 may be an answer to 
the problem for senior citizens and 
people on fixed incomes. However, the 
Board of Assessors has no say in that 
matter — the selectmen do. 

If Patten’s assessment has not been sent 
to the stale for certification before you 
take office, would you delay it for a 
thorough review? What are the con¬ 
sequences of that action? 

Josephson: I w-ould like to delay it for a 
thorough review and I don’t know- the 
consequences of that action. I’m not 
privy to the terms of the contract. I think 
I would have to defer to what I read in the 
local press and agree that there is not an 
April 1 deadline. I think it’s an artificial 
one based on state tax official rulings, 
Bentley: I would delay it for a thorough 
review, personally. I don’t believe there 
are any consequences that can result 
because of that delay. I don’t agree with 
the April 1 deadline and I don’t think the 
town will go bankrupt by not having state 
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Three Candidates For Two School Committee Seats: 


There are three candidates seeking 
the two open seats on the School Com¬ 
mittee. Incumbents Roger Bauman of 34 
Everett ave. and Constance Papas of 18

elected — Bauman to his second term, 
Papas to her third, Gil Rodrigues of 24 
Henry st. is seeking his first term on the 
committee. 

Mow would you deal with declining 
enrollment in the schools? Do you believe 
the enrollment decline will continue? 
Rodrigues: Declining enrollment has a 
lot to do with the economy itself. The cost 
of housing in Winchester is high, so you

Hancock st., and Stephen Black- 
Schaffer, of 195 Highland ave., are 
battling for the one open seat on the 
Board of Health. 

What is your opinion of the leukemia 
study now being undertaken by the Board 
of Health? 

Thomas: I think it’s good as a starting 
point. I don't know where we will lake it 
from there, but it might let us know what 
our situation is. We were approached by 
citizens to study the incidences of 
childhood leukemia, and we felt this was 
one way to answer that request.

What do you feel the Planning Board can 
do to aid the economic development 
effort downtown? 

Kenney: 1 think the four immediate 
actions they can take is multi-use, im- 


don't see a lot of new families moving in, 
Programs like day care, which I thought 
the School Committee mishandled, are a 
step to draw in young working couples. If 
the town has that type of facility, working 
couples can feel comfortable leaving 
their children. 

As far as cuts to meet declining 
enrollment, I think we should take the 
approach to trim wherever possible, but 
keep the neighborhood schools open.

Bauman: Declining enrollment will 
definitely continue — there will be a 
small decline in the next two to three 
years in the elementary grades, and a 
continued decline until the present fourth 
and fifth grades have graduated from 
High School.

The Board of Health is now looking for a 
new health director.

There’s 
no degree that specifically says Board of 
Health, but we’re looking for science lab 
work, an environmental health 
background, a registered sanitarian, 
someone who is qualified to do some of 
the testing, and inspections. We also hope 
to find someone who is willing to stay in 
town for a good number of years, and 
who can develop more programs and 
continue certain things such as the 


answer that by saying the short term 
actions of the Planning Board would be to 
study carefully the proposals which 
presently exist for multi-use change, the 
parking garage, and for other changes 
downtown.

Do you see n need to explore new kinds of 
housing in Winchester? Would you 
support the LWV request for a town- 
sponsored housing study? 

Murphy: Yes, I do see a need in the 
future for a housing study, l think the 
Planning Board has done a good job so 
far with housing and 1 think it's a matter 
of everyone looking ahead to see what we 
will need. The league has had something 
in the papers about exploring the needs In 
town and I would support something like 
that. 

Lombardi: Yes. Yes. 

Welch: Yes, I do see a need to explore 
new kinds of housing in town. When I was 
chairman of the selectmen and Charlie 
Tseckares was chairman of the Planning 
Board, we both sponsored a housing 
forum. There is a need for a com¬ 
prehensive study on elderly and other 
types of housing. 

I have some thoughts on what we 
might try, although I want to emphasize 
that they are only proposals. It seems to 
me that we could form something like a 
non-profit development corporation, 
which would be lax exempt, to sponsor 
housing for the needy If we could do that,, 
the contractors might be able to write off 
the sales taxes they ordinarily pay on 
products and build a decent facility for 
less money. And they would still make a 
profit. I’d like to look into something like 
that — it could be like the Fund Win¬ 
chester Future group which is non-profit. 
I’d like to look into congregate housing 
for the elderly and certain other groups. 
This allows a group of unrela ted people to 
live in one large house. 

O'Connell: Yes, we’ve already said to the 
league that the Board of Selectmen will 
bring the appropriate town department 
together to explore housing. We will have 
a meeting with the Planning Board on 
this matter after April 1, so I cannot say 
if I will be part of that effort, I think that 
somewhere along the way, we should 
start lolking about housing on a global, 
rather than piecemeal, basis, There is a 
need to look al the housing situation in a 
total perspective. We must look at the 
housing for senior citizens, at subsidized 
housing and at congregate housing — not 
just take off on one tangent. 

What do you Teel the selectmen’s role 
should be In the town's economic 
development effort? 

Murphy: The Board of Selectmen is an 
overseer of the other town boards and it 
is part of their responsibility to take a 
long-range look at the lown to see how the 
town is and should be progressing. They 
should then relate that information to the 
various boards and committees on the 
future development of the lown. 
Lombardi: I believe the selectmen, as 
the executive branch, should be the 
leader and they should coordinate it ail. 
Welch: The role of the selectmen should 
be as active in economic development as 
it has been in the last three years. I sit as 
the selectmen’s representative to the 
economic development committee and 
we've been very active in that area. We 
led the fight for John Connery, we’re 
bringing a number of proposals to Town 
Meeting including the purchase of the 
train station property, we brought in the 
CARD district and we’re looking at 
another CARD district, we’re con¬ 
sidering the Winchester Place project in 
the event of relocating the police and fire 
station, we’re looking at the Woburn loop 
and we're considering a comprehensive 
change in the parking development in 
town. Economic development has been 
the crown jewel of the selectmen in the 
past three years 

O'Connell: Leadership There are ureas 
where there are overlapping interests 
and concerns involving the Planning 
Board and the Board of Appeals, but this 
is the type of issue where we need a sense 
of commitment from the highest level of 
town government. The Board of Select¬ 
men should quite properly be the 
lightening rod around which economic 
development will occur We've alreudy 
done things. We’re responsible for a 
fully-licensed restaurant in town, we’ve 
taken action on the parking problem and 
we’ve created a CARD district. 

How do you feel about the plun to build u 
parking garage in downtown Win¬ 
chester? 

Murphy: I’m not thoroughly convinced 
that a $2 million parking garage is the 
answer to the parking situation in 
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Winchester center. The parking problem 
has existed for a great length of lime in 
the town. Part of the problem is what the 
people consider a parking problem. If 
you put an overlay of the Burlington mall 
on Winchester center and walked from 
Sears to Jordans, it would be the 
equivalent of walking from the White 
lien to the News Shop. So I’m not sure 
that the garage would be the answer to 
the problem, There is definitely a need 
for some type of solution to the parking 
problem, however. It's something 1 
would definitely address myself. 
Lombard: 1 really don’t have any 
concrete feelings on that. I really would 
have to see the plans and see what they 
have proposed and look into it further. 
Welch: 1 think the garage issue is the 
most important decision Town Meeting 
will face this spring and I support it 
wholeheartedly. 1 applaud Whip Salt- 
marsh for getting $2 million in funding 
earmarked for the project and I hope 
Town Meeting will find it consistent with 
the free parking study we got and see the 
garage as an alternative revenue source 
for the town, which everyone would like 
to see instead of real estate taxes, and’as 
a means of parking for the convenient 
market which we have downtown. This 
way. the merchants will have parking 
spaces for themselves and their em¬ 
ployees and customers can find spaces in 
front of the stores. I applaud the parking 
garage effort and l think it’s critical to 
the downtown revitalization. 

O'Connell: I’m for it. IT it becomes a 
reality, it will be done with extreme 
consideration for meeting the needs of 
our community. We’re not going to 
create anything incompatible with the 
area. I believe a garage can be 
esthetically attractive and we will not 
inflict anything incompatible on a par¬ 
ticular area or have anything of ex¬ 
cessive height to the immediate 
surrounding area. There does come a 
lime when a town must take some 
initiative. 

What is your position on the assessment 
debate? Would you seek to delay or 
change Patten's appraisal if it is not 
submitted by April 1 Tor certification? 
Murphy: 1 feel the Board of Assessors 
were elected by the people and that they 
should be allowed to complete their work, 
then present it to the selectmen and then 
have the selectmen take action on it. I 
think the area of that April first deadline 
seems to be very questionable right now. 

1 wouldn’t want to say whether I would or 
wouldn’t seek a delay in certification 
until I spoke to the assessors myself. But 
I. myself, have seen too many 
questionable assessments by Patten 
associates. 

Lombardi: 1 think it should be delayed 


until the townspeople can have a hearing 
and we can iron out all the bugs. 

Welch: I do not know whether or not the 
April 1 date is a cast in bronze one. [ 
understand from the Star that it isn’t but 
the Town Counsel says it is. My feeling, 
however, on the assessment debate is 
that the public has not been well in¬ 
formed and I would like to see a hearing 
held so that the public could understand 
the factors that went in to the assessment 
process. And I would like to see that the 
people who were out of town and have 
just found their impact notices in the 
mail have an opportunity to have a 
hearing before Patten. 

If the April l date must be followed 
according to statue, then the decision is 
with the assessors. It’s up to the 
assessors to decide whether or not the 
work done by Patten is fair. I don’t know 
enough to make that decision that's what 
the assessors are elected to do. They are 
all men of good will and they are all 
trying hard to obtain an equitable 
assessment, but they have done a poor 
job of keeping the people informed, Still, 
we have to rely on their professional 
judgment. I won’t tell them how to do 
their job and 1 don’t want them to tell me 
how to do mine. 

O'Connell: The Selectmen have got to be 
extremely discreet in not trying to usurp 
the role of the Board of Assessors, They 
were elected by the citizens of Win¬ 
chester to function as the assessors. 
That’s the job given to them by the voters 
and in a very legalistic way the Com¬ 
monwealth says that only the assessors 
can certify the property valuation — no 
one else can do it for them and I don’t 
want the Selectmen to be seen as acting 
as bully boys. 

Do you think the town officers have made 
the first year of Prop. 2.5 work? 
Murphy: Yes. I think the town of Win¬ 
chester, meaning the entire town officers 
— Town Meeting members, selectmen, 
finance committee members — have all 
done an excellent job thus far with Prop, 
2.5. The citizens are still able to enjoy the 
services provided by the town with the 
exception of very few. 

Lombardi: I guess they have, but I don’t 
see where they have really had to, 
Welch: Absolutely. The statistics in¬ 
dicate that the tax levy for next year will 
be down from last year and at the same 
time there has been no drastic layoffs. 
All the essential services have been 
maintained with the exception of gar¬ 
bage collection and that was a Town 
Meeting decision that I wouldn’t quarrel 
with at this time. We haven’t hidden 
behind Prop. 2.5 and said that we can’t do 
this or that because of 2.5 and I think 
everybody has done everything possible 
to make 2.5 work in Winchester. 


O'Connell: We’ve made Lhe first year and 
one half work. Winchester was the very 
first community among the 351 cities and 
towns in Massachusetts to get under the 
2.5 limitation in November of 1980 and I 
think that says something for us. The 
selectmen have not chosen to seek any 
relief from the 2.5 limitation, We think it 
would be imprudent at this time to ask 
the voters of Winchester to set aside any 
of the aspects of 2.5, particularly in light 
of all the emotional upset of the 
revaluation. We could have put a number 
of questions on the ballot in town elec¬ 
tions, but we chose not to. We are aware 
that 60 percent of Winchester's voters 
voted in favor of 2.5 and we’re prepared 
to ride it out. 

What is your position on whether or not 
the town should allow a liquor store in the 
center? 

Murphy: I’m not against it. If we want lo 
see progress in Winchester square, I 
think that may be something that will 
have to be a part of that progress — as 
long as there are not two or three liquor 
stores side by side or something like that. 
Lombardi: I can’t see any problems with 
them allowing one, but from a business 
point of view, I don’t see how the owner 
could survive. 

Welch: A good wine and beer store would 
be a real asset to this town. The town 
should have a piece of the action in the 
project, maybe as the lessee. From all 
the surveys I’ve seen on the subject, it 
would really be an asset to the merchants 
and it would be an alternative source of 
revenue for the town. If it was done 
properly, a classy wine and beer store 
could certainly go downtown. 

O’Connell: I am prepared to have full 
and free debate of that question. I believe 
that debate should take place in the 
forum of Town Meeting. This action 
would have to be approved by a 
referendum question on the ballot at one 
of our elections. I would not want to move 
a referendum question forward until 
thefe has been a good consensus at an 
open public debate like Town Meeting. 
The selectmen were exceedingly 
through in the procedures we followed in 
setting up the licensing of a restaurant 
for an alcoholic beverage license. I would 
expect the same kind of concern and 
caution lo be emphasized in the matter of 
package stores. At one point in time John 
Connery made a statement that he 
believes a package store in Winchester 
center would bring an additional $500,000 
worth of revenue to the merchants in the 
center and 1 think that's a gross 
exaggeration. The one thing I’m con¬ 
cerned about is that I don’t want to see a 
package store on every third corner in 
Winchester and we haven’t gotten into 
this matter with sufficient depth for us to 
know the kind of controls we are able to 
enforce. It must be closely studied before 
we make valid judgments. 

Why do you think you should be elected to 
the Board of Selectmen? 

Murphy: I feel that with the 10 years 
experience I have in Town Government

and my professional experience and the 
knowledge of the town of Winchester and 
how it operates on a day to day basis, I 
would be an asset to the members of the 
Board, the Town Manager and the 
residents for input that is needed by the 
Board of Selectmen to make objective 
decisions, I worked for the town for ten 
years — seven years in the Engineering 
Department and three years in 
management at the DPW. I have been a 
Town Meeting member since 1978, 
Lombardi: I believe I have the ex¬ 
perience and that I can make a 
meaningful contribution to the town and 
to the board. 

Welch: My qualifications, which include 
my background, my education, and my 
experience as a trial attorney — I bring 
all that to the board. I have a working 
know-how of local government law and 
have dealt with cases involving local 
government law. 

I am a practicing attorney and 1 think 
that viewpoint is needed on the board, 
That experience has helped the board in 
our labor negotiations. Sixty days after I 
became chairman of the board, we - 
negotiated all four of our major labor 
contracts and I think they are all fair and 
equitable settlements, We were able to 
settle the high school roof suit and I think 
we finally solved the problem of 
Minutemen Home Care — a service our 
elderly have lacked for a number of 
years. 

On economic development, I think I 
bring some specific skills to the board 
since I run my own business and I once 
had a business in downtown Winchester. 
I think I'm the only chamber member on 
the board so I bring that dimension. 
When I was in the army, they sent me to 
army engineering school which certainly 
doesn’t make me an expert, but it does 
give me an interest in water sewers, 
dams and public works in general. 

I’ve had experience in the public 
sector, being an assistant attorney 
general and having been involved in 
large investigations. I know how to 
delegate authority without abdicating 
responsibility. 

There are major things in this town 
that arc left undone. There is the housing 
problem and others such as the youth. 
We’ve got to do something for our youth 
in this town, That is a big lacking in this 
town. I know the council on youth is 
working on it and one thing I'll work on if 
1 am re-elected is to try to develop 
programs for our youth. The amount of 
our $18 million budget devoted to youth is 
so minute, 1 think it’s a disgrace. 

I’m putting my record on the line. I 
1 eel the most qualified and 1 hope the 
voters agree with me 
O'Connell: My record speaks for itself. 
No one has worked harder at the job than 
Ed O'Connell. No one is more accessible 
than Ed O'Connell. When people call me 
with a question, they get through and 
they get a response. I have a good record 
of public service. The voters in this town 
know what I stand for.

certification. It’s better for the town to 
straighten the mess out now than to try to 
correct it in the future. Since the town 
will have lo revalue again in two years 
again anyway, If we don’t have 
something as near to perfect now, we will 
only create more of a monster down the 
road. 

Why do you think you should be elected to 
the Board of Assessors? 

Josephson: Because I undoubtedly have 
the qualifications to do an excellent job 
for the citizens of Winchester. My 
background in real estate is most 
definitely something that can be of value 
to the taxpayers of Winchester and which

haven't had the opportunity to review 
properly the ordinance, but I do support 
concept of multi-use, both in terms of 
what it can do to improve retail space, as 
well as additional opportunities for 
housing. With regard to the height issues, 
I would like to see the specific wording of 
the ordinance, although in general I’m 
not opposed. There are a number of ways 
in which it might be handled. It might be 
done as an overlay zone, allowing it to 
apply to certain areas where height is 
less of an issue as opposed to over the 
whole district, and giving the Planning 
Board more flexibility in controlling the 
impact of height on sensitive buildings. 
Kent: I support them within the context 
of improving economic conditions 
downtown. 

Crandall: Multi-use was considered 10 
years ago, but it never went far because 
there was no consideration of a parking 
requirement. It is absolutely necessary 
to build in a parking requirement, and 
the present proposal does that, I still 
have a few hesitations, and it needs a 
little more research, but it makes a great 
deal of sense. The rezoning recognizes 
the fact that the Winchester Savings 
Bank has gone in there, the condos are in 
there, it is a commercial street. I favor it 
only for that portion which fronts onto 
Main st. I would only grant a height 
allowance if it provided for parking to be 
built in. 

Zoning can only allow certain things 
to happen, and I think that this multi-use 
will be used in only three or four areas of 
town. If anything is going to happen, it 
comes down to desirability, tax rate, and 
the economic developer luring 
businesses into coming to Winchester. 
Whal is your stand on condominiums In 
town? 

Kenney: I support condominiums where 
they’ve occurred in reuse projects, and 
where they’re part of planned unit 
development proposals — such as at¬ 
tached townhouses. I do think in the case 
of condo conversion, it relates to the 
broader issue of providing alternative 
housing types in Winchester. 

Kent: I have no objections to con¬ 
dominiums per se, 1 think they are one 
solution to the overall housing problem 
that exists in Winchester, as it does 
elsewhere. I emphasize that it is only one 
solution, there have to be others studied 
and implemented. 

Crandall: I think that a Board of Appeals 
decisions concluded that zoning cannot 
regulate condos — it's simply a type of 
ownership. I think they do add another 
bracket to the housing strata. There are 
low-priced condos, and high-priced ones, 
and I think we'll see some of both. I 
regret seeing apartments go off the 
market, and there Winchester is not 
different from other communities around 
the Commonwealth. One of the aims of 
multi-use is to increase housing in the 
center business district. 

The League or Women Voters has asked 
the town offices, Including the Planning 
Hoard, to instigate a housing plan in 
town. What do you think the town’s 
housing goals should be, and how can the 
Planning Board further those goals? 
Kenney: There have been several 
housing uttitudinal surveys, by both the 
LWV and by the Planning Board. I think 
it provides a good starting point of in¬ 
formation, I think the number of ap¬ 
plications to the Noonan School project 
clearly demonstrates the need for 
housing for the elderly and there are a 
number of groups in town supporting 
other types of housing, including low anu 
moderate income housing. 

Accessory apartments are a possible 
means of achieving some of the housing 
objectives, as is congregate housing, but 
I think the town does need to take a 
comprehensive look at the whole housing 
issue. When We have clear goals, the 
Planning Board can work with the Board 
of Selectmen and the Housing Authority 
to develop specific action plans and 
identify what costs and benefits there 
are. Then those plans can be brought to 
Town Meeting, 

Kent: I do see a serious housing problem 
in Winchester, which if anything will get 
more serious in the future. I think the 
Planning Board, as well as the other

to the office of assessment. My 
background and experience are my 
strongest points, contrary to what some 
people would have you believe about a 
conflict of interest. Specifically, my 
experience is 23 years in business in 
Winchester as a real estate broker and 
residential appraiser. 

Bentley: Because I'm the best person. I 
have been licensed as a real estate 
broker for 20 years. At one time, I did 
own a real estate firm. I have a strong 
knowledge of taxation because of my 
education and work experience. I un¬ 
derstand computers, having been both 
educated in the field and having taught 
computer courses myself, 


agencies, is going to have to lake a good, 
hard look at potential solutions to housing 
problems — the one such as the ones we 
hear about — housing for low and middle 
income, housing for people that want to 
stay in town. (Accessory apartments and 
congregate housing) are good potential 
solutions that we must not write off as 
"not good for Winchester." 

Crandall: In the last couple of years the 
town had altitudinal survey, housing 
survey. The town now has statistical 
information which it can draw from, get 
agreement on general facts. It voices, 
even if low percentage, some areas of 
concern, In the future, I think the town 
has to be realistic in looking M the 
economic picture. Federal moneys are 
severely restricted, more is falling on 
state level, and they are switching the 
burden to the local level. Prop. 2,5 is here 
to stay, we are going to live with it, which 
means committees will have to carefully 
live within the tax budget. 

If I have to point to a direction, it 
would be long-range planning for all 
town-owned buildings. I do not support 
the closing of schools. But if the Task 
Force on Declining Enrollment at some 
point decides a school closing is in order, 
town itself must address the needs it 
might have for that — looking at ac¬ 
ceptable uses, and what our town needs. 
That has to be done in advance. Other 
direction is that people interested in 
fulfilling certain needs must be willing to 
band together, and set up a non-profit 
organization. It might be buying condo 
and renting, or buying land and getting it 
developed. Realistically, that’s the 
direction we have to head in. 

Do you think the town should have more 
control over design of developments? If 
so, how would you suggest it be enforced? 
Kenney: I do feel the town should have 
more control. One of the things that 
brought me to Winchester was the unique 
physical character of the town. It’s 
important to do what we can to enhance 
that, I think there are several 
mechanisms available, such as the 
design review process under special 
permit. 

But I think the follow-through on that 
process needs to be improved, so that 
what in fact gels built is what the board 
approved. The other thing is that when 
the town has some say in what’s being 
done, say . through a loan pool or multi¬ 
use, we should have design review. 
Kent: I think there is a definite need for 
at least an architectural review of new 
developments. I’m not sure whether 
architectural review needs to have the 
weight of law, such as it might in a 
historical district. However, I do see a 
need for considerable public review of 
architectural and other aesthetic 
features of tu,w developments. 

Crandall: On any plan approved by the 
Board of Appeal, if there is any change 
from that plan, construction should be 
stopped, That means the neighbors and 
the town has to stay vigilant, act quickly 
and decisively. And that carries over for 
all plans brought before Town Meeting. 

We don’t have an architectural 
review, and cannot because it has to be 
for a historic district. What we can ask in 
special permit cases is design review. In 
multi-use, we’re giving them some 
things, but we’re taking back parking 
requirements and design review. 

Why do you feel you should be elected to 
the Planning Board? 

Kenney: Because my ten years as a 
professional planner has given me ex¬ 
perience which will be valuable in - 
dealing with the issues in front of the 
Planning Board. 

Kent: Because I think my knowledge of 
the town, gained through 23 years of 
living here, plus my professional 
background as a planner can make me a 
good addition to the Planning Board. 
Crandall; First, I would be the senior 
member, and can offer continuity and 
technical knowledge necessary in 
dealing with subdivision regulations and 
legal questions, which really demands 
experience. During my term of service, I 
have tried to be responsive to the 
citizens, neighborhoods and all parties. 
I’m putting my experience and judgment 
on the line, and I think they have shown 
that they can help me do the job.

and find out more. 
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flationary costs? Do you think too much, 
or not enough, has been cut so far? 
Kodrigues: There's been cuts, but I don’t 
think they’ve been in the right places. 
The overhead at the central office can be 
trimmed — the administration could be 
handled by the superintendent without an 
assistant, the clerical staff can be 
trimmed down. I think the budget can be 
trimmed. 

There are cuts 1 disagree with. I’m a 
strong supporter of an intramural 
program. That was taken from all the 
elementary schools, they’ve taken the 
nurses, they’ve taken elementary 
counselors. In the elementary schools, 
we should not cut any more, but we have 
to reshuffle priorities. 

Bauman: The 51.1 million cut last year 
included a few' items which experience 
has shown whould have been retained. 
Apart from this, for the next fiscal year 
the budget will probably fit the dollars 
available. $140 000 of unspecified cuts 
have already been voted, and 1 am 
confident the additional cuts will be 
made prior to Town Meeting. This is a 
formal that has been followed in past 
years by the School Committee of 
continuing to rigorously examine the 
budget right up until the start of Town 
Meeting. 

The question of future years is par¬ 
ticularly difficult. I am worried about the 
squeeze between education and dollars. 
Further examination in conjunction with 
the FinCom will be important, 

Papas: First, let me say the popularly 
held belief you can cut in proportion to 
declining enrollment is not true. 
Declining enrollment has less of an 
impact than the increase teachers get 
and (he rate of inflation. And of course 
we re constrained from letting teachers 
go except in proportion to declining 
enrollment. 

I’m always in favor of cutting 
something if we don’t need it. But I’m not 
in favor of cutting just for the sake of 
lowering the budget 
Do you feel the School Committee should 
renew its efforts to find a day-care 
program for Winchester? 

Rodrigues: Absolutely, 100 percent. I 
though they handled the whole thing very 
poorly. There are a lot of professional 
people who have a need for that type of 
facility. And in order to draw young 
people into town, day care is an in¬ 
novative move. Working parents are 
definitely a way of life today. 

Bauman: There is little question that a 
good, large-scale day care program 
would be very welcome in Winchester. 
Inasmuch as long-term planning includes 


the Nov. 1 report of the Task Force on 
Declining Enrollment, it restricts us in 
the short run, and the committee is un¬ 
willing to offer more than a one-year 
lease. Understandably, this is a problem 
for potential day-care operators. 

However, the matter is not closed, and 
I hope that a day-care center will operate 
in Winchester as soon as possible, either 
in leased school space or other space in 
town. Without question, this will be 
discussed as part of a long-term planning 
for the system, but that does not preclude 
earlier action. 

Papas: I think the School Committee is 
concerned with maximizing the use of 
school buildings. In view of the first two 
questions you put, we should be thinking 
in terms of schools as community ac¬ 
tivity centers, do anything we can to 
encourage community use of schools in 
everybody's benefit. And day care is one 
of them. 

Do you feel special programs for gifted 
and talented students should be funded 
by taxes, or by the parents of the children 
who benefit from these special 
programs? 

Rodrigues: I think the decision has to be 
made based on the majority of children, 
not a small group. We should put 
pressure on the legislature to find funds 
to assist in special programs Because 
the number is so few, the decision should 
be made for the largest number of 
students. 

Bauman: All children, regardless of 
ability, should have an opportunity for an 
excellent education. Essentially different 
programs for gifted and talented 
children are not now in place, and may 
nol be the best approach. Present efforts 
include programs which allow any 
student to do additional work without any 
special pre-selection based on ‘iQ" or 
other criteria of that sort. 

Papas: Everything provided within the 
school day should be provided by the 
public schools. But there is a need to 
spread our resources throughout the 
school population and not to any specific 
group. The average student needs 
programs just as much as special needs 
students do or gifted students do. 

Recent school budget cuts have seemed 
to shift the emphasis in education away 
from subjects like art and music, toward 
the basics and Job-related courses like 
computer literacy. Should the shift 
continue, or should the liberal arts retain 
their traditional place In the curriculum ? 
Rodrigues: I think liberal arts should 
keep their traditional place. They are 
something enjoyable, relaxing, and I 
think they are an important part of

critical, but in ihe near future it could be. 
What we are trying to do is limit and 
control the number of houses going up. 
That would allow some time for work to 
be done, work which has already been 
decided on by the engineers (Coffin and 
Richardson, which recently recom¬ 
mended $1.8 million in sewer repairs — 
$1.1 million of which are on the west side 
of town.) 

Black-Schaffer: As to that particular 
problem, I only know what’s in the 
newspaper. In principal, I agree with 
that sort of step. It's easy to build homes, 
and then find yourself in a situation 
where you find a significant sewage 
problem. It’s happening everywhere. 


And it’s foresightful to look in advance 
and make sure the sewage Isn’t 
overloading the mains, rather than 
trying to fix it after the fact. That’s how 
you end up with a screwed up sewer 
system. 

Why do you feel you should be elected to 
the Board of Health? 

Thomas: I stayed on mostly because we 
were without a director. I’ve been in¬ 
volved in the interviewing, and I wanted 
to continue to help with the interviewing 
and finding a new director. I could give 
the new people some stability and help 
them get started on the job. 
Black-Schaffer: That’s the hardest

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education. I think curriculum input 
should be taken from the principals — we 
don’t need a curriculum director. I think 
we have talented principals who can 
work with the curriculum. 

Bauman: 1 disagree with several of the 
assumptions in the question. While the 
curriculum continues to accentuate basic 
courses, there has been no real shift 
away from liberal arls-type offerings. 
The addition of computer literacy and 
other uses of computers is directed only 
in part at ability to help in the job 
market Many of the computer skills are 
going to be essential in vocations where 
the use is only indirect, and also in the 
university setting. It is vital that the 
curriculum remain dynamic; if we do not 
constantly strive to review and improve 
it, we can only fail behind 
Papas: 1 think we should look for a 
balance. Arts have their proper place in 
school programs. So do computer 
courses, and “real life" courses. 
Education is a discipline, and students 
learn discipline through all phases of the 
curriculum. But I’m a pragmatist, and I 
realize we don't serve the students if we 
don’t teach them how to read, write and 
compute well. 

Why do you feel you should be elected to 
the School Committee? 

Rodrigues: Proposition 2.5 is new 1 think 
it’s lime young agressive parents got 
involved 2.5 means knowing how and 
where to work with an operating budget. 
In my own work, 1 have gone over 
budgets all the way up to $1.5 million for 
my own department. I think the budgpt 
has room for cuts without taking away 
programs important to the parents and 
children. 

I don’t have all the answers. But 1 
think the School Committee in the past 
has not been open. They say they listen, 
but they don’t address the needs of the 
parents or the students. A combination of 
budget experience and resourse 
management - that’s what I have to 
offer 

Bauman: The past three years have been 
challenging, frustrating and yet 
rewarding. Even with severe constraints 
due to various state laws and union 
contracts, I have a real sense that the 
excellence of the schools has been con¬ 
tinued and improved, 

The challenge of declining 
enrollment, and severely limited tax 
dollars make the pursuit of excellence in 
education more important now lhan 
ever. I offer my experience and my 
energy and my dedication to that goal, 
not only for my own children, but for all 
the children of Winchester.

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Hospital Expands Emergency 
Room To Meet Demands

EMERGENCY CARE —Dr. Jon L.

One of the most frequently-used 
services of the Winchester Hospital, the 
emergency room, will be enlarged to 
meet the growing public demand, as n 
part of the hospital s new renovation and 
construction project. 

"Over the past twenty years, we have 
seen a dramatic increase in the use of our 
emergency room by area residents,” 
said Jack R. Hunter, hospital president 
‘‘The room was designed in 1959 to ac¬ 
commodate an average of 6,000 patients 
a year. Last year we logged 25,243 
emergency room visits, over four times 
the traffic for which the room was 
originally designed. 

‘‘Right now,” he continued, “at peak 
activity times the room is crowded, with 
the result that some patients may have to 
wait longer than we would like We want 
to improve this condition and bring the 
emergency room facilities up to date to 
handle the increasing number of 
patients. 

"In 1981 we began a new team ap¬ 
proach in our emergency room-out- 
patient care. There are now five full-time 
emergency care physicians providing 24 
hour, seven-day coverage. We plan to 
increase the number of treatment rooms 
from five to six and increase the total 
area to nearly double its present size, 
actually a 170 percent increase. 

“I consider this area one of the most 
important features of our major 
renovation and construction project 
because of its use by so many people who 
look ' to Winchester Hospital with 
assurance that, should an emergency 
arise, they will receive prompt and ef¬ 
fective treatment,” Hunter concluded.

“And when those errors are brought 
to Patten's attention, during the 
hearings, there is a failure to inform the 
people of the outcome of the hearings, 
Bentley continued. “If we wait until the 
lax bills come out before telling people 
what happened, some people will only 
have thirty days to come up with what 
could be a substantial amount of 
money." 

But the voters at the forum didn t just 
want to hear how the candidates felt 
about the assessment — with the public 
outcry against it, it would be political 
suicide to endorse it. Instead, they 
wanted to know what the two candidates 
intended to do to correct the assessment. 

Would the candidates review and 
change the assessments, believing they 
had been done in a rush, asked Joseph 
tieary of Ridge st, Or did the assessor 
candidates see the final assessment 
figure as sacred? 

Josephson said that he hoped the 
Patten assessment would not be sub¬ 
mitted for certification by April 1, so

“Generally, the consensus among 
the neighbors is that if wc could get rid

Hospital President Jack Hunter 
seemed no less pleased with the go- 
ahead for the garage — one which he 
said “was long overdue.”

that the newly elected assessor would 
have a chance to review, and perhaps 
change the assessments.

Although he agreed there were problems 
with the assessment, he said he did not 
believe he or any other assessor should 
redo the entire assessment. 

“I’m in favor of an outside firm 
coming into the town to assess it — 
hopefully they’re independent,” he said. 
“I do not like the idea of the Board of 
Assessors going through and redoing the 
assessment — it rids the assessment of 
its impartiality.” 

In answering several questions, 
Josephson seemed more ready to have 
the assessors lake action than Bentley, 


who preferred that outside parties make 
the changes to Ihe assessment. 

For example, one residenl asked how 
the candidates would find out when 
homes were undervalued, “since you 
won’t hear anybody complaining when 
their home is underassessed.” 

Josephson answered that the 
assessors could look at a sample of 
homes in various neighborhood 
categories, to see if certain types of 
homes were consistently underassessed. 

Bentley’s aproach was simpler: 
“Underassessed homes are already 
being brought to the attention of the 
board by neighbors who are 
overassessed,” he said. 

But both candidates agreed that 
buildable lots should be assessed at their 
full value, even if the owners did not 
intend to build on them. 

The question was raised by Clarence 
Borggaard, who complained that the 
$33,000 assessment on his to,280 square 
foot garden was ridiculous. 

“It l ever ask tor n ouiiaing permit, 


then I should be assessed as residential 
property,” said Borggaard. “But 
charging $150,000 per acre for farm land 
is too much.” 

But the candidates said farmland or 
not, the lot was buildable, and should be 
assessed at its value to a builder. 

"If it is a separate buildable lot, It 
should be taxed at its full market value,” 
said Bentley. “If you can build on it, you 
should pay the taxes.” 

"It’s a legal building lot,” said 
Josephson, “It has to be assessed at its 
full and fair value.” 

But Josephson added that a person 
with an extra lot not large enough for a 
house should pay a lower tax rate on the 
land. 

“Excess land should be assessed at a 
reduced rate," he said. “There are 10,000 
square feet required for a lot. If a person 
had 12,000 feet, it’s obvious that excess 
2,000 square feet should not be assessed 
at the same rate.”

“We have on one hand a hospital, 
which clearly serves and benefits the 
town,” the decision stated. “On the 
other, we have the legitimate concerns 
of the neighbors.” 

The neighbors biggest concern was 
the proximity of the garage to Fair- 
mount street and Valley road. The 
hospital had proposed the garage be 
located as close as 28 feet from the two 
residential streets. The town's zoning 
by-laws require a 40-foot setback. 

Hospital officials argued at the 
hearing that increasing the setback 
could eliminate spaces in the 302-car 
garage — a garage which would only 
meet the hospital’s parking needs until 
1985, 


Bui in its decision, the BoA urged 
“that the petitioner (the hospital) 
reconsider its plans to see if it can in¬ 
crease setbacks without sacrificing 
parking spaces. 

“But if it cannot, then we propose to 
address the potential adverse impact 
by increasing the buffering throughout 
the presently proposed location,” the 
decision staled. 

However, Hunter said that the 
hospital would probably be able to 
increase Ihe set-backs without losing 
parking spaces. “That’s an ar¬ 
chitectural problem, but one we can 
cope with,” he said. 

Another section of the board’s 
decision requires the hospital to plant 
“substantial landscaping, in addition

to...that shown on the plans in the yard 
areas in front of the parking garage on 
Fairmount st. and Valley rd.” The 
increased landscaping should hide the 
lower portions of the garage and 
minimize the effects on the neigh¬ 
borhood, the decision said. 

Two other conditions in the board’s 
decision were intended to reduce the 
light — either from inside the garage or 
from automobile lights coming from 
the garage. 

Light bulbs inside the garage must 
not be visible from outside the garage, 
the decision states, and glare frpm 
those bulbs must be minimal. And the 
top floor of the garage must be closed 
off at night, to keep headlights from 
sweeping over the neighborhood. 

“Lighting has been a sore spot with 
many of the neighbors,” said Chane. 
“The decision stated no light bulbs 
should be visible, and no glare, which is

(he review had tightened and improved 
the open-campus policy, and that “open 
campus was working well.” 

Fellow incumbent Connie Papas 
added that “many students use the open 
campus privilege wisely” and that with 
the new seven-period day,- students had 
less free time away from school. 

School Committee candidates were 
also asked about the early release days, 
when teachers had half a day without 
classes for planning. 

Both incumbents noted that early 
release was a part of modem teacher 
contracts, but added that they were 
trying to gain more control over what 
teachers did during the time. 

Bauman noted that “principals 
cannot even call a meeting of an entire 
grade level to plan. We should be using 
the release lime differently.” 

Rodrigues was less circumspect. “In 
the elementary schools, the teachers 
need the time to prepare, so the policy is 
appropriate,” he said. “But at the high 
school and junior high, teachers have

very important. 

“And they closed the roof lo night 
use, so we don’t get cars flashing their 
lights across the garage,” he said. 
“They have an upper lot now, and they 
never ^bothered to screen it, so for the 
past five years we had nothing but 
headlights sweeping across our lawns.” 

Chane also said the neighbors were 
happy with the BoA decision to limit 
construction time to between 7 a.m. and 
4 p.m., except in unusual or emergency 
situations, and only with the consent of 
the town’s building commissioner. 

“That's one point that 1 think is 
important — that’s one of the things our 
lawyer brought to the hospital. And 
they were bound and determined that 
they should not be restricted,” said 
Chane. "We would want the com¬ 
missioner to notify us any time they do 
request to extend the hours, just so we 
know why.” 

Both Hunter and Chane pledged 
their groups would continue to work 
together through the construction 
process — something required under 
the state’s approval of the project. 

And Chane added that if the neigh¬ 
bors didn’t like the progress, they had 
learned how to at least stay even with 
the hospital. 

“We learned quite a bit in fighting 
the various things,” said Chane. “With 
our study group, if we find we’re having 
trouble, we can go back to the state. 
That’s a built-in security we never had 
before.” 

And for its part, the hospital will 
have parking and a new wing it never 
had before. Hunter said construction of 
the garage will get underway during 
April and be completed in five to six 
months. 

Once the garage is completed, 
Hunter said, work will begin on the 
hospital’s new wing, which will lake 
another 20 months to build. 

"Then we still have the renovations - 
of areas in the existing hospital 
building," Hunter said. 

"The whole thing is slated to wrap 
up in the spring of 1085.”

sufficient lime to prepare, and don’l need 
the release days.” 

Planning Board candidates were 
queried as to their plans for improving 
housing in Winchester by Constance 
Williams of the LWV, which has proposed 
the Planning Board, along with other 
town offices, examine the problem. 

Planning Board Chairman Marion 
Crandall, who Is seeking a second term, 
suggested housing might be found “If the 
town were to vacate other buildings.” 

“The whole town should consider 
what it wants as single or multiple 
needs,” said Crandall, who warned that 
with federal cutbacks, money for new 
housing projects would be hard to find. 
She added that multi-use development 
could provide housing, but at market 
rales. 

Both challengers for Ihe Planning 
Board, Daniel Kenney and Jack Kent, 
stated that the town should come up with 
a housing plan. Kent added that such a 
plan was needed to solve "what is a 
potentially greater problem in the future 
than it is now.” 

Selectmen were queried on parking 
downtown, as one voter at the forum 
asked if the parking lot along the 
Aberjona river could be extended from 
the Winchester train station to 
Wedgemere station. 

Incumbent Wade Welch pointed out 
that the parking plan being developed by 
the town, mainly to build a parking 
garage on the other side of the station, 
included plans to extend the parking lot. 

However, candidate Mark Lombardi 
added that much of the land along the 
Aberjona was MDC parkland, and a 
special act of the state legislature would 
be needed to turn it into a parking lot, 

Lombardi came under fire for his 
decision to publish a letter of support 
from incumbent seletcman Michael 
Saraco. “What could you have been 
thinking of?” asked Mary Pronski of 
Washington st. 

“1 felt honored that he would make 
such a statement, and I thought the 
citizens should know how he fell,” an¬ 
swered Lombardi. 

But Lombardi’s rivals were quick to 
criticize their opponent. 

"As a sitting selectman, I have never 
involved myself in elections, I have 
remained aloof from signing en¬ 
dorsements,” said O’Connell. "I want to 
assure the voters that, there is no voting 
block on the Board of Selectmen — we 
vote independently.” 

Fellow incumbent Wade Welch also 
stressed that in spite of Saraco’s en¬ 
dorsement, selectmen did not gang up 
against each oLher. "We are five 
separate fingers of the hand,” he said, 
"We are only united as a fist for the 
mutual benefit of Winchester.” 

Voters wishing to see the candidates 
in action may watch a taped version of 
the Candidates Forum on Continental 
Cablevision this week.
